History of New Leipzig 

Leipzig got its first real spurt of activity after the 
construction of a Farmer’s Creamery in 1901. After 
that it grew steadily, reaching its peak in 1909. 

It had been quite certain up to that time that the 
railroad would be going through in that area. When 
it became known that the Milwaukee Railroad was 
to build a line into the southwestern part of the 
state the plans of the Western Dakota Railroad 
Company (a subsidiary of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad) were changed and survey crews staked 
out the line about eight miles south of Leipzig. 

Of course this created quite some excitement in 
the community. Most of the inhabitants decided to 
move to a new location eleven miles southwest to a 
new townsite, which was called New Leipzig. Early 
in the year 1910 the move began. One of the major 
moving jobs that created quite a sensation was the 
moving of the flour mill which was hauled away 
with two large steamers and two large gas tractors 
furnishing the power. 

Founded in 1910, the town is located on Section 
35, Township 134, Range 90, five miles from the 
West edge of the Grant County Line on the 
Burlington Northern (formerly the Northern Pacific) 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroads.

The Milwaukee Railroad plotted the town on land 
sold to the Railroad by Mr. Lawther and Fred 
Ewald, both real estate men with Ewald doing the 
surveying. The N.P. is a branch line out of Mandan, 
and the Milwaukee a branch line out of McLaughlin, 
S.D. both converging at New Leipzig and connected 
by a spur line which is the only connection of the 
two roads between Minneapolis and Miles City. 

When the Post Office was opened on May 13, 
1910 Mike C. Rausch was appointed the first 
postmaster with the office located to the rear of 
the Hertz Bros. Store. For a short period of time 
the town went by the name of Lawther from 
Jan. 12, 1912 until Aug. 2 of 1912 when it was 
changed back to New Leipzig, as it is believed the 
name conflicted with mail that was sent to Lawton, 








N.D. at that time. This was also true with Elgin 
when at first it went by the name of Shanley and 
the Postal Department believed that mail could 
mistakenly be sent to Stanley, N.D. 

The Milwaukee Road from McLaughlin, S.D. to 
New England, N.D., a distance of 132.64, miles was 
built in 1910 by the Milwaukee and Puget Sound 
R.R. Co. a predecessor of the present Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific R.R. Co. 

The N.P. Tracks were laid through New Leipzig 
late in Sept, of 1910 by the Western Dakota R.R. 
Co. a subsidiary of the N.P. Work trains passed 
through the new town all through October but it 
wasn’t until the 1st of November that regular 
passenger and freight service went into affect. 

By 1915 it boasted of three banks: the First State 
Bank opened by John S. Birdsall; the First National 
Bank which stood on the corner across the street, 
north of First State, operated by R.E. Sherin and 
John and Henry Zweber, and A.H. Neiter; The 
Farmers State Bank, located in the Farmers’ 
Creamery Building, which was used as a Cream 
Station for many years. It was run by Alex 
Eberhardt & Ben Frasch. 

The John Roehl building on the north end of 
main street on the East side once housed a Photo 
Studio on the second floor. South near the present 
Baesler Oil Building was the city hall with a fire bell 
above it. Here the first school in New Leipzig was 
held with Violet Welsch as teacher. She later 
became the wife of Mike Rausch. There was a 
grocery and dry goods store on the same side of 
the street run by Jacob Auch and family for a 
number of years, and a barber shop next to the 
bank building where Bill Johnson cut hair and gave 
shaves for many years. South of the First State 
Bank was a grocery store run by the Pat McCarthy, 
a brother-in-law to Fred Edwald. Later it was run 
by Ed and Lilly Wruck and the Dubs brothers in 
connection with their meat market. The Post Office 
was located in a small building about where Otto 
Stern had his garage and next to it was the home 
of the Sheldon family right on main street.

Mr. Sheldon, the pharmacist, ran the Drug store. 
The Will brothers, Emil & Gottlieb, with their 
father operated a Hardware Store for many years 
before selling it to Art Tietz. The Fredric Hotel is 
now the Bader Implement building and it was built 
and owned by Fredric Ewald and managed by C.A. 
Frost. Across the street on the corner where the 
Roehl Service station now stands was Atty. Vincent 
Hogan’s small law office. Continuing North on the 
West side of the street was the first Sentinel 
Printing office with Herman Vitze and J.T. 

Charmley as the first editors. Orville Williams 
replaced Charmley later until the Sentinel was sold 
to the Carson Press. Merritt F. Harding was editor 
of both papers then. Harding then sold both papers 
to A1 P. Madison in 1948, and in 1954 it was sold 
to Hugh Fitzpatrick who passed away in 1956 so 
his wife continued to publish both papers until she 
sold them to Willard Ketterling in 1960. Several 
years ago, Ketterling sold to Duane Schatz who 
was editor of the Grant County News in Elgin. For 
a time, he was publishing all three papers. 

North of the Sentinel office was a cafe or 
restaurant and Dr. Everett E. Hamilton had his 
office in the building once occupied by Don Okken’s 
Bulk Mobil Gas Sales which also housed the New 
Leipzig Post Office for a number of years after 
Dr. Hamilton discontinued practice here. This was 
before the new First State Bank and P.O. building 
were completed. The W.E. Harke grocery and dry 
goods store, where the B. & L. Lounge now is 
located, with another store where the Jack & Jill 
store is today. The Hertz Bros. Hardware store has 
remained on the same location since it was built in 
1910. North of the Hertz Store was the Bowling 
Alley and Pool Hall operated by Pete Schlosser and 
next to it the New Leipzig Pharmacy.

Settlers’ Homes 

The first thing a settler needed as he came out 
to the prairies to live was a shelter. The most 
common type of a shelter for the settlers out in 
the prairie was a “soddy”. Why? Because sod was 
easy to get. The settlers plowed the ground, turning 
the sod over in long strips. The sod stripes were 
stacked on top of each other for walls. The walls 


may have been anywhere from two to three feet 
thick depending on the strength and protection 
needed from North Dakota’s cold, howling, winter 
winds. The roof was made of branches or poles 
covered with hay and sod. Timbers were used for 
the rafters, doors, and window frames. The floors 
were made of packed dirt. Over the years, the 
floors were replaced with wood which was so much 
easier to clean. 

Air conditioning was not needed in a sod house 
for they were cool in summer and of course, warm 
in the winter. The soddies had their disadvantages, 
too, especially when the heavy rains came and 
caused leaky roofs and damp, soggy homes. On top 
of this all, were the common sights of nature 
making their way around, the mice, snakes, and 
bedbugs seemed to want a home, too. They chose 
ceilings and walls for their place to live. 

Sodhouses were only temporary homes until they 
could be replaced by a frame house. Later the 
sodhouses became storage places or a summer 
kitchen. 

The soddies were different in design but basically 
the materials were all the same.

The first house built in New Leipzig is presently 
owned by Russell Roth. It was built by Andrew 
Sandau and has been owned by several other 
families, including the Tilsen's, Horace, Storm's, 
Edward Enzi, and Herbert Stern's. 
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Social Life in the Early Days 

Social life in 1910 centered around the home but 
occasionally everyone would turn out for a 
community affair. One of the happiest and most 
competitive get togethers was the box socials. The 
women would compete with each other on the 
quality of the meal and the appearance of the box, 
and the men competed with one another for the 
privilege of sharing and eating of the contents. 

Henry Hertz, G.A. Rauna, and George Schulz were 
the auctioneers of the day, all three experts at 
getting the most money possible for each basket. 

As high as $150.00 was raised and used for the 
various worthwhile causes. Furthermore many 
romances bloomed through the sharing of these 
lunches. Nearly all the women in town belonged to 
the Ladies Aid of their various churches. A group 
of women formed a club called the ‘Busy Bees” and 
as the name implies, they worked hard to make 
New Leipzig a good place to live. They also talked 
over the events of the day and made plans for 
future parties and events.

Men gathered together and some highly 
questionable (to the ladies) clubs were formed. 

One group called themselves ‘ the dirty dozen’ and 
was made up of many of the business and profes¬ 
sional men. They used a very novel way of calling 
a meeting. On a certain day a notice would appear 
on the bulletin board of the post office, The Ghost 
Walks Tonight’ and “Tonight” meant that on that 
night, beer, lunch, and a social gathering, including 
a very entertaining poker game would come into 
being. The new Moose Hall was the headquarters 
for a good many men too. Some of the ladies of 
the town had trouble getting the menfolk to come 
home when a poker game was in progress. Perhaps 
the men should have been a little more discreet, 
for the building was destined to have a short life. 
After it burned to the ground, many people claimed 
that the ladies burned the place in order to keep 
their men at home.

As is true in every town, there were a few people 
who liked a nip or two of stronger spirits than 
coffee or tea. In 1910 the establishments were 
known as Blind Pigs. North Dakota had a very odd 
law which made it illegal to sell liquor but allowed 
any amount of liquor to be purchased. The 
operators of the blind pigs ordered beer in large 
wooden barrels, 72 bottles to the barrel, and had 
it shipped into town by the railroad, and then 
dispensed the fluid by the bottle. It seems the 
wisest of the three owners had his business on a 
wagon and when word arrived that a raid by 
county officers was in the offing, he merely hitched 
his team to the wagon and disappeared until after 
the raid, then he returned to town. These places of 
business gave needed revenue to the young city. 
Each Monday morning the marshall would make the 
rounds and arrest each owner of the blind pigs. 

The Justice of the Peace fined each man from $10 
to $20 depending on the needs of the day and then 
the owners could operate freely for another week. 
This source of income helped to pay the marshall’s 
salary and other costs of the city. These taverns 
gave employment for the youngsters too. Boys and 
girls alike kept their eyes open for the empties and 
when enough were on hand they would sell the 
bottles to the owners of the Pigs. 

Movies came into being a few years later. This 
was a novelty for many who had never seen such 
an oddity and probably was most popular with the 
younger set. With each movie was shown a chapter 
of a serial. All who can remember the thrills of 
The Perils of Pauline’ can never forget the troubles 
she ran into, such as riding on a runaway wagon 
loaded with dynamite, and as the dynamite 
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exploded with a fury, the chapter would end and 
of course everyone had to go back next week to 
see if Pauline had finally met her untimely end. 
Those were the days of the silent movies with noise 
furnished by the viewers.

New Leipzig Sentinel became a year old, on 
June 1910 with its first printings from Pretty Rock 
on a hand press. The publisher has been able to 
install a printing outfit that is a little ahead of any 
in the smaller towns in this part of the Dakotas. 

It includes among other things, a new cylinder 
press, a paper cutter, a newspaper folder, and chief 
of all, a nearly new typegraph type setting machine. 

June 1911 

NEW LEIPZIG TO CELEBRATE 
Ho! for the Glorious Fourth spend it in New 
Leipzig. This enterprising little city is preparing a 
day of rare enjoyment for you and yours. Horse 
racing, sack race, fat men’s race, climbing greased 
telephone pole, slack wire walking, tug of war, etc. 

N.P. MAIL SERVICE SOON: 

At last the matter of mail service on the 
Bismarck-Mott line of the N.P. road has been 
pushed through. 

AN N.P. DEPOT ASSURED 
Here is good news for New Leipzig. The 
Northern Pacific R.R. Co. is going to build a first 
class standard size depot in New Leipzig, and lay 


out extensive yards as well.... Pres. Elliott of 
that company recognizes that New Leipzig, a 
Milwaukee town, is a distinct compliment to our 
little city. President Elliott recognizes that New 
Leipzig will become an important trade center. 

July 7, 1911 

NEW LEIPZIG HAD GREAT 4th 
A Day of Real Enjoyment 
Complete with patriotic addresses by Attorneys 
Jackson, and Kiernan, the horse races, baseball 
game, foot races, and ending with a really 
fascinating performance at slack wire walking by 
Emanuel Hertz. 

BIG SHIPMENT OF CATTLE 
The First Train Load From New Leipzig 
Last Friday was a day of unusual activity as the 
first train load of cattle were shipped ... incidentally 
it also put a “right smart” amount of money in 
circulation here. 

Aug. 4, 1911 

NEW LEIPZIG’S FIRST FIRE 
New Leipzig is thankful today that it has its 
chemical engines. It is generally admitted that, but 
for this apparatus, the town would have had a very 
serious fire, as the P.P. Schlosser’s barn burned 
to the ground. 

October 6, 1911 
POLITICAL NOTES 
Geo. J. Schultz for Sheriff 
This part of Morton County is likely to figure 
prominently in the elections next year. For one 
thing, it will have its own candidate for sheriff, and 
a decidedly strong one too. He is George Schultz 
of Leipzig, formerly deputy sheriff, and presently 
county constable. 

TOLERATION FOR RAILROADS 
Pres. Elliott of the N.P. in his address at 
Bismarck, said it takes $35,000 to build a mile of 
railroad, exclusive of rolling stock, and the company 
makes a small return on the investment than the 
country merchant does on his. Mr. Elliott plead for 
a more tolerant public attitude towards the railroad. 

OFF FOR RUSSIA 

Three persons left here on Tues. for a visit at 
their old home in Russia. They are Daniel Weller, 
Mrs. Aug. Peltz, and Mrs. Mike Wolf, and they 
will be 18 days making the trip. 

Oct. 20, 1911 
A LIVELY SCRAP 
They Slished and Slashed 

Our peaceful little neighboring town of Odessa 
was the scene of a lively scrap Sunday at about 
midnight in which two men were rather badly 
slashed with a knife. One of the parties to the 














scrap was Christ Friesz, the merchant of Odessa, 
but he claims self defense. The cause of the sudden 
accession of valor is said to have been due to a 
keg of wine of which they had partaken in social 
unity. Shortly after the scrap, a messenger was sent 
to New Leipzig with a hurry-up call for a doctor. 
Sheriff Olson was called, by telephone, and when 
he arrived he found all three of the combatants in 
bed and all claimed to be severely wounded, and 
each of the two parties insisting on having the 
other arrested. 

Nov. 24, 1911 

BLANKET YOUR HORSES 
It may prove a matter of interest to know that 
there is a special state law against the unnecessary 
exposure of animals to cold and stormy weather. 
Section 9319 of the Revised codes of 1905, and it 
reads as follows: “Any person who shall unneces¬ 
sarily expose any animal to heat or cold, or leave 
the same hitched and uncovered in cold weather or 
storm, is punishable by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten days, and not exceeding thirty 
days or a fine of not less than $5 and not more 
than $10, and not more than $100 or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.”

BUILDING NOTES 

Since the mild weather set in, good progress has 
been made in the building of the new N.P. depot 
here. It is now fully enclosed, and shingled, so that 
the work need not again be delayed by possible bad 
weather.

WELCOME HOME, HENRY 
Henry Hertz returned from Hunter’s Hot Springs, 
last week, his rheumatism, to all appearances quite 
gone. 

Dec. 1, 1911 

To Change New Leipzig’s Name 

Lawther, the town on the N.P. west of Elgin. 

The townsite of which is owned by Wm. Heil is 
henceforth to be known as “Heil”. The post office 
has been established there, bearing that name. 
Presumedly the wish of the people there. 

But the name Lawther may yet come into greater 
things. It will probably yet be the name if that LIVE 
WIRE among the new towns of the state New 
Leipzig! When the news of the renaming of the 
town now called Heil reached here, agitation was 
at once started for the adoption of the name of 
Lawther by New Leipzig, and the idea met with 
general favor.

New Leipzig 
now claims to have the best system of walks of the 
towns in this part of North Dakota. All of which 
shows that New Leipzig is a live one.

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The Original Townsite Marker 

The original townsite called “Leipzig” was located 
11 miles northeast of the present site of New 
Leipzig. This marker is located on the site of Old 
Leipzig. 

This inland town without a railroad began to be 
settled by immigrants in 1895. It was moved and 
renamed New Leipzig in 1910 when the Northern 
Pacific Railroad was built through this area. Most of 
the settlers who moved to the new site were 
German-Russians, thus the name “Leipzig” after 
Leipzig, Germany was used. 

A bronze plaque marks the original site of 
Leipzig, N.D. The plaque reads, “Original townsite 
of Leipzig, N.D. was located on these four corners.” 
The plaque was erected in 1960 by the New Leipzig 
Commercial Club during the town’s 50th 
Anniversary. 
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Street Construction and Maintenance 

We believe New Leipzig, N.D., with a population 
of 390 persons, has more soil-cement street 
pavement per capita than any other community in 
the nation. What’s more, we did the work in a 
single project covering 40 blocks, virtually every 
thoroughfare in the village. The contract called for 
61,000 square yards of five-inch-thick soil-cement 
base, or 156 square yards per capita. The riding 
surface consists of a one-inch-thick hot-mix 
bituminous mat. 

The pavement cost $111,268 and we invested 
another $60,571 for 26,400 lineal feet of curb and 
gutter, plus incidental work such as sidewalks and 
driveways. 

It was a big job to tackle for such a small 
community, particularly since we did the work only 
a few years after installing the water and sewer 
systems, credit belongs to the Village Board and the 
local Commercial Club. They felt that the soil- 
cement streets would pay off in low upkeep over 
the years. This is proving to be the case, for the 
paved streets stood up well under a winter of heavy 
snow, and a wet spring. 

North Central Engineers, consulting engineers of 
Jamestown, N.D., designed the project and 
supervised the construction that took place in 1964.

Conservation Farms 

These farms have been selected as the 
Conservation Achievement Program winners in 
Grant County, Soil Conservation District, ND.

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A Sports-Minded Community 

A community with baseball interests, NL has had 
a baseball field at one location or another through 
most of the years of its existence. The last move 
was from the Lloyd Sprecher residence to where it 
is located today. 



The present baseball park, pictured here, was 
built by the city in 1969. Much of the work was 
done by the local people donating their time and 
equipment. The original leveling and the finish work 
was done by the Sprecher Construction Company. 
The black dirt, which was spread throughout the 
outfield was brought here from the Davenport Coal 
Mine by some local people and with the help of the 
Mott National Guard. The sand for the infield was 
transported from Burt by local trucks, and the large 
wooden poles were donated and dug in by MDU. 

The original ball park had a snow fence around 
the outfield. The city bought a metal fence to 
replace the wooden fence in 1982. The fence was 
installed by volunteer labor made up mostly of 
members of the men’s softball team. 



Golf Course located east of New Leipzig near the 
City Park was organized in 1983 by A.B.C. 
Sportsman Club. It consists of 4 fairways. 


This ball park has been given a good workout 
every summer since it was built. Through the years, 
as many as six teams have shared it in a given 
summer. The age groups range from Pee Wees 
(age 7) to adult softball teams.

New Water System 

During 1978 the city erected a new 100,000 gallon 
elevated steel water tower adequate for a population 
of 450, per recommended standards. New water 
mains and lines were also installed and per capita 
consumption has been 74 gallons per resident per 
day. That is well below the regional average of 
100-125 gallons per day, and a major reason for 
that a conservative use of water has been forced 
on residents because the yield from the four wells 
is inadequate. The greatest problem with water 
quality is the high sodium content. High sodium 
content is particularly hazardous to elderly on

Weishaar Long-time Auctioneer 


For most people who regularly attend auctions in 
Grant County, the face and the voice of Reinhold 
Weishaar is well known and probably long 
remembered. 

He made his initial start as an auctioneer in the 
fall of 1934 with Henry Hertz, but prior to that he 
sold wedding cakes, pies, baskets, among other 
things, at social gatherings. 

Weishaar explained that to be an auctioneer 
takes time, patience and hours of practice. “I would 
practice my cry in the barn and I practiced it a lot. 
In those days you had to get in with someone and 
get your practice in that way. There were no 
auctioneer schools to go to. Now, you have to go 
to an auctioneer school before you can cry at an 
auction,” he said. 

Weishaar reminisced about how auction sales 
have changed over the years. “Many years ago 
sales started at 10:00 a.m. and the auctioneer and 
clerk were invited to the owner’s house for dinner. 
We use to stop an hour for dinner in those days. 

The auctioneer furnished the tin cups for free 
coffee at each auction. At the end of the auction, 
the auctioneer would be lucky if he went home with 
half of his cups. Finally, a law was passed and the 
auctioneer could no longer supply tin cups at an 
auction,” he said. 

“The fall of 1948 I cried a sale every day 
of the month and that included Sunday. 1 cried all 
those auctions alone; no other auctioneer helped 
me. (Another time, years later, household sales took 
place every Saturday from April to November,” he 
said.) 


He has cried at auctions all over this part of the 
state from the South Dakota border to Glen Ullin 
in Morton County and as far west as Mott to as far 
east as the Raleigh area. 

Weishaar said one of the largest auctions he cried 
was a few years ago in South Dakota. “The owner 
was a man named Kern. It was one of the largest 
sales that I have been to. It started around 9:00 
a.m. and lasted until 7:00 in the evening. We ran 
two sales that day. It was an exceptionally large 
sale,” he said. 

In all his years as an auctioneer, one auction 
stands clear in his mind as unique. “It was at a 
farm auction in the Raleigh area one time. The sale 
was going along good until I got to the household 
sale. It didn’t go very good. The women just 
weren’t bidding on anything. Then a friend told me 
to mix a little German in with the cry. So I did and 
suddenly the sale just picked up right away. Some 
of the women in those days didn’t speak much 
English but they understood the cry when I mixed 
a little German into it,” he said. 

“I’ve always enjoyed auctions. I suppose it’s got a 
lot to do with working with people. Naturally, I 
wouldn’t do it if I didn’t enjoy it,” he said. 

(Mr. Weishaar is 80 yrs. old now.)

Barbers 

Barbering is one of the oldest professions there 
is. Early barbers not only trimmed hair and beards 
for their customers, but performed surgical 
operations as well. Early barbers and surgeons went 
their separate ways but today, the barber is highly 
skilled, formally trained, and licensed. 

The first ND License Law was established in 
1901. The qualifications to be a barber include: 
must be 17 years or older, have good moral 
character, a high school diploma or its equivalent, 
a medical examination, and complete 1550 hours of 
schooling, which can be done in about 10 months. 
After graduating from an approved barber school, 
the individual is required to take the “Board” 
examination. Upon passing, an apprentice barber 
license is issued and then the individual is required 
to work from one year to eighteen months. Then 
after this time, a registered barber license may be 
issued and the Master barber may open a shop of 
his own. 

A number of barbers that have performed 
services as a barber in New Leipzig have received 
their training from Moler Barber College, 

Fargo, ND. 

In checking through various records these names 
have been received as those who were professional 
barbers. (It is possible that the record is incomplete.)

After receiving a degree in Nursing, Diane (Hertz) 
Beck returned to school and earned a degree in 
Cosmetology in 1962. After refresher courses she 
opened her shop, “Diane’s Hair Care” on May 20, 
1982, upstairs in the new Hertz Brother’s addition, 
with clientele of men, women, and children. 

Blacksmiths 

Kovalski Blacksmith shop was owned by two 
brothers from Poszen, Poland who were originally 
named Kolodjeski. For social and business reasons 
the name was changed to Kovalski. 

Lawrence and Valentine started the Blacksmith 
Shop in Old Leipzig in 1902 and relocated their 
business to a brick building and house, on the west 
end of Leipzig in 1910. The large two story brick 
home is probably the only home in the county with 
a red slate roof. 

The Blacksmith Shop was essential for the liveli¬ 
hood of the early settlers, and farming couldn't be 
done without it. Wagon rims were repaired and 
tightened. Horse shoes were made and horses 
shoed. Plow shears were repaired and sharpened. 

All iron and woodwork, mainstay of the early 
prairie, was done at the local blacksmith. 



















Robert Schulz also owned the blacksmith shop 
and is remembered for building air planes in his 
spare time. 

Other owners were John Bohnet in cooperation 
with Earl Zimmerman for rental. John Stelter also 
owned the business. 

August Stelter purchased the Blacksmith Shop 
from John J. Schulz, who had purchased the shop 
from John Jacober on Sept. 8, 1926. August 
operated it from Nov. 10, 1943 until the time of 
his death in 1954. August learned the trade on his 
own and today, son Clarence, operates the Stelter 
Repair Shop along with his son, Mark. The black¬ 
smith business is now in its third generation of 
the Stelter Family. 

In the fall and winter of 1976 and 1977 a 70 x 
100 steel building was added. 

The first few years when August operated the 
shop it was called City Blacksmith and in 1948 
the name was changed to Stelter’s Repair. 

They now have 4 full time employees and 2 part 
time and do very little blacksmith work but still 
have one forge and trip hammer set up. Their work 
now is mostly welding, machining and some 
manufacturing.

Body Shops 

The EZ Body Shop was built in the 1920s and 
used as a grocery store and cream station. It was 
built and owned by Dan Schulz. He sold it to the 
Kautz Brothers in the 30’s. It was made into a 
service station and a car show room run by Ed 
Dubs in the 1940’s. Lowell Paddock bought the 
business from Ed in the 50’s and operated it until 
the early 60’s when Art and Albert Weller 
purchased it from him. There was a garage built on 
the north side and another shop built on the west 
side of the building. The new owners quit selling 
cars and it was mainly a service station. In 1977, 
Don Okken purchased the station from the Weller 
Brothers and operated his Mobile business until 
1984, when Elmer and LaVerne Zimmerman bought 
the business and are now operating a service 
station and the EZ Body Shop. 
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John Hintz took over the Mobil Bulk Dealership 
in the early 1940’s and carried on this business 
until he was forced to give it up due to health 
conditions.

Bus Line 

In 1944 J.M. Harty started the Hettinger Bus 
Line. Harry Samdal drove for nine years for Inter¬ 
state Transportation owned by J.M. Harty. Bruce 
Parson, Ed Gable, and Wilmar Benton also drove 
for the Hettinger Bus Line. Harry Samdal bought 
the bus from Wilmar Benton on April 1, 1970. 

Now owned by Floyd and Shirley Knapp who 
operate it today and give you the best service on 
a bus from Hettinger to Bismarck, stopping at all 
the towns on Highways 8 thru 21, 6 and 10, Mott, 
Burt, New Leipzig, Elgin, Heil, Carson, Flasher, 

St. Anthony, Mandan and Bismarck. 


Earl Zimmerman owned and operated the Deep 
Rock Bulk Station in New Leipzig from 1948 to 
1952. The station was located in west New Leipzig 
on the lot that is now owned by Elmer Pahl. 

Prior to operating the bulk station , the Earl 
Zimmerman's owned and operated the New Leipzig 
Cafe from 1945 to 1948. 
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Car Dealer 

Hetzler Motor Company was born in the fall of 
1932 after Art Hetzler borrowed $150.00 to buy the 
necessary tools. Art did all the mechanic work 
himself, sometimes working well into the early 
morning hours so people could go back to work 
during the depression. His shop was stocked with 
most needed parts of the era. Henry Dietz worked 
for Art as a helper in the shop, and Henry Cors 
worked on Sundays to pump gas so Art could have 
a day off. Art was the only person to ever have a 
railroad car of new cars shipped into New Leipzig, 
and, with help, unloaded them before breakfast (see 
picture). Art also had some appliances available in 
the shop, and drove ihe bulk truck for Standard Oil 
Company. 

Finally upon Dr. Hamilton’s orders and having 
been overcome by gasoline fumes, he sold the 
business in 1944, moved to Bismarck, and opened 
the Western Auto Parts Store.

In August, 1944 Alfred Olien bought the Art 
Hetzler garage and started work there immediately 
under the name of Olien Motors. Those were the 
days they kept open every day until 9 P.M. during 
the harvest and spring working season. Saturday 
night the customers would be in town until 
midnight. 

General repair work kept them busy. During the 
war years cars were impossible to obtain. The first 
Chevrolet Alfred sold in 1946 was to Rudy Dubs. 

In 1950, they moved the old building to the back 
of the lot. The new building (then) was put up by 
Bill Ottmar and Jake Rosen. It was certainly more 
pleasant and efficient working in the new garage for 
everyone. Margaret did most of the bookkeeping. 
Several young men worked there at different times 
including Otto Stern. 
















In 1961 the business was sold to Otto Stern and 
the name became Stern Motors. Otto operated 
the business until 1983 when he sold it to his 
son, Bradley, who is now the present owner. 



Coal Mines 

Mr. John Marion built, owned, and operated 
a brick and tile plant in cooperation with the 
Davenport Coal Mine, since lignite was used to 
bake the clay brick and tiles in kilns. 

He and his sons and wife operated this plant 
for a couple of years producing first class brick 
and tile they later moved all his equipment to 
Hettinger, ND where the clay was more easily 
accessible and shipment could be made over the 
main line. 

John was born at Ionia, Iowa Nov. 13, 1893. He 
attended schools at Alta Vista, Iowa. He married 
Mary Clancy at St. Cecilia, Iowa on Aug. 31, 1915. 
Following their marriage the couple lived at New 
Hampton, Iowa before coming to New Leipzig.

Dairy Farmers 

Years ago cows gave milk only during the spring, 
summer, and fall when they could be fed in open 
pastures. 

What little milk the cows gave, was used by the 
farmer and his family as milk and butter. Everybody 
that had milk cows also needed a Delaval Separator 
to separate the cream from the milk. The cream 
was put in 10 gal., 8 gal, 5 gal, or 3 gal. cream 
cans. It was sour by the time it was taken to the 
cream station on Saturday nite to get a “Cream 
Check” for the weekly grocery bill. (10 gals, of 
cream sold at $1.50, 1 doz. eggs 6<P). 

One step forward in the care of dairy cows began 
by feeding the cows grain and hay in the winter 
time. This made the year round production of milk 
possible. More cows were kept for a larger income. 

Laws prohibited keeping cows within city limits. 
Farmers began to establish dairy businesses for the 
larger cities. Cheese and butter factories began 
operating, plants developed for processing fresh 
milk, glass jars and bottles were used. Then the 



paper carton. Did the old pioneer's know what 
certified, Grade A, fortified, raw, evaporated, 
condensed or powdered milk was? What in the 
world is pasteurized milk? 

Modern Milking Machines— farmers pipe milk 
directly from the milking machines into a refrigerated 
stainless steel storage tank. 

Milk must be kept clean and cool. Wise farmers 
keep their barns and cows clean and sterilize all 
milking utensils. Insulated trucks usually pick up 
milk from dairy farms everyday. 

A veterinarian tests cows health regularly. Each 
cow’s milk production record is kept. 

All equipment is washed, sterilized and stored in 
the milkhouse. No one knows, only the dairyman, 
how much time, hard work and long hours are 
spent to provide: 

“The World’s Most Perfect Food” 



The old fashioned way 


“A farm fable”, which happened 999,000 times if 
it happened once, milking old Bossie on the crude 
one legged milk stool, the cow laid in the stable 
manure during the night, and was caked and crusty. 
After a quick just-good-enough cleaning job; sat 
down, cradled the pail between the knees, squeezed 
the world’s most perfect food out of the worlds 
most ridiculous containers, hoping the animal heat 
in the udder would keep his hands warm, half 
asleep resting his head against the cow’s flank- 
squeeze, pull motion when the pail was half full— 
startled “Old Bossie”, kicked the bucket out of 
grasp—the words he used are still used today—the 
cows got a boot belting everytime. 

I wonder what that did to the demanded milk 
supply?

Bruce and Irene came back to the family farm in 
1977. Bruce's parents, Walter and Darlene started 
this dairy operation in 1972. They started with 30 
Holsteins cows in a 3-on-a side “Herringbone 
Pipeline Parlor” with 3 milking units and 400 gal . 
bulk tank. They increased to 60 cows in 1984, and 
upgraded operation to 6 unit milkers = 1000 gallon 
bulk tank. 

All cows are tested monthly for production and 
butterfat. All cows and heifers are bred artifically— 
they raise their own replacements. 

(Not pictured) 

Clark Hodells started in the dairy milking business 
on his dad's farm, with 60 head of cows. In 1984, 
they are milking 35 Holstein cows and use the 
pipeline equipment. 

Odessa Dairy 

The Town Odessa was started in 1910, when the 
Northern Pacific Railroad was built. There were two 
elevators, four stores, a pool hall, a hotel, a lumber 
yard, a blacksmith, a stock yard, and a church 
(originally the E.U.B., now the United Methodist 
Church in Elgin, ND). 

In 1916, Gottlieb Roth purchased the John 
Sprecher store and moved his family to Odessa. 

He then started farming and bought the land 
















adjoining the townsite. In the 1920's, many people 
started moving the buildings out of town, mostly 
to New Leipzig or Elgin, and Odessa started 
shaping into a farm. 

In 1936, Walter Roth, a son of Gottlieb Roth, 
married Inez Beck and they took over the farming. 
They bought the farm in 1940 and in 1943 they 
bought the townsite. In 1945, they tore down the 
old barns and built the dairy barn because they 
decided to go into the dairy business. At that time, 
their average milking herd was about 20-30 cows. 
The hoghouse and the henhouse were built in the 
following years. The garage, which was beside the 
house now on the farm, was moved to its present 
location and converted into a bullbarn. In 1947, the 
first silo was built, but in 1967, it was torn down 
and replaced with a larger one. In 1968, a pipeline 
milking system was put into the dairy barn. During 
the 50'$ and 60’$, their milking herd kept increasing 
to about 40-50 cows. 

In 1972, they put up another silo and a loafing 
barn with automatic feeding. During the 70 *5, they 
averaged about 65-70 cows. In 1977, Arlen and 
Brian, two of Walters sons, went into partnership 
for one year and leased the farm. They decided to 
give their business a name and because of the 
background and history of this farm, it seemed 
appropriate to name it Odessa Dairy. In 1978, Brian 
continued to lease the farm from his dad. Then in 
1979, Walter Roth's sold the farm to Brian and wife 
Gloria, and Walter's retired and moved into New 
Leipzig. 

In 1980, a new, two-inch pipeline milking system 
was put into their barn. In 1983, a new and much 
longer bunk feeding system was added to the farm 
and their average daily milking herd increased to 
90 cows. 

Their home and the bullbarn are the only 
remaining buildings left from the town of Odessa. 
The house was built in 1910 by Christ Hintz, 
owner of the lumber yard at that time, Gottlieb 
Roth and Walter Roth’s bought the house from 
Christ Hintz in the 1930's. There have been a lot 
of remodeling changes over the years, but the 
frame of the house is still the original.

At one time we can be sure that the beef bulls 
were not what they; are today;. How can a 
statement like this be said? Well it is quite certain 
when the pioneers first settled in the area they; had 
only; a cow or two to meet their needs of beef 
and dairy products. As the time went on and the 
families grew, so did the herd of cattle. The farmer 
farmed at a larger scale and there was a demand 
for meat at the market. The farmer began to 
realize that when the herd grew that it had to 
be culled and that the best was kept to produce 
a good herd of cattle. 

With the prairie country around, the farmers 
soon knew that some of the best beef cattle could 
be produced here. That fact was soon proven 
when the meat went to market and the steaks 
were served. Yes, nothing could be tastier than to 
eat North Dakota beef! 


First Grant County Artificial Inseminator 
Pictured is Barbara Ricketts with her father's first 
artifically bred calf in Grant County. Harold 
Ricketts attended a training session in 1951 at 
Land O’Lakes, Minn, for artificial insemination. 

He was hired by the newly formed Grant County 
Breeders Association to service members in Grant 
County. 

Percentage of fertilization was as high as 82%. 
Semen was shipped by train in rubber banding 
vials of filled frozen bulbs. Potency many times 
depended on train delivery; late delivery brought a 
thawed shipment. Vials were refrigerated and 
checked by microscope for strength. 

Artificial insemination of cattle is much more 
simple now, with the use of heat detecting aids 
and more so with the new syngronization 
methods. Semen is easily stored and handled by 
keeping it frozen in liquid nitrogen. Many breeders 
are trained to do their own A.I. and work to 
improve their own production and quality of their 
breeding stock. 
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Dray Service 

Frank Boespflug served his community well for 
the many jobs that he had undertaken through the 
course of his working years. Frank provided dray 
service for many years from the local railroad 
stations to the post office and other places of 
business that had freight to be delivered. Freight 
varied from mail to dry goods to large items such 
as new vehicles, lumber, or whatever the supplies 
may have been. Frank also went into coal hauling 
for the people in the local vicinity. For some time, 
Frank worked at the local cream station and as a 
side line job, did tarp repair work. Fie was also a 
janitor of St. John’s Catholic Church.

Norman M. Leischner, the 
manager has been a licensed Class B Electrician 
since 1957. His work is done from the home and 
small garage, doing electrical service and sales. 

In October, 1976 a warehouse was built, and an 
addition was added in 1982 for electronic division, 
with Business Band Radio Sales Service. 

In the shop, service is provided by a licensed 
technician, Mark Leischner, a licensed Class B

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Elevators 

The Birdsall Elevator, owned by J.S. Birdsall, 
was an old landmark in New Leipzig, having been 
built in 1910. J.S. Birdsall also started the lumber 
and machine business in November of the same 
year, in 1923, he bought a second building from the 
Farmers Elevator Co. and operated the two as 
separate units until February 1946, when he moved 
the two buildings together and operated them as a 
single unit, 

Mr. Riesland managed the elevator from 1910 to 
1912. 

The lumber business was discontinued in 1915 
and the machine business was discontinued in 192 L 

Harry Provolt, father of Victor Provolt, managed 
the elevator until 1922. 

Adam Rieger managed the business for 27 years, 
from 1922 to 1949. During this time, he had as his 
assistants, Andrew Wiedmer, Christ Neuman, Jacob 
Enzi, and John Koch, John Koch took over as 
manager when Adam Rieger retired. Christ Stelter 
was his assistant.

After 39 years of operation the elevator was 
burned to the ground September 15, 1949. 

Following the fire, plans were made to rebuild. 

John Koch worked at the elevator for 32 years 
and retired in 1972. Christ Stelter assumed the 
responsibilities of manager. 

On October 19, 1978, the elevator and one annex 
were destroyed by fire. The owners, Bobbie Birdsall, 
Florence Eastgate, and Marvel Culver, decided to 
rebuild the elevator to serve the needs of the 
community. A new contract was let the same year 
and the new elevator was completed for the 1979 
business season with Christ Stelter as manager. 

After working at the elevator for 31 years, Christ 
Stelter retired July 1, 1983 and was succeeded as 
manager by Marvin Achtenberg. 

Jeff Achtenberg was hired as second man in 
October of 1983. 

In June 1984, a 46,000 bushel steel bin was added 
to the elevator and in September 1984 a second 
46,000 bushel bin was constructed to bring the total 
capacity to 312,000 bushels. 

After the death of Bobbie Birdsall in February of 
1980, his son Daryl assumed the responsibility of 
the operation for the present owners, Florence 
Eastgate, Marvel Culver, and Irma Birdsall.

Michelson Star Flour Mill, Old Leipzig 
The Michelson brothers, John and Martin operated 
the Star Flour Mill at Old Leipzig from the early 
1900's to 1910. John learned the milling trade from 
millers at Glen Ullin. Feeling that milling was 
necessary in grain country, the brothers, John and 
Martin Michelson chose to build up a mill at 
Old Leipzig.

Michelson Star Mill Moved to New Leipzig 
The Star Flour Roller Mill was built at Old 
Leipzig in 1905 by Martin, Floyd, and John 
Michelson. They operated it there until 1910 when 
it was moved to the railroads at New Leipzig, a 
distance of about 9 miles which took 4 x / 2 days. The 
homemade wooden wheels didnt turn easily and 
the mill bogged down in several low places enroute, 
requiring 2 steam and 2 gas engines to pull it.

Funeral Home 

Emanuel Hertz—Funeral Director & Mortician 

While our state was being settled, it was 
customary to build a box to bury the dead, 
a task usually performed by some relative or friend. 
As towns were organized and business places 
developed, caskets were sold by people who were 
also selling furniture. Most hardware stores sold 
furniture at this time. 



When a death occurred, some people would 
purchase a casket, take it to their home, and place 
the deceased in the casket. They would take care 
of the grave, transportation with wagon and teams 
and with the help of relatives and friends, would 
take care of the burial. 

When the science of embalming was developed, 
Emanuel Hertz went to a school in Fargo, ND 3-4 
months and returned with a Morticians license. 

He returned to N.L. and began his profession in 
the family business he took leave from. The first 
embalming was done in the homes of the deceased. 
Emanuel had a folding table he took with him plus 
his other tools and supplies. Later it was found that 
it was more convenient to take the deceased to the 
place of business for the embalming, dressing and 
making arrangements. The funeral would then begin 
at the Home, proceed to the church and finally 
the cemetery. 

When Almore joined the firm as a licensed 
mortician in the early 40’s the practice of taking 
the body to the Home continued for some time. 











The preparation room and caskets were in the 
upstairs of the original 1910 Hertz Brothers Store 
until the end of 1961. (Herbert Hertz died July 9, 
1961 and the first order of business with the out of 
state stock holder was to place a bid to purchase 
the old Parish Hall of the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church which was for sale.) They were successful, 
made the purchase and began to use the building 
by the end of the year. 

Jack Hertz, of the third generation, is also a 
licensed mortician but at this time it appears that 
Milwaukee is his home and he will not be able to 
continue the family business.

Pictured in 1922 are Fred and Henry Kautz 
(mechanics); and Frank Hoerner , Adam Hoerner , 
and Emil Giese. By January 1, 1925 , the Kautz 
Brothers become the owners of the Black Trail 
Garage which was puchased from Val Hoerner. 
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Gas Stations 




Weller Garage 

Weller Garage was opened in 1959 and operated 
by Albert and Arthur Weller. They sold Dodge 
and Plymouth cars and pickups, and the garage 
work was general service, radiator work, and air 
conditioning. The line of products sold were Carter 
Gas and Oil, and later Exxon Products and atlas 
tires. 

In 1973, they dissolved the partnership and the 
Weller Garage was operated by Arthur Weller for 
the next four years. In 1977, the place was sold to 
Don Okken. Weller Garage is still operating at 2nd 
Avenue East 4th Street doing radiator work, air 
conditioning and light garage work. 



Behind the Hertz Bros. Hardware store was a 
large first class garage run by Val Hoerner who 
employed Fred and Henry Kautz, brothers to Sam 
Kautz, as mechanics. The Hoerners later moved 
to Elgin where son Frank operated a Bar for 
some time. 


The old Corner Service Station was built by John 
Zweber. Through the years the business had 
passed through several different owners. Owners 
were at various times: Albert Weller, Jacob 
Bader, Andrew Friesz, John Bierle, Harlan Rieger, 
Ray Kallis, Carl Okken, Don Okken, and Floyd 
Roehl. The Corner Service was torn down by Carl 
Okken and was rebuilt with the present building. 
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Corner Service Station 

Carl Okken purchased the business from Harlan 
Rieger in about 1949. During the mid 50’s, Ray 
Kallis operated the station for a short time. After 
this time, Carl Okken again took over the station 
until his son, Don, bought it in 1961. In 1973, Don 
sold it to his brother-in-law, Floyd Roehl, and it 
became known as “Roehl’s Service .” Jerry Hoffman 
has been manager of the station since 1973. 























Roehl’s Service 

Floyd Roehl purchased the service station in 1973, 
from Don Okken. Jerry Hoffman has been the 
manager of the station since then. He had also 
worked for Don for a number of years. Kent, 
Neal, and Warren Roehl, as well as John Roehl 
have worked at the station during the summer 
months. 



Baesler Oil Company 

Richard Baesler purchased the present Baesler Oil 
Company from William Kautz in February of 1961. 
In 1979, the self-service bay pumps were installed 
by Baesler Oil. In 1980, the tire shop and warehouse 
were built, constructed by W.E. Eisenbarth. 

Baesler Oil Co. also includes the sale of Exxon 
bulk gas and oil and Goodyear tires. Presently 
employed at Baesler Oil Co. is Maurice Eisenbarth, 
and part time help is Pat Baker. 


General Store

The General Merchandise Store is the brick 
building (above on corner) built by Jacob Auch in 
1925 and operated by him for many years. Mr. A.J. 
Miller also operated the store for some time. Herb 
Sprecher took over in 1941 and operated it until 
1945 after which it was taken over by Hilda and 
Henry Stelter. They eventually purchased the 
building and were the proprietors until Henry’s 
death in March, 1962. Hilda managed the store until 
September, 1968 when it was sold to Ed and Lilly 
Wruck and Burton and Doreen Wruck. It was then 
known as Wrucks Jack and Jill. In March of 1971, 
Burton and Doreen sold their share to Loran and 
Arlene Kleinjan who built on an addition. In August, 
1973, it was sold to Almore and Olive Hertz and 
was managed by Olive and their son, Jan. In July, 
1979, it was sold to Otto and Leona Stern, who are 
the present owners. Otto and Leona have done 
extensive remodeling. They have removed the old 
cooler and some other old fixtures and replaced 
them with modern equipment. They also built on 
another addition to the store in 1982. 

The store presently employs Alma Mueller, who 
has been an employee since 1973, Marianne 
Achtenberg, and Delores Merbach.

Hardware 



Wiirs Hardware 

In 1916, Gottlieb R. Will and Emil Will took over 
the proprietorship of the Pioneer Hardware which 
was founded in 1911 by August Johnson who 
called it tf Johnson Hardware”. The Will's named 
their place of business, Will's Hardware. While 
they were owners, they added the John Deere 
Implement and Chevrolet Trucks. The Will's 
operated this hardware business until September, 
1944, when they sold it to the Tietz Brothers, Art 
and Reinhold. Gottlieb Will also provided barbering 
services to the community as well as Reinhold 
Tietz, when he was in the hardware business. 
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Gottlieb Will, Sr. was the proprietor of the Will 
Hardware Store that was started in New Leipzig. 



Tietz Hardware 

Gary Tietz joined his father in business in 1970. 
Bruce Tietz also joined them in partnership in 
1978. They deal in appliances, excavating and 
grain bins. 


The Hertz Brothers Store in New Leipzig is 
believed to be one of the oldest business firms in 
Grant County doing business in the same location. 
The firm was established in 1907 by C.G, Hertz, 
Henry Hertz, and other stockholders. At that time 
it was called the Farmers Commerce Co. and was 
operated as a general merchandise store. It was 
originally located in “Old Leipzig”, an inland 


community approximately 10 miles NE of New 
Leipzig, Emanuel Hertz came to Leipzig in 1908 and 
acquired stock at that time. In the spring of 1910, 
the company moved to New Leipzig and operated 
in a small building about 15 x 30 which is still being 
used as a warehouse. This lean-to was part of the 
original store. Construction of the two story 30 x 
80 building was completed in 1910. One of the 
carpenters who built that store claims high winds 
blew down the 2x4 stud walls during construction 
and they had to rebuild. In 1912 the Farmers 
Commerce Co. was disbanded and Hertz Brothers 
was formed. The dry goods and groceries were sold 
out and it became a hardware and furniture store. 
Owners of the store were Emanuel Hertz, Henry 
Hertz, and C.G. Hertz. Hertz Brothers incorporated 
March 31, 1927, Emanuel Hertz was manager of the 
business. 

Prior to this time, Emanuel Hertz went off to 
school and became a licensed mortician in the state 
of ND, Funeral Services were added to the business 
which prompted Emanuel to create the slogan “We 
can serve you from the cradle to the grave”. 

Herbert Hertz joined the firm in 1932 and Almore 
Hertz became an employee in 1939. Almore became 
a mortician to help carry on the business. In 1947, 
after WWII, a second addition was added to the 
store. Part of the addition was utilized as a 
furniture display room, parts department, and 
service shop for the Oliver machinery line, Herbert 
had a heart attack while on vacation in 1961 and 
Almore became manager of the firm. In 1962, 

Almore and Olive purchased the stock from Hattie 
Hertz and C.G. Hertz. The store had four

employees at this time. In July of 1971, the Almore 
Hertz family acquired 1/3 of the stock that was not 
family owned. It was again a totally owned family 
store. In 1971, the third generation became involved 
in the family business when Keith joined the firm. In 
July of 1972, Hertz Brothers again tried the 
Grocery Business when they bought the Wruck 
Jack and Jill Store. Olive managed the grocery 
store with the help of Jan and Keith. 

Jan worked in the grocery store while he 
attended high school and worked full time after 
graduation. Kevin joined the firm in 1976 as Master 
Plumber. The following year the firm purchased 
their first backhoe to aid their plumbing services. 
The grocery store was sold in 1978 when Jan 
decided to seek other employment and Olive's 
health prevented her from working.

Darcy joined the firm in 1977 as Bookkeeper. 
There were four-third generation Hertz Brothers 
when Jan returned from Calif, to work in the 
Hardware store. With the purchase of another 
backhoe and trencher, there was a need for more 
garage space for the machinery and a third addition 
was added to the store. The 70x75 ft. addition 
provided space for a larger furniture department, a 
laundromat, a large garage and service department. 
A 12 ft. wide addition continues for the length of 
the lot and connects the main addition to the 
heating plant which houses two coal fired hot water 
boilers. This space Is also used for used appliances 
and parts. Half of the 70x75 addition has a second 
floor with 5 rooms which can be rented for office 
space. In 1981 Diane and family returned from 
Mitchs 20 yrs. of Army service and Mitch began 
working for the firm. Diane opened a beauty shop 
in the new upstairs room. Eight employees work for 
the firm at present. Almore, Keith, Kevin, Darcy, 
Nettie, Mitch, Clinton Kautz and Dave Manolovits. 

A second store was also opened in the city of 
Carson in 1982.

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Hotels 

The Flaig Hotel was owned by J.M. Flaig of 
New Leipzig. The Flaig’s also operated a cafe. 

Hotel rates back in the days when the Flaig’s 
operated their place of business were 25$ nightly 
for a single; 50$ nightly for 2 people, and if the 
bridal suite was used, the rate was 75$ nightly. 

The FLAIG HOTEL stood on the northeast 
corner of the block now used by the Roehl 
Trucking almost directly south of what once was 
the Milwaukee Depot where now a small building 
replaced it. There was a plank board walk from the 
depot to this hotel to span the low depression 
across that area because water stood there, most 
the year around. It was over this walk that many 
“DRUMMERS” (traveling salesmen) would lug their 
suitcases and valises to the hotel to generally stay 
overnight while they had their huge trunks and 
sample cases drayed down to the hotel or stores to 
display to the merchants for orders. According to 
the size of some of their trunks, they could hold as 
many as one hundred dresses or men’s suits et 
cetera for direct selling. This hotel was a two story 
structure with a large dining room and large waiting 
room on the first floor with about eight or ten 
sleeping rooms on the second floor. Mrs. Flaig was 
a very good, generous cook, starting off with a 
large bowl of homemade soup followed by a large 
helping of meat, potatoes and vegetables. This was 
always followed by a dessert, usually a big piece of 
pie or cake. Today it would be difficult to find a 
meal like this made from scratch and made on the 
huge iron coal burning stove in the kitchen. Today 
it would cost you around $5.00 for such a meal. 

$15 or $20 a month was the going rate for board 
and room. This hotel was torn down by Mr. Rub, 
father of Adolph Rub, using the lumber to build a 
house, now the Jacob Zimmerman’s home.

The New Leipzig Hotel and Cafe was built, 
owned and operated in 1952 by Herbert and Emma 
Sprecher. Les and Bertha Sayler became owners of 
the New Leipzig Hotel and Cafe in 1958. They 
operated the business for seven years. 

The present owners are Leland and Evelyn 
Schulz who have managed the business for the 
past 6 years. 

In addition to running the cafe, Evelyn also caters 
weddings, banquets, special suppers, and buffets. 

She specializes in wedding, anniversary, and 
birthday cakes and a variety of baked foods such 
as everlasting yeast bread, kuchen, buns, and rolls. 

The New Leipzig Hotel and Cafe specializes in 
German dough dishes such as dumplings, struddles, 
kase kneppfla every Wednesday and 4th Sunday of 
every month and a smorgasbord the second Sunday 
of every month. A soft serve ice cream machine 
has been installed which has pleased many of the 
local customers. 

Former owners of the Hotel and Cafe include Mr. 
and Mrs. Christ Stelter, Mr. and Mrs. Vernon 
Friesz, Mr. and Mrs. August Friesz, Mr. and Mrs. 
Leslie Sayler, and Mr. and Mrs. John Roll.

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The Fredric Hotel was built early in the 1900’s 
by Fred Ewald, a local real estate broker. Fred 
saw the necessity of a hotel when large train crews 
came through New Leipzig from the Northern 
Pacific (Burlington Northern) and the Milwaukee 
Road. New Leipzig was one of the only connecting 
points for both railroads. During the early days of 
New Leipzig, many loaded cars came on the 
Milwaukee Railroad and were switched to the 
Northern Pacific at New Leipzig to go east to 
Mandan and other points. Many pioneer passengers 
used the railroad route to get to Bismarck. The 
former hotel has passed through several different 
ownerships. Today, that hotel which has gone 
through much remodeling, is a place of business 
known as the “Bader Implement”. The Bader Family 
purchased the building in 1942, which served as an 
implement shop and apartment building before it 
became the present day business establishment. 


Implement Co. 

Bader Implement Co. was established in March, 
1921 by John J. Bader and John P. Zweber. The 
company was located in the Curlew Elevator and 
Lumber Co. Building on the Northern Pacific right 
of way. 

In 1928 Jacob Bader purchased share in the 
company and \n 1932 John P. Zweber sold his 
interests to John J. Bader. In 1937, Jacob Bader 
sold his share to John J. Bader. 

In 1943, the company moved to its present 
location on Main Street (former Frederic Hotel). 

The same year Robert Bader took up interest in 
the business. In 1947, Ray Bader joined the partner¬ 
ship. In 1949, they remodeled the interior of the 
store and added the new parts addition to the 
north side of the building. In 1952, Robert sold his 
interests to Ray. 

In Nov. 1959, the organizational meeting was held 
to incorporate Bader Implement Co. John Bader 
was elected President, Julia Bader as Vice 


President, Ray Bader as Secretary-Treasurer and 
Darlene Bader as Director. Robert rejoined the firm 
in 1960. John J. Bader retired in 1962 and died in 

1964. 

International Harvester has been the principal 
contract of Bader Implement, along with Farmhand, 
Sund, Melroe, and various other short lines. 

Service has been a major part of the business. 
Service Department employees have been: Art and 
Albert Weller, from 1947 to 1959; Herbert Stern, 
from 1959 to 1973; Roland Mutschelknaus since 

1965, Randy Hochhalter since 1973 and Larry 
Hauck, since 1975. In 1973, a larger service 
department was added to the original structure. 

Present officers of the corporation are Robert 
Bader, Pres., Darlene Bader, V. Pres., Ray Bader, 
Sec’yTreas. Serving on the Board of Directors are 
Elaine Hanson, Marvin Bader and Meinhardt Bader. 



Insurance 

The Schulz Insurance Agency was started in 
1961. The types of insurance sold when the agency 
started were crop, hail, and residential. Later that 
year, life and health and accident insurance were 
added. In 1962, A.J. Huber became a partner. 
During the partnership the name of the agency was 
changed to the Huber-Schulz Agency. In 1968, 
Norman & Eunice Schulz purchased Mr. Huber’s 
interest in the business and the name was changed 
back to Schulz Ins. Agency. A full line of insurance 
became available and contracts were signed with 
several major insurers. In 1969, the Fred Kurle 
agency was purchased and added companies 
enhanced the services available. In 1971, the E.P. 
Daniels agency was purchased and the agency 
began to service Blue Cross & Blue Shield Hospital 
Insurance. In 1974, the Rub agency was purchased 
and the N. West GF Mutual Insurance Company 
was added to the agency.

Law Office 

Edmund “Peg” Dubs had his law office on the 
second floor of the Old First State Bank building 
from 1926 until the new bank building was built. 

Edmund Dubs was very actively involved in the 
community. For 4 years he was president of the 
Grant County School Association, served as 
director and president of Weller School District #15 
for 8 years, was chairman of NL’s 50th Anniversary 
in 1960, was an attorney for the Bank of North 
Dakota from 1933-1943, and attended all Federal 
Land Bank meetings as the Bank’s representative 
in New York, Chicago, and Washington, D.C. 

Edmund owned the Deep Rock Bulk Station and 
Filling Station for 25 years. He also had the New 
Leipzig Auto. Co. and the Chrysler Agency. In 
1947, he opened up a Chrysler Agency in Great 


Falls, MT and in 1956, he took over the Agency in 
Billings, MT. With the agency in three locations, 
Edmund traveled often between these places. 



Lumber Yards 

The 4 lumber yards in the town at one time 
were: the Carpenter-Webster Lumber Co., run 
by John Wruck, was located where the old Emanuel 
Imhoff house now stands and facing South, just 
West of the Roehl filling Station. The Thompson 
Lumber Yards was located behind what is now the 
Jack & Jill Store facing North on that block and 
operated by Henry Cors for a number of years. 
Henry was the father of Alvin, who lived in 
Hettinger for a number of years after his marriage 
to Rita Marion. He became mayor of that city 
before going into engineering and is now living in 
Montana. The Curlew Elevator & Lumber Co. is 
now the Peavey Company on the North side of 
the tracks. John Bader was manager there for some 
time. The 4th lumber yard was near the West edge 
of town owned by J.S. Birdsall South across the 
road from the present elevator. It was managed by 
Harry Provolt, father of Victor and Eugene Provolt, 
who with the Birdsalls had resided at Gladstone 
before coming to New Leipzig. 
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Rudy Jr. got into the business in 1919 and stayed 
with it through the years also sharing ownership 
until 1947 with Otto, who then sold out. Otto went 
into the cattle buying business and then, after a few 
more years, Rudy eventually sold out. The store 
changed hands and became known as the Red and 
White Store owned by Ed Wruck and LeRoy Cors. 
Then they sold it to the Eisenbarth brothers, Bill 
and Otto. After the Eisenbarth’s sold out, Harry 
Okken took over and while it was under the Okken 
management, fire and smoke damage caused the 
business to be closed. 
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The Dubs’ Meat Market had living quarters upstairs 
where the Dubs family lived for a number of years. 
The ice house that is located behind the store 
was used to store ice which was transported from 
the Cannonball River by horse drawn wagons.

Meat Market 

In November, 1910 the Dubs family opened their 
business in the block where the Roth Meat Market 
is now located. In later years, the old J. Wolf 
Store building was purchased and it was used as a 
place of business. (The location of this store was 
on Main Street between the First State Bank and 
the present NL Hotel and Cafe) This store, too, 
has been removed. 

Otto Dubs, the oldest son of Rudolph Dubs, Sr., 
was the chief operator from the very beginning of 
the Dubs’ business. Otto, along with his dad, and 
the other family members who learned the trade, 
Rudy Jr., Carl, and Delia, who was a clerk, ran the 
business for many years in New Leipzig.

The Dubs Meat Market sold ice to its many 
customers for their ice boxes. The ice was hauled 
from the river by horse drawn wagon and 
supplying ice to the Dubs' was done by many of 
the area folks. When the ice was stored t it was 
stacked with straw to keep it from melting. 


The New Leipzig Locker Corporation was 

organized in 1946 with Art Tietz, Edmond Rieger, 
Henry C. Burmeister, Herbert Hertz, and Herbert 
Sprecher serving as directors. Fund raising 
events were held including a large auction sale and 
in 1947, the Locker Plant became a reality. The 
grand opening was held in November with Raymond 
Hoerner serving as manager. The plant was later 
operated by Rudy Dubs and Otto Dubs and later 
sold to Rudy Dubs in 1959. Rudy operated the 
plant and sold tons of his famous Dubs’ bologna 
until 1973 when he retired. 



Rudy Dubs claims he made one million pounds of 
the famous Dubs' bologna during the time he was 
in business. 


After Rudy purchased the locker, he named it, 
“Rudy’s Locker” since it now was under private 
ownership. Rudy’s previous experience with the 
Dubs’ Meat Market was applied in his business of 
running the locker. Rudy made sausage, such as 
liverwurst, brotwurst, headcheese, and bologna. 
Rudy’s specialties were known by many people and 
often times, “Dubs’ Sausage” was mailed for many 
miles. 

Ken and Delores Merbach purchased the Locker 
in 1975 and after extensive remodeling, including 
the addition of a slaughter room, they opened for 
business in 1976 under the name of Kay Dee 
Lockers. 

In 1978, the Merbachs sold the Locker to Arlen 
and Carrie Roth who are now the current owners. 
The Locker is now known as Roth’s Meat Market.

New Leipzig Fire Department 

New Leipzig’s First Fire-1911 
New Leipzig is thankful today that it has its 
chemical engines. It is generally admitted that but 
for this apparatus the town would have had a very 
serious fire. As it is, P.P. Schlosser’s barn was 
indeed burned to the ground but aside from that 
little damage was done. Smoke was coming out of 
the loft of the barn, and the two chemical engines 
were rushed to the scene and a stream was 
directed into the loft. It was a rather obstinate 
blaze, there being some rubbish in the loft, but in 
less than half an hour that one stream by its gas 
forming properties, put out the fire. It was pointed 
out with pride, that one engine was sufficient to put 
out the fire. 

(August 4, 1911)

On May 24, 1934 a special meeting was held at 
the pumphouse at 7:00 p.m. for the purpose of 
reorganizing the New Leipzig Volunteer Fire Dept. 
The Constitution and by-laws that were drawn up 
earlier by a committee were presented and 
accepted. 


Emil Will was elected Chief, Adam Rieger, 
Assistant Chief, and Earl Zimmerman, Fire Marshall. 
Herbert Hertz was elected Secretary-Treasurer, 
after a second ballot was cast as there was a tie 
with William Johnson. 

Emil Will, Adam Rieger, Earl Zimmerman, Carl 
Dubs and Jacob Bader were chosen as delegates 
to N. Dak. Firemen Convention at Mandan. A 
motion was made and seconded that expenses shall 
not exceed $8.00 per delegate. On June 11, 1934 
the following men each paid a dollar life member¬ 
ship fee to become charter members of the New 
Leipzig Volunteer Dept., Emil Will, Adam Rieger, 
William Johnson, Mike Pflugrath, Henry Schafer, 
Jacob Bader, Otto Dubs, Christ Baker, Henry 
Metzger, Ed Danelenko, George Youman, John 
Beierle, Jack Seitz, J.A. Miller, and Earl 
Zimmerman. 

On January 7, 1935 a fire truck was purchased 
from Bader Implement. The purchase price was 
$205.35 and it was driven home from Bismarck 
by Wm. Johnson and F.W. Anderson. 

On February 4, 1935 at the regular meeting, 
the old truck was sold to Christ Baker for $25.00. 
An agreement was made that he could pay for it 
in installments when he had the money. 

At the Annual Meeting on January 7, 1935, 
election of officers was held and it was decided 
that all officers will remain the same. On June 3, 
1935, Emil Will resigned as Chief because he was 
out of town a lot. An election was held and Adam 
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Rieger was the new Chief. On September 4, 1935 
Adam Rieger resigned as Chief, stating he had too 
many positions which were taking up his time. Emil 
Will was re-elected as Chief. 

The New Leipzig Sentinel, May 25, 1939: “During 
an electrical storm last Friday morning, the 
residence of Jacob Jacober was struck by lightning 
causing its destruction by fire.” 

On July 7, 1941, at the regular meeting, Earl 
Zimmerman resigned as Sec.-Treasurer. Nominations 
were opened and Clarence Will, Eddie Hehn and 
John Webb were nominated. It was decided that 
instead of voting , the three men would run a race. 
The last man across the finish line would get the 
office. Eddie Hehn was awarded the job. 

A Special Meeting was held on October 5, 1942. 
The topic to be discussed was the accident at the 
Kallis Coal Mine to which they were summoned 
on September 7, 1942. A motion was made and 
seconded, that Henry Metzger and Victor Provolt 
make a safety belt to be used in emergency 
situations. It was also decided to purchase 100 ft. 
of 1/2 inch rope, to be used in emergency as a 
tow line. Three men lost their lives in this 
accident. Two were firemen, John Webb, co-owner 
of the mine and Jacob M. Hoerner, Chief of Police 
and Sec-Treas. of the Fire Dept. The other accident 
victim was Reuben W. Pastian, who was a miner. 
Earl E. Zimmerman was appointed to act as Sec.- 
Treasurer. 

On January 13, 1948 at the regular meeting, it 
was decided to purchase a new fire truck. After a 
joint meeting with the village council, and much 
discussion, a motion was made and seconded to 
purchase the fire truck. At the regular meeting on 
July 13, 1948, the report was made that the new 
fire truck was ordered. On Dec. 8, 1948, the New 
Leipzig Fire Dept, took delivery of a new 1948 
Chevrolet Fire Truck Pumper, which was purchased 
from Hintz Fire Apparatus of Fargo. The Fire 
Dept, paid $3405.80 and the balance of $2700.00 
was paid by the village council. The $2700 was 
taken from the city Hall fund. Total purchase 
price was $6105.80. 

In October of 1949, there was a fire in the Red 
and White Store and also at the Birdsall Elevator. 
The new truck was greatly appreciated at this time. 

In May of 1950, the Old Fire Bell that still 
remains in place was retired. An electric siren was 
purchased for $435.83. This siren was installed on 
top of the old bell tower and still operates today. 

At the regular meeting in May of 1953, Chief 
Victor Provolt appointed a fund raising committee 
for the new city hall. Henry Stelter, Ray Bader, 
and Bob Tietz were appointed. In December of 


1953 a check was delivered to the council by 
Fireman Albert Weller for $1300.45. 

At the regular meeting on February 10, 1954, a 
letter was read by Chief Provolt. The letter from 
the Deputy Fire Marshall stated the Fire Dept, had 
done an excellent job of extinguishing a fire in the 
City Theater which occurred in January 1954. 

At the meeting in October 1954, it was decided 
that invitations be sent to area farmers to be 
present at the next meeting to organize a rural 
fire dept. On December 9, 1954, a Rural Fire Dept, 
was organized with Bobby Birdsall elected as 
Secretary-T reasurer. 

January 28, 1954 

FIRE DAMAGES NEW LEIPZIG THEATRE 
MONDAY MORNING. A baby wanting a snack in 
the wee hours of the morning saved New Leipzig 
from what could have been a very disastrous 
fire.” 

(New Leipzig SENTINEL) 

Some other fires in 1954 were a garage fire on 
April 8th at Robert Tietz residence, fire at the Red 
Owl Store on May 13 and a chimney fire at A1 
Hoff home on Dec. 21st. 

Okken Grocery suffered extensive fire damage in 
March of 1956. Elgin & Mott Fire Depts. aided in 
fighting the blaze. 

The city council donated $100.00 towards the 
purchase of two air masks in April of 1956. Two 
Scott air packs were purchased from Hintz Fire 
Equipment of Fargo for $376.50. Elgin’s Fire Chief, 
Emil Werre was present to talk about organizing 
a Rural Fire Dist., and to discuss boundaries. 

The decision was tabled. 

At the regular meeting in November 1956 
three men from the Dept.—Art Tietz, Vic Provolt, 
and Ray Bader and three from the Rural Dept.— 
A.W. Fuchs, Bill Dietz and Bill Sprecher—were 
placed on a committee to purchase a truck for the 
Rural Dept. Finances were secured and the group 
traveled to Fargo to purchase a truck and 
equipment from Hintz Fire Equipment Co. 

In January of 1970 a portable resuscitator was 
purchased for $538.06. It had been a topic of 
discussion for several months. Dr. M.S. Jacobson 
was asked to come to the next meeting to 
demonstrate and help train the firemen. Some 
months later a letter was received stating that the 
new device was condemned and the purchase 
price was not refundable. 

In March of 1974, it was learned that Hertz 
Bros., Inc. would no longer provide ambulance 
service. A meeting was held consisting of firemen 
and concerned citizens. It was discovered that 50% 
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cost is available for a new ambulance. A fund drive 
was organized and the firemen voted to donate 
$1000.00 toward the purchase price of 
approximately $18,000.00. On May 16, 1974, the 
New Leipzig Ambulance Service was organized and 
regular training sessions were started. 

On May of 1975, a 50% cost sharing was obtained 
through the Forestry Dept, on a new 3/4 ton 
International four-wheel drive which was purchased 
from Bader Implement for $5,725.00. A high 
pressure unit was purchased from Fire and Safety 
Corporation in Dickinson with the lowest bid of 
$3,421.00. 

The New Leipzig Rural Fire Protection District 
was formed on June 19, 1975, at an organizational 
meeting. Boundaries were set and petitions were 
circulated earlier in the year. Bicycle township 
which is in Adams County was added to the 
District. 

On August 21, 1975, bids were called for on 
a new fire hall. A short time later construction 
began and the New Fire Hall was dedicated on 
July 2, 1976. 



Fire Hall was dedicated September 2, 1975. This 
new metal building was constructed in 1975. 
Provides adequate storage for the department. 
Payments for the building require the funds 
generated by a special mill levy. Cost of the 
building — $56,000. 


A new 2 1 / 2 ton IHC rural truck was purchased 
from Bader Implement, on February 16, 1978. The 
unit from the old truck was mounted on the new 
rural truck. Another tank and high pressure unit 
was added, boosting the water carrying capacity 
from 500 to approximately 900 gallons. In October 
of 1978 the Birdsall Elevator caught fire. One annex 
was saved because of a sprinkler system which 
had recently been installed. Elgin and Mott Fire 
Departments aided the New Leipzig Fire Department 
in fighting the blaze. 

A much larger and updated pumper was 
purchased from Lemmon, South Dakota, on August 
16, 1979 for $8,000.00. 

Two new air masks were purchased on June 19, 
1980 with money donated by the American Legion, 
Town and Country Boosters, Jaycees, and Sprecher 
Coal Mine. 




Three fire trucks with a pump capacity of 9009 pm 
and a tank capacity of 1,750 gallons are presently 
in service.

The New Leipzig Sentinel 

The first editors of the Sentinel were Herman 
Vitze and J.T. Charmley. Herman Vitze had been 
foreman of the Mott Pioneer Press for several 
years and Mr. Charmley was Publisher of the Mott 
Spotlight. Charmley was replaced by Williams. 

Vietz and Williams published the Sentinel through 
1922. Originally the sentinel office was housed in 
the building north of the Mobil Station but later 
Mr. Williams had a new printing office of brick 
erected where the Davenport building now stands. 
Mr. Williams sold out to Merritt Harding of 
Carson who continued to publish the Sentinel with 
A.P. Madison until Mar. 10, 1954 when Harding sold 
to Hugh Fitzpatrick. In June of 1960 Willard 
Ketterling took over as publisher of both papers. 
Then in Feb. 1975 Duane Schatz bought out the 
Carson Press & Sentinel from Ketterling who 
discontinued publishing the Sentinel but still 
maintains the Carson Press and The Grant County 
News of Elgin. 



Kenny, as he was addressed by his many friends, 
became Postmaster in August, 1953. He accepted 
his responsibility as Postmaster with enthusiasm 
and zeal. He could relate to people from all walks 
of life with a relaxed and low key discussion of 
their life and goals. His greatest delight was 
watching the little children grow from the baby 
stage to teenagers and then adults. 

In his spare time, you would find him whittling 
or carving on gifts for family, friends and relatives. 
He enjoyed writing his weekly newspaper column 
“Rollin Round Town ” using the events, people of 
the community and other acquaintances from far 
and wide as his topics. He continued to write 
until his retirement in August 1982. 


An Historical Overview of the Newspaper 

The newspaper survived several changes in 
ownership and changes in name before it became 
what it is known as today, Grant County News. 

From the year 1910 through 1911 the publisher 
of the Elgin Times was a man by the name of 

C. H. Crockard. At that time a years subscription 
to the paper was a mere $1.50. 

By 1912 Crockard sold the Elgin Times to A.R. 
Knight. 

Knight remained publisher of the paper until 1919 
when George Monson became publisher of the 
Times. Monson leased the paper for a year while 
Knight looked for a place to relocate. 

At about the same time, Emma Heiser was 
hired by Monson to work for the Times. 

The last issue of the Elgin Times was published 
on November 12, 1922. 

Mrs. Ralph Beede said that a newspaper was 
published after the last issue by a man named 

D. Kuehn. This occurred during the time Elgin 
was without a publisher. However, she said, she 
never actually saw the paper. 

During the years of 1921 and 1922 there was no 
official newspaper in Elgin. However, the New 
Leipzig Sentinel was known as the official paper. 

In 1923 James McCormick became the editor 
and publisher of the paper. The paper was now 
known as the Elgin News. The same year the paper 
brought in a five-ton printing press by train to Elgin. 

McCormick sold the News in 1923 to J.G. 
Patterson who became editor and publisher. 

Two years later, Patterson died and Claude 
LaDue accepted the editor’s position and O.C. Bell 
became the business manager of the paper. 

By 1925, Ralph Beede purchased the Elgin News. 
Beede, a lawyer, practiced law while he was editor 
of the paper. 

In 1926, the Elgin News was changed to the 
Grant County News and a new office building was 
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constructed in the same year. The building was 
constructed of brick and tile and was situated 
between the Elgin State Bank and the Elgin Motor 
Inn. 

While Beede attended the legislature Kenneth 
Latta operated the Grant County News office. 

On June 1, 1965 Duane Schatz became the 
business editor at the News and by 1970 he had 
purchased the Grant County News from Willard 
Ketterling. In 1975 the newspaper went to a new 
method of printing, using computers, and a central 
printing plant for the actual printing of the six 
column newspaper is located at New Salem, some 
60 miles northeast of Elgin. In 1978 construction 
began on the News office building and 65 feet was 
added on to the back of the present 24 x 24. 

Medical Doctors 

Dr. Lorenzen was born in Germany, January 4, 
1881, in Reedsburg, a province of Schlesweg- 
Holstein. He was one of eight children. 

Upon finishing school at the age of 15 (1896) he 
immigrated to the United States and worked for a 
farmer in Minnesota for $10.00 per month plus 
room and board. During the winter months he went 
to a country school to learn to read and write 
English. 




In 1898, he probably would have stayed on the 
farm had not the Spanish American War intervened. 
A South Dakota regiment was being assembled in 
Sioux Falls and he joined the U.S. Army. After a 
few months training, his regiment arrived in Manila 
Harbor, the Phillipines, where they relieved the 13th 
Minnesota regiment. At that time, water buffalo was 
the beast of burden, all homes were made of 
bamboo with no furniture, floor mats were used for 
beds, cooking was done over an open fire outdoors, 
cigarettes were 2<P a pack and the Army pay was 
$15.00 per month. 

In March of 1899, Dr. Lorenzen was wounded 
and was hospitalized for six months, then was 
returned to the United States. Unable to do manual 
labor for a year or so he attended high school while 
working in a drug store in Iowa. 

After two years of city school and drugstore 
work, he noticed an ad in the paper that land was 
opening for homesteading in North Dakota. In the 
fall of 1902 he and a friend filed a claim paying 
$16.00 for 160 acres. They returned to Iowa and he 
returned to his drugstore job. During that winter, 
he and his friend attended auction sales to buy 
horses, some machinery and feed. 

In April of 1903 they ordered a railway car from 
the Great Northern at a cost of $40.00 bound for 
their homestead in Berthold, North Dakota. 

After a year his friend sold out to him and left 
the doctor alone on the farm. He worked his farm 
and hired out for several years. 

In 1905, at 24 years old, he decided to take up 
medicine—sold his equipment, leased his farm and 
entered medical college at Northwestern Universty 
in Chicago. At Northwestern, he didn’t feel he was 
receiving enough personal attention as the classes 
had over 100 students and in conversation was 
told there was a good medical college in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. After one week at Northwestern, he 
entered the medical college in Milwaukee where

there were only 34 students in a class. Each 
summer he would work so he could continue his 
education. 

In 1909, after graduation, he had a call to 
Bismarck, North Dakota to work with Dr. Roan 
and Dr. Matchin at St. Alexius Hospital. After a 
year, he received a call to come to New Salem 
where he went in partnership with Dr. Bursma. 

At that time people in New Salem were very 
conservative and would not stand for any city 
improvements, so in 1911, he moved to New Leipzig 
where there was a branch rail line which would 
help to establish a successful practice. Water, 
however, was a drawback as all water had to be 
brought in from a spring about one mile west of 
town and purchased by the barrel. Elgin had plenty 
of good water and the people wanted him to come 
there so with many regrets he moved his practice 
to Elgin where he remained until 1939 when he 
went to Jamestown as administrator of the State 
Hospital. 

Before leaving New Leipzig, he was married to a 
Minneapolis girl named Dora Thomas. They had 
six children—four boys and two girls: Frederick, 
Almore, Donald, Warren, Jeanne and Marlyn Ann. 

After many years of making house calls by horse 
and sleigh and delivering 946 babies, he retired in 
1948. Since x-ray burns required amputation of 
all fingers on his right hand, it became very 
difficult for him to continue practice. He retired to 
California and spent his summers visiting his good 
friends in North Dakota. 

On Easter Sunday in 1969 Dr. Lorenzen died of 
a heart attack in Sacramento, Calif. He was 
89 years old. 


Dr. M.S. Jacobson finished his internship at 
West Suburban Hospital, Chicago, Ill, in the fall of 
1937. After his internship, he was looking for a 
place to practice medicine and found in a Medical 
Journal that Elgin, ND was looking for a replace¬ 
ment. “Doc” contacted Dr. Lorenzen and arrange¬ 
ments were made for Doc to take over the practice. 
By January, 1938, Doc was in Elgin to start his 
medical career. On February 14, Doc’s wife, 

Gene, and son Hugh joined him at Elgin. How well 
Gene remembers that last lap of the trip to Elgin 
on the “Goose” in a ragin’ blizzard from 
Mandan. Gene wasn’t impressed with her trip. 

Some kind soul had given Hugh some sticky candy 
on the trip and when Gene took him to the rest 
room to wash him up, she found the rest room 
looked worse that Hugh! 

The first person Gene met in Elgin was Mrs. 
Denk. In the course of the conversation, Mrs. Denk 
said, “I’m sure you had all the comforts money 
could buy.” Little did she know that Doc had called 
Gene the night before to learn if she had enough 
money to pay her fare from Mandan to Elgin! 

Mrs. Lorenzen had the situation a little better 
in hand. She said, “They haven’t a thing to their 
name but a 16 month old baby.” How true! How 
true! 

Gene operated the hospital for about a year until 
their second son, Bob was born on March 3, 

1939. At this time, Bill and Marie Stegmeier took 
over the operation of the hospital. 

At the end of 5 years, there were four little 
Jacobson’s running around. Lee joined the family 
in July, 1940 and Sandra in January, 1942. Lydia 
Beck, who worked for the Jacobsons, taught the 
family to enjoy kuchen, strudles, dumplings, and 
placinda. When “Grandma Beck” died, the whole 
family felt a great loss. 

Two more children were added to the family, 
Wallace was born July, 1945 and Pat was born on 
September, 1947. 















After 25 years of practice in the community of 
Elgin, Dr. J. was honored with a “THIS IS YOUR 
LIFE” program with Julius Bartels as the driving 
force behind it all. At that time, Dr. J. received 
many tokens of appreciation from various groups 
and was very touched at the honor bestowed 
on him. 

Through the years, Dr. J. was active in Boy 
Scouts and was given the coveted “Silver Beaver” 
Award in 1947. 

At the present time, Dr. J. is the Medical co¬ 
ordinator for the Care Center. 

Hugh is the jogger and has jogged 12,000 miles in 
the last seven years. He has run 3 marathons, 
qualified for the “Boston” marathon but was unable 
to go due to a knee injury. Hugh lives in Bismarck, 
and has worked for Twin City Testing for many 
years. He married Audrey Birdsell in 1978. He has 
3 sons by a previous marriage and Audrey has 1 
daughter. They have 3 grandchildren. 

Bob followed in his dad’s footsteps. He is an MD 
specializing in OB GYN. Bob and his family live in 
Medford, Oregon. Bob married the former Yvonne 
Wittmer. 

They have 2 children. Lee has a “Masters” in 
Entomology. He has been teaching in Wing. He 
married Bonnie Lipelt. They have 3 children and 1 
grandson. 

Sandra is an x-ray technician. She married Ray 
Christinsen. They have two children. 

Wallace is presently living in Bismarck, training as 
an “addiction counselor” at Heartview. Pat, a cyto 
technologist, married Robert Grossman, an MD 
practicing in Hettinger. They have 3 children. 

There have been two very special events 
honoring Dr. Jacobsen in the past few years. In the 
summer of 1977, the new 2 l / 2 million dollar 
hospital was named, “THE JACOBSON MEMORIAL 
HOSPITAL AND CARE CENTER,” in honor of 
him. In 1982, Dr. J. was honored as one of the 
two physicians in the state cited for their service 
to their respective communities they served. For 
this, he was given a lovely plaque. 

In their personal, as well as their professional 
lives, the Jacobsons’ have immensely enjoyed living 
in the area. It is a great place to raise a family and 
practice good family medicine. 

For a while Dr. J. and his colleague Dr. Salamone 
covered New Leipzig every afternoon, working out 
of the drugstore. Although this didn’t work out 
Dr. J. always felt he had good cooperation from 
the folks in New Leipzig, and owes them a debt 
of gratitude. He has always been grateful for the 
support and comradery he has found in all the small 
towns in the area.

New Leipzig Post Office 

Before a post office was established in the 
New Leipzig area, a group of settlers selected a 
courier to send and receive news from Glen Ullin. 
This carrier had written authority to deliver the mail 
to these settlers and would leave the mail at the 
homestead of Michael Nuss. As more settlers came 
to the area it was decided to petition the Post 
Office Department to establish a post office in the 
area. Daniel Sprecher was selected to make the 
application and to serve in the capacity of 
postmaster. Mr. Sprecher, who had come to this 
country from Leipzig, Germany, decided to name 
the post office, Leipzig. This being the origin of the 
town's name. This new establishment was located in 
his home, which was one mile west of the town. By 
1909, Leipzig boasted a population of 200 people 
and it was decided to move the office into the town 
proper. Ludwig Zeller then served as postmaster for 
a short time before he turned the post office over 
to O.W. Shaddock, who had formerly been the mail 
carrier from Glen Ullin. 

The official post office of New Leipzig began 
operating on May 13, 1910. Mike C. Rausch was 
appointed postmaster and the office was located in 
the rear of the present Hertz Bros, store. This 
building served as a meeting place for many and 
had a bulletin board that posted important items 
of the day. On January 12, 1912, the name of the 
office was changed to Lawther, and then changed 
back to New Leipzig on August 2 S 1912. Mr. Rausch 
(who married the first school teacher in New 
Leipzig, Lauretta M. Welsch) served as postmaster 
until November 1913, when he was replaced on 
November 13, by Edgar S. Hatch. The following

On October 2, 1982, Shirley A. Hochhalter 
officially began her duties as postmistress of New 
Leipzig. Mrs. Hochhalter had been a clerk under 
Kenny Rowe from July 29, 1978, until she was 
appointed postmistress. She is the current 
postmistress at New Leipzig. Some of the clerks 
working in the post office throughout the years 
were Esther Werre, Helen Rieger, Rose Iblings, and 
Gwen Hochhalter. 

Rose Iblings accepted the Postal Clerk job in 
September 1944. She remained faithful to her job 
with the saying “The mail must go rain or shine”. 
After 30 years of service she retired on Jan. 1, 1975. 

Some memories of those days stem back to the 
late 40s and 50s, when there was lots of snow 
and high water in the spring. There were a few 
times when they didn’t get mail for 7 or 9 days at a 
time in those years. She recalls one time there were 
64 sacks of mail at once. Mail came as far as Elgin 
and John Hintz hauled it from there through very 
muddy roads and high water until train service 
resumed again. It took several days to get all that 
mail sorted. Other experiences were people sending 



food parcels to their relatives in Germany. Many 
weeks several bags of food parcels were sent during 
World War II. 

Moving from the old post office to a new building 
(now part of the bank) was exciting. Helen Rieger 
and Rose Iblings “guarded” the moving of the safe 
with old “double barreled” shot guns, while other 
Postal employees pushed it across the street. 

Luckily no one “sneaked” up behind them on the 
way. 

Rose continues to make her home here in New 
Leipzig. She is also active in the Senior Citizens 
Club. She enjoys all her hobbies of crocheting, 
knitting, quilting, and making things for others. 

She is proud of her home town and state of 
North Dakota. She’s been happy to have been a 
part of it all and watching it grow and see all the 
changes in the past years and to see what it is 
today. 



In November of 1918, two rural routes were 
established by the Post Office Department. John 
Neuman came over from Odessa to be the carrier 
for both routes, and traveled each day, alternating 
between the two routes. Carriers on the north 
route have been H.E. Storm, W.E. Harke, and 
H.G. Hochhalter. Carriers on the south route 
have been F.M. Anderson, Jay Strang and V.A. 
Provolt. In 1973, when Mr. Provolt retired as 
carrier, Herb Hochhalter took over serving both 
the north and south routes. In 1978, Mr. Hochhalter 
retired from the post office and Kenneth R. 

Merbach assumed the duties as New Leipzig’s rural 
route carrier. He is currently the carrier out of 
New Leipzig. 

The post office has been located in five buildings, 
twice on the west side of Main street and three 
times on the east. It is currently located in a new 
building built by the First State Bank in 1981.

Pretty Rock Post Office 

The Pretty Rock post office was located 15 miles 
south and one mile west of Elgin. It was established 
in 1907 in the home of the first postmaster, John T. 
Whitehead. The location changed after that. 

The name came from the Pretty Rock Buttes 
located several miles southeast of the post office. 
Mrs. Whitehead was the one to name it. The 
buttes were said to have been inhabited by a large 
tribe of Indians as it was an ideal lookout spot. 

Pretty Rock was an inland post office but at the 
time it was started the N.P.R.R. had plans of 
building a branch line through the area, but this 
never happened. The first mail came from Glen 
Ullin via Old Leipzig and Fleak. Then for a while 
from Morristown, SD and then by star route from 
Lemmon to New Leipzig and Pretty Rock. Besides 
Whitehead, others who served as postmasters were 
R.C. Breckenridge, Fae Parr, Jennie Breckenridge, 
Della Parr, Sam Parr, Oren Polk and Ocie Ogle 
who was the last one to have the job when it 
closed in 1940. 

A newspaper, The Pretty Rock Sentinel was 
published by Fred Schoenrigel. He later moved it to 
New Leipzig where it became the New Leipzig 
Sentinel. A blacksmith shop was located on 
Breckenridges claim. The Jones brothers had 
charge of it. Both the Breckenridges and the Sam 
Parr’s had general stores where eggs and butter 
were bought and everything from groceries to farm 
machinery could be bought. Pretty Rock also had a 
hall. It was located several miles from the post 
office and was 24 x 40 and was built in 1910. Many 
dances and other social events were held there for 
many years. In 1908, the contract was let to build 


three school’s in the township. In later years only 
one was in use, this being one of the last rural 
schools in Grant county. It joined with Elgin in 
1969. Mrs. C.O. Thoreson of Bently was the last 
teacher. The building is still in use for elections and 
group meetings.

Included in the news are church and 
school events, other organizational meetings and 
activities, news of people visiting and traveling, 
birthday and anniversary wishes, and funeral 
announcements.

THE SLOGAN WAS TV IN 53. Sure enough 
in December of 1953 television did come to our fair 
city. There we were sitting and looking at our 
square blonde box they called a T.V. Now we 
could watch the news in action, attend church 
when we were ill or snowbound, live the lives of 
others in the soap stories or attend a movie at 
night, all in our own homes. Though we only had 
one channel, No. 5 to start with, we now have four 
stations to choose from plus the cable stations. 



Cable 

Western Dakota Cable Inc. was incorporated 
as a business in June of 1982 by Vic and Clara 
Messmer of Mott and Tim and Pat Kochel of 
Lemmon,, S. Dak. Mr, Messmer had been employed 
by Mott Cable System since 1979 and the Kochels 
had beep associated with both Mott and Lemmon 
Cable $ystems. The construction of cable in New 
Leipzig,, ttad been discussed many times before 
starting the business. Vic 8i Tim met with the New 
Leipzig city council and received an option tp 
build a system in the city. With options in hand, 
preliminary planning was done, cost estimates were 
prepared and financial backing was arranged. 

When the arrangements were completed, the 
options were exercised and city franchises were 
granted. 

Construction began in August of 1982 and the 
system was completely turned on in October of 
1982. Vic and Tim did the construction, not only to 
maintain quality control, but also to become more 
familiar with the system in case of trouble. 

Mr. & Mrs, Messmer are lifelong residents of the 
Mott community and have engaged in farming for 
many years. They operated a trailer court in Mott 
and for many years engaged in a sanitation service. 
Presently, they have a tree removal and pruning 
business. Vic is a Mott City Councilman, a 
substitute school bus driver and is active in both 
the Mott Ambulance Service and the Mott Volunteer 
Fire Dept. Vic and Clara are the parents of three 
sons and two daughters. 

Tim is a native of the Bentley area and Pat comes 
from Scranton, They operated a Radio-TV shop in 
Lemmon, SD for twenty years, closing it when 
building was started at New Leipzig, They are now 
living on the family farm situated about twenty-five 
miles southwest of New Leipzig. Tim graduated 
from NDSSS in 1959 with a certificate from The 
Electronics Dept, He has been employed as a TV 
engineer in Rapid City, SD, as a technician for 
Northrop Corp., and as Chief Engineer for both 
Lemmon and Hettinger radio stations. Pat has both 
worked and managed at various Lemmon area 
businesses. 

All are very happy to be in business at New 
Leipzig, and wish the town and its citizens a 
golden future. 

























Railroads 
New England Line 

The line of The Milwaukee Road from McLaughlin, 
South Dakota to New England, North Dakota, a 
distance of 132.64 miles, was built in 1910 by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget Sound Railway 
Company, a predecessor of the present Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific Railroad Company. 
According to old time tables, the first regularly 
scheduled train operation over the line began on 
May 28, 1911.

Northern Pacific tracks were laid through New 
Leipzig late in September, 1910. (Actually the line 
was that of the Western Dakota Railroad Company, 
and N.P. subsidiary.) Work trains passed through 
the new town all during the month of October, but 
the first scheduled passenger and freight train 



arrived there on November 1. Regular service 
began on that date. 

An 11 foot by 32 foot fuel shed served as a 
storehouse for freight, and there was no passenger 
station at all, until a 30'5"x68'4" combination 
depot was erected in 1911. Construction began and 
ended within a month, October 21 to November 20, 
and the depot was opened December 1.

The first Grant County Court house was 
completed in December, 1917. The two cell jail 
was in the basement as were the living quarters 
for the County Sheriff. After many years, this 
arrangement was no longer acceptable, according to 
North Dakota safety regulations, so prisoners were 
transported and housed in the Hettinger County 


jail at Mott, North Dakota, more than forty miles 
away. This proved to be both inconvenient and 
expensive so plans for a sheriffs residence and 
attached five cell jail got underway in the early 
1960’s and the building was completed in the fall 
of 1964. 

At the time of this writing (7-1984) there have 
been 405 guests at The Crow Bar Hotel. Of these 
prisoners twenty were female and 385 were male. 
The jail has housed prisoners on many different 
charges ranging from homicide, rape, armed robbery 
to illegal fishing, misuse of telephone and fireworks

cheaper option of keeping our prisoners at home as 
some of these people have been sentenced up to 
165 days. 

The addition is used for indoor recreation, 
exercise, contact visitation, booking area and private 
meeting room for the prisoner and their attorney. 
The jail is now classified as a Grade II which 
means we can house prisoners up to 90 days 
consecutively. 

The Grant County Sheriffs Department now 
consists of three people. Sheriff Ron Eli served as

Reno Grade. He was elected Sheriff of Grant 
County in 1960, 1966, 1970 and 1974. He served 
as Deputy in 1963 until May 1965 when after the 
death of Sheriff Asa Wells, Reno was appointed 
to complete that term also. He resigned in May 
1978, but returned in December 1978 to Grant 
County Sheriffs Department and was Deputy until 
the time of his death on August 2, 1982. 


violations. The most interesting entry in the Jail 
Register charges a man with being a “Bum”. 

In 1983 an addition was built onto the present 
county jail at a cost of approximately $20,000 in 
order to comply with a new set of rules and 
regulations handed down by the Attorney Generals 
Office with the option of closing the facility and 
transporting our prisoners to other counties to be 
housed at a cost of up to $55.00 per day per 
prisoner as compared to $8.00 per day in our own 
jail. The County Commissioners were between a 
rock and a hard spot and decided upon the 
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Dakota Highway Patrol in 1971 where he spent 
seven years, the last three years being stationed in 
Grant County working with Reno Grade who was 
the Sheriff at that time. He left the Highway Patrol 
but returned later and accepted the appointment to 
complete Sheriff Trauger’s unexpired term in June, 
1982. In the fall of 1982, he was elected Grant 
County Sheriff. 

Darwin Roth serves as Deputy. He was appointed 
after the death of Reno Grade in 1982. Roth was 
born and raised in Grant County and was City 
Policeman for New Leipzig from 1979 until 1982. 

Ken Schriock also serves as Deputy. Ken, too, 
was born and raised in Grant County and had 
been farming and ranching in the Carson area 
prior to being hired to his present position in 1983.

President of Montana-Dakota Utilities Co., 

R.M. Heskett, announced in October 1945 that 
MDU had purchased the Dakota Public Service 
Company. This transaction included power plants, 
transmission lines, and distribution systems serving 
ninety-one towns in North and South Dakota, 
including the community of Elgin. 

This merger was important to the customers of 
this area as it would eventually link them with 
electric power from Fort Peck Dam located in 
eastern Montana, which meant their rates would be 
lower. In succeeding years, MDU built coal-fired 
power plants to meet the growing demand for 
electrical energy in its service territory. Today 
113,000 customers in four states rely on dependable 
electricity provided by MDU. 

Montana-Dakota Utilities Co. had only two 
employees during 1945 in the Elgin office. The 
office, located in the front of the old Gamble’s 
store, was run by cashier Irene Kranich Laub. 
George Mischel, then town Superintendent, had 
his residence in the back of the building. The 
staff has since grown to include a District 
Supervisor, a serviceman, district cashier and a 
relief cashier.

The Telephone 

In a little over one century, the telephone has 
made quite a change. In our community, the 
telephone did not arrive until the end of the first 
quarter of this century. But even so, in the length 
of time it has been with us, time has brought 
change, with quite a difference. Our early pioneers 
and their children recall so well, that first phone 
service with wires that ran from one neighbor to 
another. Having a line with 8 to 10 families on it 
might have meant that you had to wait your turn to 
use the phone. The so-called “old biddies” got 
carried away and it seemed the conversations 
would never end. But, oh, when you could 
“rubber in” the latest gossip was well worth it. 

With the use of the phone from the crank wall- 
type, to the dial phone, and now the push button, 
the change has done wonders to a society. 

Changes? Yes, many, and the future holds more in 
store. 

The N. Dak. Independent Telephone CO. built 
the first phones in this area in 1911. 

The line was built along the Northern Pacific 
tracks between Mott and Mandan and was used for 
long distance toll calls. 

The N.L. Telephone Co. came into existence in 
Sept. 1914. Mr. Harry Provolt, manager of the 
Birdsall Elevator Co., had many calls to make and 
business to be done by long distance calls, and the 
only phone at that time was in the post office, 
which was 3 blocks from the Elevator. 

During the spring and after the rains, the only 
way to travel was to go along the Milwaukee 
tracks, then onto planks and beer kegs to the main 
street sidewalk and on to the post office. 

There was a wait of from 10 minutes to an hour 
for a call to go through. 
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Mr. Provolt decided to form a local telephone co. 
for the village and surrounding country. He was the 
President and A.S. Hatch, the manager. 

The central office was located in the rear of the 
post office building and remained there until the 
winter of 1918, The organization had 49 residents 
and business subscribers. 

In 1916, two country lines were built, increasing 
the number to 7 lines in ; 1919. 

In 1924, the Northwestern Company merged with 
the North Dakota Independent Company. 

The New Leipzig Exchange was converted to a 
community line in 1940, with Mott becoming the 
operator office. 

In 1950, Bell purchased the telephone system 
from Provolt and sent combination man Jim Gillen 
from Mandan to update the service in the area. A 
dial office was installed in NL, and new cable was 
put up with the help of donated labor from area 
farmers. The businessmen of NL gave a lot of 
support as well—John Bader, Ed Daniels, Ernie 
Hertz, and Rudy and Ed Dubs. Businessmen and 
farmers worked together setting poles and stringing 
wire completing an unbelieveable amount of work 
the first two years of the project. 

When the partnership was dissolved, the central 
office was moved into an addition of the Provolt 
residence and remained in the home until 1951 
when N.W. Bell installed a new modern dial system 
with long distance operators in Mott, 

The NX. Telephone Co. was operated as a 
family affair, with Mrs. H.B. Provolt the chief 
operator. There were many others who worked as 
operators such as Daisy Dunahay, who helped 
when the telephone office was in the post office.

Mr. and Mrs. Victor Provolt and family continued 
in the telephone business after the death of the 
parents, H. Provolts until 1951 when N.W. Bell 
installed a dial system. 

In 1960, service from the New Leipzig exchange 
was provided to 170 square miles, this area was 
previously handled by five service station 
companies. A new addition to the dial building and 
new lines were part of the program. The additional 
lines would make it possible for all customers to 
be on 8-party lines or less. 

Direct Distance Dialing became available to 
New Leipzig customers in 1974. New Leipzig 
customers no longer had to pay long distance 
charges for calls to Carson and Elgin. All New 
Leipzig and Elgin telephone numbers were changed 
and the sound of dial tone changed. Calls within 
New Leipzig or to Elgin required the customer to 
dial all seven digits. 

A $988,000 improvement project was carried out 
in 1977. The project made modular phones 
available and provided one-party service for 
customers on multi-party lines. 

New Leipzig officially entered the age of 
computerized telephone calling in September, 1983. 
A new "Remote Switching System” was put into 
service then. The new system makes use of a 
sophisticated computer located at Bismarck, 
allowing residents of smaller communities to enjoy 
the advantages of advanced telephone technology. 
Calls are completed by computer, rather than the 
older mechanical switching methods.

Grant County Veterinary Service

“When I visited the Grant County area in the 
spring of 1980, I noticed that there was a need for 
a full-service veterinary facility in the area. Since 
there was no facility in Grant County to provide 
veterinary care, I decided to undertake this project. 

I drew a set of plans and had a veterinary clinic 
built in Carson which is a very centrally positioned 
location to service Grant County. The clinic 
building is 40 ft by 64 ft with both inside and 
outside working facilities. The clinic is located on 
Highway 21 with a clear view of traffic both east 
and west for safety on the road.” 

Dr. Cline graduated from Colorado State 
University in 1978 with a Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine Degree. This was accomplished with the 
help of Helen Cline (wife), Thomas Jr. and Dean 
(sons). The Cline family is from Colorado—both the 
East and West slopes of the Continental Divide.

Churches on the Prairies 

Our early pioneers gathered in homes in the 
neighborhood and had their own church services, as 
there were no churches. In time, when schools 
were built, they served as churches for the Sunday 
services. 

With the progress of the railroad, it set forth 
the westward migration where a family could 
homestead on a quarter of land, providing they 
could prove a claim. 

As all God loving people that put up with many 
a hardship, religious gatherings were held once a 
month. A clergy came with his horse and buggy 
spreading God’s word among the first settlers. 
Members did not discuss or reject any type of 
church service because of their own certain 
denomination. 

Most immigrants believed strongly in the Bible, 
Lord’s Prayer, and freedom of religion. 

Some of the early churches still remain on our 
country crossroads in the surrounding New 
Leipzig community. 



Seventh Day Adventist Church 

In the early 1900s people met in homes and 
school houses to have their services. In the 
winter, due to the weather, most of the members 
had to travel by sleigh and horses. On May 21, 
1919, the Burt Church was organized and in 1925 a 
congregational church was purchased from north of 
Burt and moved to the northwest side of Burt. 


Some of the earlier pastors were Pastor Elder 
Henry Meyer, Pastor Sam Reilee, Pastor John 
Seible, and Pastor Elder Hehn. At that time the 
membership of the church was 100 members, but 
due to the crop failures in 1930s, many people 
moved away and went west. In April, 1975 the old 
Baptist church was purchased and dedicated May 8, 
1976.

New Leipzig Baptist Church 

The first settlers of Baptist faith came to the 
New Leipzig area in 1906. The early pioneers 
yearned for spiritual sustenance and soon services 
were being conducted as a number of families 
gathered in homes to worship God. The nearest 
Baptist minister lived at Hebron and occasionally 
he would come to conduct services. 

By 1909, there was hope of establishing 
permanent work. There was dire poverty and no 
church building or parsonage. The ingenuity of the 
pioneer spirit was manifested when it was suggested 
that the minister take up a homestead on 80 acres 
of land still available northwest of town. 

Rev. Thomas Stoeri arrived in the fall of 1909 to 
become the first pastor. A house was built on the 
homestead to serve as the parsonage as well as the 
first meeting place of the congregation. 

The church was formally organized on August 22, 
1910 with 21 charter members.

The first church was built at Ebenezer, northwest 
of New Leipzig and was dedicated on June 4, 1911. 

Several families coming to the Ebenezer church 
lived in the Pilgerheim area, south of Bentley. To 
accommodate these people, services were held 
in a schoolhouse in the Pilgerheim district. 

Rev. Stoeri concluded his ministry in 1912 and 
was succeeded by Rev. S. Groza who arrived in 


1913. During these years the parsonage was moved 
from its original location on the homestead and 
located near the Ebenezer Church. 

Rev. A.F. Runtz came to be the pastor in 1916. 

A church building was erected at Pilgerheim and 
was dedicated in 1918. 

Rev. G.L. Freigang arrived in December 1919 
to become the next pastor. The parsonage near 
the Ebenezer church was sold, and a house in 
Bentley was purchased, to be more centrally located 
in the work of serving the two churches. Both 
churches were now some distance from the 
pastor’s residence, making it necessary for the 
minister to do a considerable amount of traveling. 
The congregations came to his assistance by 
helping in the purchase of a car. 

Rev. J. Schmidt served the church from 1923 to 
1925. 

Rev. J. Koschei arrived in 1928 and remained 
until 1933. During these years a parsonage was 
purchased in New Leipzig. 

The winters were hard and often the Sunday 
services could not be held in the country churches. 
The pastor saw a field of opportunity in town 
and Sunday School classes were begun in the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Iblings, Sr. 

The Sunday School work was so promising that 
soon a building was rented to continue the 
out reach. A Congregational church situated north 
of New Leipzig was purchased and moved to 
become the first permanent meeting place in town. 

Rev. J. Matz guided the work of the church from 
1934 to 1938. The Women’s Missionary Society 
was organized and became active. During these 
years some of the services were first held in the 
English language rather than in the German.

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Richard Grenz served as a student pastor for 
two summers while the church was without a 
pastor. 

Rev. David Littke responded to the call of the 
church in 1940. The Ebenezer church was 
remodeled during his ministry. 

Rev. Bruno Schrieber came in 1945 to serve the 
church for the next five years. Services in the 
Pilgerheim church were discontinued in 1948. About 
two years later the church was moved to New 
Leipzig and added to the structure already 
located there. 

Rev. Emil Becker was God’s servant on the field 
from 1951 until his death in 1958. During his 
ministry, the church was remodeled and enlarged. 
The regular services at the Ebenezer church were 
discontinued so that the work might be concentrated 
in New Leipzig. 

Rev. Allen Strohschein began his ministry in 
1959. It was during this time that the church 
observed its 50th anniversary. In 1962 the former 
Albert Weller residence was purchased for the 
parsonage. 

Rev. Allan Gerber served from 1963 until 1966. 

In 1967 Pastor Helmuth Strauss arrived. The 
enthusiasm and dream of building a new church 
really started during his ministry. 

Rev. Lee Moser came in 1970 and on July 1, 

1973 ground breaking ceremonies were held. Pastor 
Moser worked hard with the building committee and 
helped bring the building project to completion. 

Pastor Roger Freelander began his work in June 
of 1974. The first service in the new sanctuary was 
held on July 28, 1974. August 3 and 4 of 1974 were 
special days as they dedicated the new structure to 
the honor and glory of God. Seven years later, 
November 25, 1981, the members gathered for a 
Thanksgiving service and were able to burn the 
mortgage. 

Today, they are looking forward to the 75th 
Anniversary of their church which will be held in 
July of 1985. Church Anniversary time is largely 
spent in looking back over the past. There are 
thoughts of the early pioneers, memories of the 
early beginnings, reminiscences of the now almost 
unbelievable sacrifices and hardships. In all of these, 
they see the sure hand of the Lord in His 
providential guidance over every step of the way. 

St. John’s Catholic Church 

The Benedictine Fathers undoubtedly read the 
first Mass in what is now New Leipzig in the fall of 
1910. The first Mass was read upstairs in the 
building which (now dismantled) was the Farmers 
Cream Shipping Association. Father Gallus was the 


first priest in residence here. He tended churches 
at Stowers (south of Bentley) Miner, Bentley, and 
Brisbane. 

In 1913 the first Catholic Church was built in 
New Leipzig on the spot where the new church 
now stands. Father Thomas Stoerkle was no doubt 
the priest in charge at that time, but there is no 
definite record of this. Father William Hake came 
in the fall of 1914, as the first pastor of the parish 
of New Leipzig and its missions of Bentley, Miner, 
Brisbane, and Carson. The Mission Church of Miner 
was built in 1914 and the Mission of Bentley in 
1921. Father John Heinz succeeded Father Hake 
in August of 1916. Father Henninger became the 
Pastor from the fall of 1919 to the fall of 1920. 
During the pastorate of Father Hake, the old barn

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Father Gallus used for his horses was moved to the 
site of the church and transformed into a 
makeshift rectory. In 1918 a new rectory was built 
next to the church, which still stands, which 
served as the home of the priests until it was sold 
and New Leipzig became a mission of Carson. 
Father Werner J. Radermacher came to the New 
Leipzig Parish in Nov. of 1920. He battled the 
obstacles of bad roads, rough weather and 
inadequate transportation for 36 years. Father 
Radermacher was a friend to Catholic and 
Protestants alike. (He retired in the summer of 1956 
and moved to San Antonio, Florida where he 
purchased an eleven acre orange grove and kept 
busy with that, as well as saying daily Mass at a

local church as long as he was able to do so.) 

He passed away there December 11, 1971 and was 
buried in St. Anthony’s Cemetery at San Antonio, 
Florida. 

Father John Dubsky replaced Father Radermacher 
in 1956. On October 1, 1957 Father James 
Pommier was appointed Pastor of St. John’s 
Parish. He was in charge of the building of the new 
church. On July 22, 1959, the old church was 
moved across the street to make way for the 
excavating of the basement. 

The church was built by volunteer workers of 
the Parish and two paid carpenters from the 
Bentley Mission and many volunteers from local 
people and the missions. The church was 
completed in time for the dedication, the first 
week in April 1960, a fitting tribute to a town 
celebrating its 50th Jubilee. 

Father Leonard Eckroth took Father Pommier’s 
place in August of 1961. There were approximately 
50 families or more at that time in the parish. 

In spite of this New Leipzig and its Missions have 
learned to sacrifice and support the parish that 
they have been able to continue without great 
numbers of members. Father Eckroth was 
commissioned elsewhere in 1964 and then Father 
Jerome Kautzman was sent here for a few months. 
Father Charles Heidt was made Pastor in October 
of 1965, being here almost 2 years when Father 
Norman Dukart was the priest for a short time. 
Father John Owens became Pastor of St. John’s 
in August of 1967, he spent four years here, leaving

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July 1971. This was a sad time for the Parish as it 
was told it would no longer have a resident priest 
and was to become a mission of Carson. After 
having a resident priest for over 50 years it was a 
difficult adjustment. Due to the shortage of priests it 
was a necessity. It was at this time the Parish 
House was sold and the household goods were put 
up for auction. 

Father Raymond Backes was appointed Pastor 
at St. Theresa’s Parish in Carson so it was at this 
time the Bentley Mission was closed and they came 
to New Leipzig, which almost filled the church to 
capacity. During the winter months many 
parishioners of the Miner Mission also attended in 
New Leipzig as the priest did not go to the Miner 
Mission from October to May, due to adverse 
weather conditions. Father Backes left St. Theresa’s 
Parish in March of 1980. He was appointed to 
St. Wenceslaus Parish in Dickinson. Father Bruce 
Krebs succeeded him for a few months. Father 
Sebastion Ettolil, a native of India, who had been 
serving in Minot, North Dakota prior to his 
appointment, is now pastor of St. Theresa’s 
Church at Carson where he is serving the Missions 
at New Leipzig and Miner. 

The Observance of the 75th Jubilee in New 
Leipzig is a fitting time to give thanks to God for

the blessings He has bestowed upon the parish and 
missions where all are striving for Christian Unity 
and Peace. 

We are grateful to all former parishioners, Pastors 
and Bishops for the encouragement and support 
in the growth and development of our faith 
community. 

The Parish community is fortunate to have had a 
priest from the Bentley Mission. He is Fr. Ernest 
Kilzer O.S.B. the son of Frank and Clara Kilzer. 

He was ordained in June 1933. He is retired now 
and resides at St. John’s Abbey in Collegeville 
Minnesota. The Frank Kilzers have two daughters 
that became sisters—Sr. Philomene Kilzer and Sr. 
Laetetia Kilzer. Fr. Raymond Zweber of New 
Prague, Minnesota and Father Robert Feeney are 
priests who were from the New Leipzig and Carson 
parishes many years ago. Bishops of the parish: 
Bishop Wehrle, Bishop Treinen, Bishop Hacker and 
Bishop John Kinney.

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Christus Congregational Church 

Brief History of the Christus Congregational 
Church by Gottlieb Weller, January 1984 

This church was organized in the winter of 
1917-1918 by Rev. Krumbine who was serving four 
other churches in the community. There were less 
than a dozen charter members who took part in 
this organization. Soon after, the members bought 
a little school house and moved it on the lot on 
which the church stands at the present time. 

In 1923 this little church was replaced with a 
new church with a tall steeple and two bells which 
are there. 1976 a new addition was added on to

this church. Shortly before this new addition was 
built, the Gottlieb Zimmerman family remodeled the 
altar in the main sanctuary as a memorial for 
their father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Gottlieb 
Zimmerman. 

The pastors that served this church were: 1st, 
Rev. Krumbine; 2nd, Rev. Reidaman; 3rd, Rev. 
Ruder; 4th, Rev. Pfenning; 5th, Rev. Ruder-second 
time; 6th, Rev. Schurr; 7th, Rev. H. Rath; 8th, Rev. 
M.H. Grosz; 9th, Rev. B. Moos; 10th, Rev. M.H. 
Grosz-second time; 11th, Rev. A. Hoffman; 12th, 
Rev. F. Flemming; 13th, Rev. Perdue; 14th, Rev. 
Ron Nuss Warren. After Rev. Nuss, we had part 
time pastors serve the church, Rev. Don E. 
Brugamyer and in 1984 Christyann Maxfield. 

There were times when they were without a 
pastor. During the summer vacation they were 
fortunate to have student pastors serve the church, 
1936 E. Eslinger, next, Orman, then student B. 
Rieger, and Don Eisenbrey.

The first organist was Elsie Delabarre, later she 
became Mrs. Grauman, next Emma Delabarre, 
now Mrs. Gebhart who is also a minister, then 
Theo. Schulz-Mehrer. In 1927 Gottlieb Weller was 
elected by the congregation to be the organist. 

He was elected as the 1st organist for thirty years. 
After that younger people took over.

German Congregational Ebenezer Church 

The German Congregational Ebenezer Church 
was granted a Certificate of Corporate Existence on 
Nov. 16, 1898. This was filed by Christian Zacher, 
Henry Nuss, and Nathaniel Leischner. Pastor J. 
Sattler helped to organize the church. 

Some of the Charter Members who made up the 
early Church were: Christian Zacher, Susanna 
Zacher, Carl Stoller, Rosina Stoller, Henry Nuss Jr., 
Emilie Nuss, Michael Nuss Sr., Elisabeth Nuss, Carl 
DelaBarre, Frank DelaBarre, Sophia DelaBarre and 
Martin Baesler. 

The first church was built in 1898 by George 
Folk for $600 and the present church was built 
in 1925. The 30' x 48' brick structure with a 64 ft. 
steeple was built at a cost of $9,200. It was 
dedicated in Oct. 1925. 

The Ebenezer United Church of Christ 
celebrated their 75th Anniversary June 17, 1973. 

The United Church of Christ is a Union of the 
Congregational Christian Churches and the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church. 

In June of 1967, the Church was yoked together 
with two United Methodist Churches in the area,

Christ 
Lutheran was served by Pastor Doyen, then it 
became part of the 3 point parish and was served 
by Pastors Bunge, Affeld, Heupel, Briest and Ploetz 
until it disbanded in 1952.

Hope Lutheran Church 

Hope Lutheran Church also known as “Stone 
Church” is located 5 miles east of Trinity. The 
congregation was organized in 1897 and the church 
was built in 1903. It has been restored by the 
Grant County Historical Society. The congregation 
was served by Pastor Wolf and Pastor Keller, then 
it became part of a three point parish with Trinity 
and was served by Pastor Rudolph Heupel, Pastor 
Paul Briest and Pastor Ploetz until it disbanded in 
the mid 1950’s.

Immanuel Lutheran Church 

The origin of Immanuel Lutheran congregation 
can be traced to a worship service held at the 
home of Andrew Sandau in 1907. The Rev. A. Wolf 
of Mott saw the need and possibility of mission 
work in the area, but due to the size of his own 
field, he could do little more than conduct an 
occasional service. 

In July 1908, a student from Luther Seminary 
at St. Paul, Minnesota was dispatched to the area. 
Student Rink had to return to St. Paul to finish his 
theological training, but returned to the field in 
April 1909 and continued his work. During the 
interim, services were conducted by Mr. Sandau. 
The devout lay-preacher kept the small group 
together and organized the first Sunday School. 

Following a worship service, held in August 1910, 
in the Hertz Bros. Store, the group organized as 
the Evangelical Lutheran Immanuel Congregation. 

When the Rev. F. Bunge accepted the pastorate 
at the beginning of 1914, Immanuel Lutheran had

affiliated with three other congregations in 
forming a parish. When the Rev. Bunge left in 1917 
the parish was divided. The new pastor, Rev. E. 
Koosmann, arrived, and the parish consisted of 
Immanuel Lutheran and St. Paul congregation at 
Fleak. During Koosmann’s pastorate a new 
parsonage was erected and dedicated on October 
31, 1918. 

The Rev. F. Kordewich was installed as pastor of 
the Parish on October 15, 1921. During his ten 
year pastorate a new church bell was obtained and 
the church tower was heightened. 

An interesting item appears in the records of the 
Rev. O. Bruntsch, who served the parish from 
1931-1934. “Because of the depression, crop failures 
and poor prices for farm products, I declared myself 
satisfied with a salary of $1200 for the year 1933. 
When conditions failed to improve, I declared my 
salary to be $918 for the year 1934. The call 
originally stipulated the salary to be $1400.” 

Pastor Bruntsch organized the first Luther League 
on October 15, 1933. The church interior was 
refinished and redecorated during his pastorate. 

He was succeeded by Rev. Kolbe who demitted the 
ministry in 1937. 

Under the guidance of Rev. H. Schmidt, 1938- 
1941, both congregations in the parish experienced 
considerable growth. The old church barn, 
remembered by many, was remodeled and 
converted to a fine Parish Hall (now Hertz 
Funeral Home). Luther Hall has withstood twenty 
years of meetings and church-school classes. 

The congregation continued to grow and prosper 
under the guidance of the Rev. E. Groth. The 
church interior was finished with NuWood, floors 
sanded, new paraments were purchased and a 
new sacristy was added to the building for 
rededication services on October 31, 1943. 

St. Paul congregation at Fleak merged with the 
Immanuel Lutheran congregation during Rev. E. 
Groth’s pastorage, 1941-1947.

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Another three year vacancy was in store for the 
congregation. The work, however, continued under 
the leadership of student R.C. Jakober, who served 
as vicar from October 1948 until the summer of 
1949. The Brotherhood was organized in 1948, new 
choir gowns were obtained, and a new Wurlitzer 
organ was dedicated on May 3, 1949. 

Upon completion of his theological training, a call 
was extended and accepted by Rev. R.C. Jakober. 
Pastor Jakober was a grandson of one of the 
original charter members of the congregation. 

Many other improvements were made before the 
completion of his pastorage in January 1958. 

On July 5, 1958, the Rev. G.G. Neuberger 
arrived from Yellow Grass, Sask. and was installed 
as pastor of the congregation. There were 380 
baptized members and 241 confirmed members of 
the congregation. A new church edifice was built 
in 1960 and in 1973 a new parsonage was 
constructed. At the present time, Immanuel 
Lutheran has 442 baptized & 338 confirmed 
members.

Trinity Lutheran Church 

Trinity Lutheran Church located 9 miles north of 
New Leipzig, the largest church of a 3 point parish 
that served the area since early 1900 5 s. Church 
records date back to 1898; a congregation was 
organized in 1902 and the church was built in 
1915. Trinity was served by the following pastors: 
Pastor George Zink, 1898; Pastor Wm. Klein, 
1898-1900; Pastor H. Dralle, 1900-1902; Pastor N.N. 
Just, 1902-1903; Pastor Hans Appel I s 1903-1904; 
Pastor George Wolf, 1905-1915; Pastor F. Bunge, 
1915-1921; Pastor A. Affelt, 1921-1925; Pastor 
Rudolph Heupel, 1926-1946; Pastor P. Briest, 
1947-1949; Pastor R. Ploetz, 1951-1955; and Pastor 
F. Heupel, until the congregation disbanded in 1960. 

One of New Leipzig's oldest landmarks is the 
Trinity Lutheran Church, also known as the Heupel 
Church. It was the first church of our forefathers, 
who worked very hard to build it. 

There are many fond memories in this building. 


St Paul Lutheran of Fleak 

St. Paul Lutheran was organized on May 16, 
1909. At that time they formed a parish together 
with Zion Lutheran and Kaiser Lutheran at Elgin. 
On December 16, 1913, St. Paul went together 
with Immanuel Lutheran of New Leipzig. On June 
28 it was agreed to build a parsonage in town. 
The articles of incorporation were signed by Peter 
Pflugrath, Mike Nutz and Michael Wolf. 

St. Paul was disbanded in 1946 and the church 
was moved into town and converted into a home.

The Zoar Church began in the early to mid 20’s, 
with people meeting in homes and the Loran School 
District and Solie School Dist. schools. There were 
itinerant preachers in the early days. Some of them 
were Rev. Loewin, Rev. Menges, and Rev. Sayler. 
There were 37 charter members. In the fall of 1927 
the congregation purchased a 5 year old building 
from a Congregational church in Mott. The building 
was moved from Mott by a Mr. Fiedler to its 
present location, 10 miles south and 2% miles west 
of New Leipzig. The land site was donated by 
Carl Schafer, Sr. The church when organized was 
the Evangelical Church. Rev. E.K. Heimer of Heil, 
was the first pastor in the church building. The 
name Zoar was chosen, perhaps by conference as it 
was a mission church. Zoar means “little” and it 
was appropriately named. It remained a mission 
church until the 1960’s when it became self- 
supporting. Carl Rub was the main carpenter 
when the steeple was removed and remodeled, and 
Alvin Magstadt the main carpenter when the 
basement was remodeled. There was a pump organ 
in the church for many years. Emma Rub Magstadt 
was the first organist and pianist. The first baptism 
was Arline Kom, daughter of Olga and Andrew 
Kom. There have only been three weddings—Emma 
Rub and Alvin Magstadt in 1932, Lenora Magstadt 
and George Schafer in 1934, and Ella Roth and 
Edwin Gruszie. The first confirmation class was 
June 10, 1928. Confirmed were: Gertie Beier, Ida 
Hintz, Sam Hintz, Edna Kurle, Lydia Liedtke, Wm. 
Liedtke, Lenora Magstadt and Hilda Renke. 

The Zoar church people love to sing. They use 
to have a choir. They have an active Sunday 
School and always have Christmas programs which 
include all the young and even the adults. 

A Women’s Organization began in 1951. There 
is a Harvest Mission fest, every fall, and the 
church is concerned about Missions. 


The church, when organized, was the Evangelical 
Church. It was later called the Evangelical 
United Brethren. In 1968 it became United 
Methodist. The names changed as different 
denominations merged.

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History of Rural & 
Public Schools 


“One-Room Schoolhouse” or 
“The Rural School” 

“What an unforgetable experience!”, that might 
have been the comment from many a country 
schoolteacher. Why would it be considered such an 
unforgetable experience? To the young girls and 
boys of 16 or 17 years of age it was an experience, 
as they went out into the field of education. For 
certain, when teaching all eight grades or nearly all, 
keeping the coal stove going in the cold months, 
doing all the janitorial work, having students, in 
some cases, older than the teacher, planning for 
the daily classes, and who knows what else there 
was to do. It was an experience!! 

As more and more pioneers settled in the area, 
the need for more and more schools arose. In the 
early 1920’s township lines were set up and there 
were four schools located in every thirty-six square 
miles. 

The small, white schoolhouse with its desks 
ranging in number from 15 to 20, along with the 
coal stove, wash stand, and the other bare 
necessities, was a time that nearly every former 
student and teacher will say was something that no

one would want to miss. 

The young lady, and may we add the young 
man, that went out into teaching, usually had at 
least a high school education. Later, it was 
necessary to take an exam to qualify as a teacher. 
Then, requirements went up due to the fact that 
education became compulsory and not elective. 
Therefore, the people who went into teaching had 
to attend a normal school and receive some 
teacher’s training. Through the years, more and 
more education was required and now it is 
necessary to have a bachelor degree in education. 

The children who went to the neighborhood 
school had great learning experiences that 
included getting an education, coping with the 
hard times of getting to and from school in bad 
weather, no indoor plumbing, had to carry sack 
lunches or syrup pail lunches, had short school 
terms, and had teachers that came and went after 
a few months of teaching. We can be certain that 
there is much more that could be added to the 
memories of the little country school. 

The one room school or rural school was indeed 
one of great concern and one that carried on all 
the neighborhood functions. It was very special to

those who attended, for the closeness of family 
and neighbors also became a time of sharing and 
caring for others. What is left to say about those 
schools? They were here for awhile and gone 
forever. But one thing is left, the memories that 
so many people still have. 

Landau #3 

Landau School District, also spelled Sandau, is 
located in township 136 range 90. This district was 
on its own until the fall of 1950. At that time, 

School #2 was moved to the north across the Heart 
River, between Theodore Haring and Reinhold 
Schelle farms. This school organized with the Glen 
Ullin District. The remaining schools in the district 
became part of the New Leipzig School District and 
Elgin School District. It was divided in such a way 
that the families with an Elgin address went to the 
Elgin School and those with the New Leipzig 
address to the NL school.

Leipzig District #14 

Leipzig District #14 was formed in the early 
1900’s, like many other districts in the vicinity. 
Recorded records began with the 1916-1917 school 
year. 

The length of the school year varied from 6 
months to 9 months. School usually started in 
September, but there are recorded instances when 
school started in March and ran through July, or 
October through April, or December through 
March, or February through June. So a school 
term might have been less than 6 months. 

The clerks through the years who kept up-dated 
school records were Daniel Baesler, Sam Pahl, Jr., 
G.F. Sprecher, Jacob Pahl, Clifford Schatz, and 
Sam Kautz. According to the school census records 
of 1916-1917, there were 104 children. The highest

recorded number of children in the district was 
124 in 1920. Through the years the number 
dropped and by the 1950’s there were only 20 
children. 

Leipzig School District #14 reorganized with 
New Leipzig School District #15 in the late 
1950’s. The last two schools of the district #1 
and #2 closed in the 1959-1960 school term. The 
schools in the district have been moved and are 
no longer a landmark. School #1 is a storage shed 
owned by Mrs. Irma Tietz. School #2 was 
purchased by Christ Guenther and made into a 
house, which is now owned by Walter Roth’s of 
New Leipzig. School #3 was moved by the Sellner 
family and remodeled into a house. School #4 was 
purchased by Elmer Rauscher and the building was 
torn down and the lumber was used to build a 
house. 

The monthly salary for the teachers varied 
greatly through the years. The starting pay in 

1916-1917 was $50 per month. It steadily improved 
slightly through the years. By the 1936-1937 school 
term the salary was back to $50. By 1944-1945, the 
salary was up to $135 per month. In the 1950-1952 
it reached $200 monthly, up to $350 when the 
district closed.

Memories of Country School Days 

by Robert T. Lorezen 

This account of Lorin School District No. 29 and 
of Lorin School No. 4 is based on observations and 
on memories of activities as verified by some 
personal documents. The period covered is my 
elementary school days, 1923-1931. 

Lorin School District Number 29, (as it was): 

Lorin School District was organized prior to 1920 
and functioned as a district until early 1950’s. The 
boundaries of the school district coincided with 
those of Lorin Township. A memory count of the 
home sites in the district indicates that 26 families 
lived there in the early 1920’s. The district 
contained 4 one-room school houses located along 
east-west section line roads as follows: 

No. 1, (Stuckle School) South center point of section 8. 

No. 2, (Fleak School) South center point of section 2. 

No. 3, (Eisenbarth School) North center point of 
section 26. 

No. 4, (Hintz School) South center point of section 29. 

Activities and events in Lorin School No. 4, 
1923-31: 

Early country schools helped to meld the people 
of the area into a community. Families used the 
language of their origin at home. In the Lorin area 
there were several dialects of German, also Russian 
and English. The main effort in the first grade was 
the learning of the English language. Students who 
spoke English at home learned a considerable 
amount of German in the process.

As my dad was on the school board, some of the 
teachers stayed at our home. Our spare bedroom 
became known as the teacher’s room. During that 
period a teacher’s salary was $32 per month, $4 of 
which was paid for room and board. 

All schools were built from the same plan. The 
main structure was gable type construction aligned 
in a north-south direction. It was approximately 
28 feet wide and 36 feet long. The east and west 
walls had three windows each. At one end an 
attached shed enclosed a cloak room where 
student’s coats, boots, and lunch buckets were 
stored. The winter coal supply was stored in the 
second room of the shed. 

The school room was entered from the cloak 
room. The teacher’s desk was centered in this end 
of the room. The end wall behind the teachers desk 
was occupied by a full length blackboard. Above 
the blackboard was a large map case and a clock. 

A flag hung on a standard back of the door. 

A massive heating stove occupied the center of the 
far end of the room. Book shelves containing an 
encyclopedia, unabridged dictionary and various 
text books lined the wall back of the room. At that 
time the books that the students needed were 
furnished by the school district.

Rows of desks occupied the interior space of the 
room. Each student was assigned a particular desk 
for the school year. Each year, as the student 
progressed through the grades, he was assigned a 
larger desk. Each desk contained a compartment 
where the personal property of the student could 
be stored, including pencil box, books and tablets. 
An ink well was built into the upper right-hand 
corner of the desk. 

A recitation bench was at the front of the room 
facing the teacher’s desk. Students took their place 
on the recitation bench at their allotted time for 
class recital.

There were two outhouses—how brave to venture there 
In winter’s bitter cold, but we did not deter. 

There was also a barn where horses impatiently waited 
For the home-bound journey which was often belated. 

For Opening Exercises, I do not recall 
That we read the Bible or prayed at all. 

We solemnly pledged allegiance to our flag. 

For this exercise patriotism did not lag. 

I remember one teacher always had us singing 
From the Golden Book of Songs, our voices ringing — 

“Father we thank Thee for the night 
And for the pleasant morning light,

Help us to do the things we should,

The school term was of months only eight . 

7th & 8th grade examinations were given by the state.

Was not spoken of the soul. 

Lives of great men all remind us, 

We can make our lives sublime,

Though we were taught in English, our German accent 
We carried along with us wherever we went.

It was just a simple one-room school out on the plain, 
But from it many a New Leipzig High School honor 
student came. 

What was our recreation, what did we play? 
Hop-scotch and ante-over were good any day. 

To Stuckle’s pasture we raced for softball

In the late 1920’s writes Lorenzen, the Eisenbarth 
school was replaced with a modern building at the 
same location. The building had a window-wall on 
the east side, no windows on the west side. The 
idea was to provide better daylight at the students 
desk. The arrangement of the students’ desks 
allowed light from the windows to reach the desk 
work area from the left side of the student. 

The school was built in the fall of 1929 in 2 
months—classes began and vacation came to an 
end. This year the total months were only 7 
months. Teacher—Mildred Lonie.

In the late 40’s the Stuckley school was moved 
from its present location. School No. 1 to highway 
49, a more central location for students in the 
district at that time. 
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Some distance back of each schoolhouse there 
was a barn in which horses used by students to 
come to school could be tied and fed. At each end 
of the barn there was an outdoor toilet, one for 
the boys and one for the girls. 

Early country schools had neither water or 
electricity. Except for rare evening meetings, schools 
were used only during daylight hours. The Christmas 
program was the only evening gathering I recall and 
home lamps were brought for that occasion. Water 
for cleaning was brought from nearby farm homes. 

The business of operating the school district was 
administered by a four man school board elected by 
the district residents. Duties included hiring and 
paying the teachers, obtaining coal, books and 
other supplies and maintenance of the schools. 
Neighborhood work parties organized by the school 
board did the cleaning, repairing and painting. Major 
cleaning was done once a year, repairs and painting 
was done as required. During my years as a 
student and resident of the district those who 
served on the school board included: Martin Boyer, 
Ferdinand Hochhalter, Jacob Hochhalter, Fred 
Kurle, Fred Lietke, Theodore Lorenzen, and Bill 
Ott. 

The county superintendent of schools was the 
chief educational official for all country schools in 
the county. This official visited all country schools 
in the county once and sometimes twice a year. 

The superintendent’s name appeared on all report 
cards, award certificates and diplomas. County 
superintendents during 1923-31 were Rose G. 

Prewitt (1923-25) and Wilda Sebastian (1925-31). 

Interaction between the students of the four 
schools in the district was almost nil. The only 
competitive gathering that I recall was “play day” 
at the Fleak School in the spring of 1930. 

Students of the four schools competed against each 
other in foot races, three leg races, high jumps 
and rope pulls. Families of the district brought 
picnic lunches. A baseball game between two 
community teams was the main event of the day. 

Neighborhood families who had children in 
school (1923-31) were Friese, Hintz, Flochhalter, 
Lorenzen, Peltz and Koch. A picture taken during 
the 1927-28 school year included Herbert Friesz, 
David and Ernest Hintz, Alvin, Elizabeth, Ella, 

Elsie and Herbert Hochhalter, Anna, Esther, Grace, 
and Robert Lorenzen, Elsie and Roland Peltz. The 
number of students in school varied from year to 


year, 14 in 1927-28. Since the student body was 
small the number of students in each grade was 
small, some grades had no students. Elsie 
Hochhalter was my only classmate as we 
progressed through the grades. 

During nice weather students walked to school. 
Winter was no time for walking as the snow was 
deep and the weather was cold. Horse drawn 
conveyances were used, a buggy or a sled, 
depending on the condition of the roads. The 
horse was driven and cared for by the oldest 
student of the family. Some students rode to school 
on horseback. 

The school year started the second Monday in 
September and closed the third Friday in April. 
There was a week off for Christmas and 
Thanksgiving was a holiday. Boys, 12 to 14 years 
old, often missed school as they had to help at 
home with the planting and harvesting of crops. 

Certain daily activities included all students. The 
school day began with the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag by the student body. Popular songs were 
sung by the students as a group at least once a 
week. During recess and noon-time games were 
played in the school yard. Cattle often grazed there 
and had to be driven out. Games which were 
played included hide and seek, fox and the geese, 
pum-pum pullaway, and work-up baseball. 

Much of the school day was devoted to class 
and individual recitation. Arithmetic and spelling 
exercises were often done on the blackboard. 

Other written assignments were done either during 
study period or as home work, then handed in to 
be graded by the teacher. 

A fourth grade class assignment was to memorize 
a poem each month. The Village Blacksmith by 
Longfellow was a favorite. Country kids could 
relate to that poem as their father often fired up a 
forge to sharpen plowshares. There also was a 
blacksmith shop in each small town. 

The Palmer method was used to teach the 
students to write. This method trained the student 
to write smooth swirls and progressed by adopting 
the swirl movement to the formation of each letter 
in the alphabet. 

On cold winter mornings one student would come 
to school early to fire up the heating stove. Ernest 
Hintz had this job as he lived the closest to the 
school. On the coldest days it took more than an 
hour to warm the room and students would sit 
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around the stove. Other janitorial work was shared 
by the students and the teacher. A punishment for 
misdemeanors was to stay after school to clean 
erasers and wash the blackboard. 

The atmosphere of the school room was often 
flavored by what the students did before coming to 
school. Those who milked cows or tended horses, 
pigs or chickens brought the barn smells on their 
clothing. Some of the boys tended trap lines during 
early morning hours and contributed the musk of 
skunks and weasles. 

An outstanding event of the school year which 
attracted a wide audience was the Christmas 
program. About Thanksgiving time each student 
was assigned a Christmas poem to memorize. A 
Christmas play was also selected, keeping in mind 
the students who would portray the characters. 
Sometimes there were other short skits in the 
program. The day before the program, the school 
was decorated with paper bells and streamers. 
Christmas songs, skits, the play and the poems 
constituted the program. After that there was a 
basket social. A nicely decorated box lunch was 
brought by each lady. These were auctioned off, 
the funds to be used for a selected school project. 
The lady who brought the box lunch was obligated 
to eat with the man who bid the highest. The 
incentive of the bidding was the anticipation of the 
lady's companionship while sharing the box lunch. 

The last day of school each year during the 3rd 
week in April was also a special day. The students 
went to school in the morning to receive their 
report cards. They, together with their teacher, met 
their families at a picnic area. The picnic grounds 
was a tree lined coulee at Lorin Hill. The trek from 
the school to the Lorin Hill was across a prairie 
sprinkled with blooming crocuses and budding 
prairie roses. Striped gophers scampered to their 
holes, then peeked out at the students as they 
passed. It was the time to say good-bye to the 
graduating eighth graders and to the teacher. 

The spring closing of the school year finally 
became the event of closing the country school 
house door for the last time. The school house 
itself eventually disappeared. All that remains are 
memories, such as these, in the minds and hearts 
of the students and their teachers. 

Country schools became a thing of the past—as 
all rural schools reorganized to send out buses from 
N.L. School Dist. to attend schools in town from a 
20 mi. radius. 

Bids were out on little school buildings. 

Reinhold Dietzs were interested and bought school 
No. 3 and moved it near the Coffin Buttes—Now a 
beautiful, comfortable, two story home. Would you 
believe $680.00.

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History of the School 

The doors of the New Leipzig School District 
No. 56 were first opened in the fall of 1910, Classes 
were taught by Miss Welch (Mrs. Mike Rauch). 
School was held in various places around town. 
Some youngsters were in the First State Bank, City 
Hall, Print Shop and other places. Mr, Otto 
Borchert was the first man to hold the position of 
Superintendent or Principal as he was known in 
those first few years of our school.

In 1912, the first school house was built. This 
wood structure, building was used only two years 
when a fire broke out in the early morning hours 
and leveled the building in a few hours. 

Again the youngsters were forced to attend 
school in various buildings around town until the 
next year. In 1915, a modern brick and fire proof 
building was built and completely equipped with 
new devices of study. The new school consisted of 
three departments: primary, grammar and a 2 year 
high school.

Friday rnorning at 8:00 a fire was discovered in 
the basement of the school and before help arrived 
the fire it 1 as out of control Cause of the fire was 
thought to have been a faulty chimney, The 
building was erected in 1912 at a cost of $6000 and 
covered by only $4000 insurance. School will be 
held in the Hertz Bros. Hall and in the rear of the 
New Leipzig State Bank. 



In 1918, a big change in policy took place as the 
school district was consolidated with the Weller 
School District. 

The first graduating class from the grammar 
school was in 1916. The class included Elsie 
Delabarre, Emma Delabarre, Theodore Grosz, 
Edward Flaig, Janet Anderson, Edmund Dubs, 
Nathan Garnick, Eleanor Provoit, Emma Nutz, Olive 
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Dunahay, Olga Flaig, Newell Hamilton, Rose Nutz, 
Robert Schulz, Freda Dubs. 

Another milestone in school history was reached 
in 1922, when the four year high school was put 
into operation. The first graduates under this 
plan came in 1924 and included the following: 

Lillian Behrenfeld, Victor Provolt, Alma Flaig, 
Herbert Hertz, Jacob Pflugrath, Kathryn Haisch, 
and Bernice Mack. 

In 1926 the Weller District had grown in size 
so that it became necessary to enlarge the school. 
An addition on the east side of the school was put 
up, making the school twice as big and included 
rooms for the auditorium, classrooms, and the 
gymnasium. The largest building project was 
undertaken in 1957. A new gym was planned and 
built. A huge structure, 86x92 and made of brick, 
the building cost approximately $100,000.

Then in 1961, the largest addition was completed 
which was the new high school building. It was a 
much needed and most modern facility. Another 
upswing in education came nearly 20 years later 
with the addition of the mobile classrooms, 
bringing with them vocational education which 
included Foods, Woods, Metals and Health, to 
balance out a well rounded education for all 
graduates of New Leipzig Public School.

The cash received by each land owner was very 
small in comparison to the damage to the land that 
has remained up to today. With erosion, the land 
in many spots is worthless.

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Threshing days around New Leipzig began as early 
as 1915 and continued up to 1943. One threshing 
corporation which started in 1915 involved eight 
area farmers. The cost to the eight farmers for 
their machine and steamer was around $4500.00. It 
took a crew of about sixteen to operate it success¬ 
fully each day. The workers consisted of 6 bund/e 
UJagonmen, 4 spike pitchers, 3 grain haulers , 1 
engineer , 1 waterman , and 1 separator. 

The threshing day began early for the engineer. 

(4 A.M.) He had to fire up the steamer be/ore the 
crew started their work. The engineer may have 
received about ten dollars a day. The day's work 
tuas sometimes over 10 hours for the creu; tuhen 


the season began in August and ran through 
October. The crew received $1.00 per day with 
free lodging in fhe hayloft and free board which 
consisted of breakfast } 9 A.M. lunch f noon meal, 

4 P.M, lunch, and a late supper. The lunches were 
made up of kuchen, bologna, and watermelon . 
Imagine ail the preparation that had to be done by 
tee ladies of the household when the threshing 
creu/ arrived at their farm! Baking had to be done 
days beforehand. 

A steamer used up about 2 ton of coal per day. 
The cool was usually hauled by the coal miner 
to the rig at $1.25 per ton or the farmer hauled 
the coal on his own for 85$ per ton.

The business places on Saturday night waited for 
the farmers to come to town. That was a “BIG” 
night for the family. To the children, it seemed 
Dad would never get home from the field so “we” 
could all go to town. 

What made Saturday night so special? Well, to 
begin with, the week's grocery shopping had to be 
done and Mother was sure the egg box was ready 
or the eggs were neatly packed into a pail of oats. 
Mother had the cream can ready and she, as well 
as the children, were waiting for Dad to get ready, 
too. What excitement in the family car as the family 
headed into town. Dad couldn’t drive fast enough. 
Once the family got into town, the eggs and cream 
were unloaded, Mom bought the groceries, Dad did 
his business at the blacksmith shop or at the 
implement shop, and the kids were off to their 
friends meeting at the drug store for a 5<P ice 
cream cone or a bottle of soda pop.

in their hands. Eventually, the cream became 
butter! Later, came the advanced way of making 
butter with the wooden churn with a dasher that 
was rapidly moved up and down. What a burden 
for that short child that had to make butter! The 
last way that butter was made was with the glass 
churn. This was more fun as you could see the 
action that took place as you worked. 

Whatever way was used to make butter, cream 
was the ingredient that was needed. Cream made 
into butter was an honored way of preserving 
cream. When cream was used for butter making, 
we are told, the test should have been between 36- 
38. It also should be about a day or two old. When 
the cream formed into butter, the butter was 
washed with clean, cold water until the water was 
clear. (How refreshing the buttermilk tasted or how 
useful it was for the homemaker!) Once the butter 
was free from all the buttermilk and water, it was a 
treat for the family to be served fresh butter. 
Depending on the preference of the family, it was 
unsalted or salted to taste. Just think of the tasty 
fresh butter and freshly baked bread that the family 
received on the day butter was made. Mouth¬ 
watering!

Making Butter 

The weekly chore of making butter for the family 
rolled around far too fast for any member of the 
family who got the job of making butter. One of 
the first ways that butter was made was by using 
an old syrup can partially filled with cream. The 
can was turned from one side of the lap to the 
other. Others just moved the can back and forth 
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The Old Sod House 

There was nothing standard about a sod house. 
They were made in a variety of shapes and sizes 
and it required little or no skill to draw up a floor 
plan since the majority of the soddies were usually 
just one room, ranging in size of 14 x 16 to 16 x 
20 feet and erection was often a “learn as you go” 
proposition. 

Construction consisted of plopping 2*/ 2 to 3 foot 
sod slabs side by side along the foundation line 
which had been scratched out on the ground, 
leaving a door location open. On each successive 
layer the joints were staggered and filled with dirt. 


Appropriate trees for the rafters weren't always 
easy to find and sticks, straw and brush made the 
first layer, with prairie hay on top of that, and the 
final layer was thinner sod blocks laid grass side 
down. 

Sod houses leaked easily and rain or snow 
soaked roofs sometimes collapsed and injured or 
even killed occupants. Many a neat housewife 
became frustrated to the point of tears as straw 
and dirt fell from the ceiling and walls. It was no 
mansion, but a haven until their dreams of a better 
future became reality. 


The Old Hay Mow 

According to the dictionary, a hay mow is a place 
in a barn where hay is piled or stored. Needless 
to say, the old hay mow has lost its purpose today. 
Maybe, in most cases, all the way! The empty mow 
of today may house a few sparrows. As the pioneer 
recalls the hard work that was involved in forking 
the hay to the mow and then stacked neatly by 
another, the mow indeed served its purpose in its 
time. Today it is but a reminder of those hard¬ 
working days and yet having the convenience of 
the hay at hand when it was needed in the barn. 


Jack Knives 

From age eight or so, I was the proud owner of 
a jack-knife which I carried in my overalls pocket. 
It was a handy item to have for cutting string, 
prying something open, sharpening a pencil, etc. 
Dad would use his to trim his fingernails and 
as an eraser.—Lydia Kurle Manning 


Husking Corn 

After threshing, came cormhusking. Some years 
we had a good field of corn to husk. It was ail 
husked by hand. Several boards were stacked on 
one side of the wagon. The ears were tossed up 
against them and fell into the wagon. We wore 
canvas gloves as the dry husks were rough on 
ones hands. A wooden fence was erected on top 
of the hog shed and the corn was shoveled into it. 
The corn was used to fatten hogs for butchering 
and the market. Cobs were used for fuel. 

Some years the crop was scant and ! remember 
going out by myself to husk the stunned ears 
one bright October day. Fields were now brown 
with little green growth. Bleak November would 
soon come and sometimes it snowed during 
husking time.—Lydia Kurle Manning 
















Old Water Jug 

The old water jug was a must in the fields, 
especially in the harvest fields where there was a 
crew that worked on the threshing rig. The glass 
jug was wrapped with an old gunny (burlap) sack 
and twine was tied around it to hold the sack in 
place. After the jug was filled with water it was 
placed into the stock (water) tank to get water 
soaked and there you had a refreshing cool drink 
until the sack dried out. 

This type of water jug sure outdid any fancy 
jug that is bought today! 


Antiqued Flat Iron 

One of the nicest things that could have been 
invested in for the housewife and really be 
appreciated was the invention of the improved iron. 
The iron of today along with modern technology 
improving the fabrics of the clothes, has made 
ironing a snap. 

Turning the hands of time back to the time the 
flat iron was used, ironing was a far cry from being 
a snap. Again, the old kitchen range had to be fired 
up and hot for the flat iron to get hot so the 
clothes could be ironed. In those days back when 
the flat iron was used, Mom always saw to it that 
the wash that was to be ironed, got ironed. 

Imagine, just about every piece that was washed 
was ironed, from undergarments, to bedding, to 
towels, and the list goes on. How could time be 
found to do all that ironing? Then to do all the 
ironing with the flat irons heated on the kitchen 
range that was fired up on a hot summer day was 
something else to imagine. 

The flat iron is an antique today, and an antique 
that the housewife in no way misses! It is nice to 
have it adorn a shelf with other antiques or have it 
setting in a particular corner, or use it for a door 
stop. Whatever the case may be, the memories of 
the flat iron remain. 




Mother’s Apron 

Yes, mother’s apron was a very useful piece of 
clothing to the woman of the household. The list 
could go on and on for the many uses that the 
apron had. The apron of today is worn so little and 
has become a decorative piece of clothing used for 
a special occasion. 

Let’s see how useful mother’s apron really was 
years back. AH pioneers had large gardens and the 
produce that was gathered by mother was so neatly 
placed into her apron and brought into the house. 
Maybe kindling wood had to be gathered to get 
the meal prepared, so mother used her apron for 
that purpose. Now that the meal was ready and 
the outside workers were called in for eating, 
mother waved her apron and the rest of the family 
knew what that meant. How about gathering the 
eggs, gathering the baby chicks from the clucks, 
shooing the flies away from the kitchen table, 
serving as a potholder, or just using it to wrap the 
arms when standing outdoors on a chilly day. How 
could an apron be so useful and yet lose its 
practical use? The answer may be more clothing 
available by the lady of the house along with other 
items on the farm that are more convenient than 
the apron. 

Lights! Lights! Lights! 

Down through the years lights have made a 
drastic change. Candles may have been used at 
rare occasions, but generally the kerosene lamp 
and the gas mantle lamp were widely used in our 
area. How wonderful when the invention of lamps 
came into use! Of course, the development of gas 
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and later the development of kerosene is what 
brought the changes. The lamps with their glass 
chimneys always meant extra work to the 
housewife, for shiny, clean lamps were so important. 

Today, the housewife, flips the switch and 
there’s the light. The need of cleaning lamps, getting 
enough kerosene for family use, and trimming the 
wicks is now forgotten. In rare instances, the old 
lamps are brought out as a stand-by when the 
electricity is off. How welcome their use is, 
especially when the electricity is off for a length 
of time. 

The farmer used the lantern as his source of 
light. He, too, found the necessity of having needed 
light after dark. 

Whatever source of light was used by the early 
pioneers, the invention of the electric light was most 
welcomed as the years passed on.

Quarantine 

Quarantine means the prohibition of persons, 
animals or things entering or leaving the premises 
except as provided for by the regulations of the 
North Dakota Department of Health. The 
communicable diseases that are quarantined are 
diptheria, smallpox, poliomyelitis, and scarlet fever. 

The quarantine sign that was posted on the door 
of the home meant that for a certain period of time 
the family or family member was isolated from the 
rest of the world. 

Our community, as well as surrounding 
communities, learned what these diseases can do 
to the family. There was a fear within all families 
when one of the diseases struck in the community. 
How fortunate we are that in the field of medicine, 
preventive measures have been developed, used, 
and proven to be most successful. 


Remedies 

A common ailment from which babies suffered 
was “Angewachs.” When the little one cried for 
long periods, supposedly from pain in the abdomen, 
the grandmothers wisely wagged their heads and 
declared “Das Kint ist Angewachs” (the child is 
grown together). Exactly what it was that was 
grown to what was not known, but the symptoms 
were prolonged crying because of abdominal pain 
and the remedy Grandma applied was massage, all 
the more effective if she had some goose grease to

When we developed a case of sniffles and cough, 
grandmother went to her herb cupboard for some 
dried cramomile. She steeped it and we had to 
drink the ‘Camilla tae\ She then warmed a 
concoction of turpentine and lard, rubbed it well 
onto our chests and covered it with a woolen cloth. 
It smelled terrible and burned like fire especially if 
our skin was tender from previous applications. 
Tucked under the feather bed, the fumes from the 
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warm turpentine cleared the nasal passages, if one 
could stand the smell. 

For the winter scourge of coughs and cold, one 
could mix honey and chopped onions, let stand and 
drink the juice. To kill the aftertaste of the 
onion, chewing coffee grounds was recommended. 
Or sugar could be added to baked onions and 
the resulting syrup taken to soothe the throat—or 
a mixture of kerosene and water used as a gargle. 

For diarrhea, any of these were guaranteed 
cures: Drink pepper with cold water, or cinnamon 
in boiled milk. Simmer apple parings in boiled milk 
and drink one-half cup every hour until relieved. 

For toothache or ulcers, for skin cancer or 
sunstroke, there were sure cures. Likewise for lung 
trouble and pneumonia, for poison ivy and 
purification of the blood, and for smallpox, canker 
sores, chapped hands or choking—Mutter’s Haus 
Mittel had a reliable (?) remedy. Some were 
helpful, others were at least harmless, such as 
tying two black hens to the bedpost to make 
measles “hatch” faster. 


The Depression 

What were the depression years like to the 
families of that time? No one knows better than 
the families who went through it. It was a hard 
time, there’s no doubt about it. Some families lost 
their property because they couldn’t pay their 
debts. So they moved on. Others stayed and made 
the best of it. How did they ever survive? Through 
the strength from the Almighty? Yes. Along with 
the spiritual part of life was GOOD MANAGE¬ 
MENT. When it came to food, only the basic foods 
were bought. The rest was from the garden that 
the family helped to raise. Clothes were usually 
home sewn or altered and repaired and used as 
hand-me-downs. The homes were kept up the best 
that could be afforded. The dust storms didn’t help 
family matters in the least. At times it “seemed” 
there was as much dust indoors as outdoors. 

The depression years brought the closeness of a 
family—everyone helped! This togetherness 
strengthened the family to overcome their 
hardships. The church helped provide for the 
spiritual needs, but it also served as the 
communities social center for friends and neighbors. 

The depression was a trying time! We who 
experienced it or we who have heard the story 
from descendants can’t really imagine it today, as a 
reality of the past. 



The Pitch Fork 

The pitch fork of yester years has been replaced 
by the king-sized models of today known as the 
“grab fork” or “bobcat” that is a handyman to 
work with hay so much easier. 

The pitch fork, with its long handle, was used for 
pitching hay, grain, “misht” (manure), or whatever 
the farmer could use it for. Today, it is used at 
times but it has really become an antique item. 
Whoever lived during those yester years knows that 
when you used the pitch fork you had a strong 
back. 

With the hydraulic equipment of today, it is hard 
to imagine how the pioneer had to struggle doing 
his manual labor. 


The Flour Sack Story 

It was during the horse and buggy days that 
housewives purchased flour in one hundred pound 
sacks. Once emptied, the sacks were bleached and 
used for towels, cleaning and polishing cloths and 
sewn to make aprons and curtains. 

Because they were so soft, absorbent and 
completely lint free, they were great for dishes, 
silverware, windows, dusting and super-satisfactory 
for glassware. Every dish towel had to be 
embroidered—with a kitchen design to wipe the 
dishes “better”.

Jacob Bierwagon received a check of $310 for 30 
pigs. The check was dated January 17, 1919. 
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“Oh, Those Wash Days!” 

Oh, those wash days, they rolled around so fast! 
The day that was chosen by most housewives was 
Monday. A typical Monday included, carrying the 
wash water into the house and putting it in the 
wash boiler that was placed on the stove. The 
water had to be heated. After it was heated, it was 
placed into the wash tub that had a wash board 
placed in it. Cold water was added so the water 
was at working temperature in the wash tub. Then 
the sorted clothes were washed on the wash board. 
How those arms ached when a large family wash 
was taken care of! Soap must be mentioned, too. 
That was another added chore for the family to do 
for those wash days. What about the soap? It was 
home-made and did the job probably better than 
the commercial soaps of today. 

What a beautiful sight to see the clotheslines 
lined with whiter-than-white clothes. How could the 
housewives of long ago come up with such white 
wash? The trick was, you placed the white wash 
into the wash boiler after it was washed in the 
wash tub with the wash board. Then the wash was 
boiled for a certain length of time and then it 
was taken out of the wash boiler with a stick. 

Now it was ready to be rinsed and wrung out by 
hand and then placed on the clotheslines. 

Modern advancements through the years were 



so appreciated by the housewives. The hand 
washing was done by washers run by hand power 
pumping a hand device back and forth which in 
turn moved the wooden aggitator. Then gas motors 
were added and finally the biggest improvement of 
all, electricity! 

Oh, those wash days of today, are nothing in 
comparison to what Grandma or Great-grandma of 
yester years had! 



Water Pump 

The water pump was about as great a need to 
man as the water in the well. The first open wells 
used a bucket to draw the water from the well with 
a rope attached to the bucket. That worked fine, 
but couldn’t there be an easier way to provide man 
with water? Well, finally the situation was improved 
and a pump was used. It changed from a wood 
suction pump to a metal pump. The many long 
hours that children had to pump the water for the 
farm animals and for household use was hard work, 
whether it was in the summer heat or winter cold. 

Improvement through the years has made the 
way of getting water so easy. From the bucket, to 
the pump, to the windmill, and now to just turn 
open the faucet, it is unbelievable how easy it is to 
obtain water for our everyday use. The pump, yes, 
it is still used today, but electricity has taken the 
hard work from us all. 
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Remember Those Gates? 

“What brought those gates around in the first 
place?* 1 Supposedly, the best and first answer we 
may hear is the end of open grazing. Those who 
had to herd cattle day after day will say that the 
fences were about the best invention. With the 
fences, came the gates, with the gates came the 
chore of opening and dosing them each time you 
passed through. Whatever memory anyone has of 
gates, or whatever experience anyone still has with 
gates, we have to realize that they did or still do 
serve a worthy purpose for those who own them. 
Just remember, if you open that gate be sure to 
close it behind you, open grazing days are over for 
the farmer’s livestock. 



Outhouses 

The small, usually white building that was an 
absolute must by every home before indoor 
plumbing reached the scene, was the “outhouse”, 
“toilet”, or better yet according to the dictionary, 
the “privy”. The so-called privy was an ideal place 
for deep meditation and relaxation, too, besides 
being used for the call of nature. 

Outhouses had the familiar sagging hinges, with a 
hook inside, possibly an old Sears Roebuck catalog, 
(better times during canning season time when the 
wooden peach crate was carted to the “beck haus” 
with the soft tissue peach wrappers—that was 
nice!), no heat, (What a discomfort in the winter!} 
and could be seen with a worn-out path that led 
from the house* 

Looking back, the old “outhouse” or “privy” 
has lost its popularity and it can be said, “Thank 
goodness for that!” 



Smoke House 

Many farmers made their own smoke houses 
to cure their hams and bacon* Before the meat was 
placed into the smoke house, it had to be properly 
“cured” in a salt brine. Then, after the curing 
period, it was placed in the smoke house and the 
farmer was sure he chose the right kind of green 
burning wood to secure the right kind of flavor for 
his meat. The aroma from the smokehouse was 
usually pleasant to smell But even better was the 
taste of the cured and smoked hams and bacon 
that could be enjoyed through the summer months* 
The pioneers learned that the meat had to be 
properly preserved for summer use.

The pioneer plows were the, greatest invention 
that was the greatest help to the man of the land. 
The landowner was hesitant at first whether or not 
to use the iron plow for he had the fear that it may 
poison the land. Whatever may have come to mind, 
the pioneer knew it was an absolute necessity for 
the prairie sod to be overturned for providing 
cropland and also for providing sod for the first 
pioneer home in the homesteading days. 

Through the years the plow has made great 
progress for the farmer. To begin with, the farmer 
used his team of oxen and a one bottom plow. As 
years of progress continued the plow of the pioneer 
is now an antique and modern equipment has 
taken its place. 
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The Kitchen Range 

The greatest necessity in the early pioneer home 
was the kitchen range which served more than one 
purpose. The range was needed to cook the three 
meals of the day in addition to the baking that was 
done. The pioneers had no access to bakeries as 
we do today! So the range was always kept going. 

The children of the time when the range was in 
use had their every day chore to do which was to 
see that Mom had enough kindling wood around 
when she needed it. When coal was used that was 
a great help for it lasted longer. Oh, how many a 
person remembers the time when they also ftfed to 
go out and gather dried corn cobs and dried cow 
chips. A chore! But it had to be done. 

Once there was fuel for the range, the family 
knew that the purpose of range was also to provide 
heat for the family home, especially the kitchen. 
Here the family gathered many a night to keep 
warm in those cold days. The range had a fairly 
large oven for baking but also it was used as a fast 
drier for wet shoes or as a warmer for that aching 
back or cold feet. 

The range had a built-in-reservoir for storing and 
heating water for everyday use around the house* 
hold. The problem was to keep the reservoir filled. 

Indeed the range, like all other appliances or 
what-have-you, has gone through changes that has 
made our life style so convenient. 




The Old Cluck or Mother Hen 

Our early farmers produced as much of their 
own food as possible. As for the “old cluck” or 
“mother hen”, she was provided with a large apple 
box lined with straw and placed in an old shed. 
How strange but yet how neat, that the old cluck 
was tied with a piece of twine to her leg, so she 
could go only so far, otherwise she might do what 
she wasn’t suppose to do and that was leave her 
nest and let the eggs get cold. That meant less 
chickens hatching. If by chance the cluck wasn’t a 
good sitter, there was no question about it, the 
farmer’s wife saw to it she was in the stew kettle 
before too long or get her neck wrung. 

Those eggs that hatched into little chicks, how 
delicious they were by the time they were big enuff 
for the 4th of July picnic when some became tasty 
fried chicken. 

So the farmer’s wife had to be sure the clucks 
were set early because with the 21 days for 
hatching and time for maturing, it took a while 
until they were ready for that frying pan.

Children’s Day 

It could be said, ‘That regardless what church or 
denomination we had in our vicinity, that to each 
one, children’s day was observed as each saw fit to 
meet their needs.” 

Children’s Day was a great day for the children. 
The church service was a time when the children 
had the honor and opportunity to be in the “center 
of it all” for the day. The afternoon festivities 
were indeed an added attraction for the children. 
The activities included races, games, and eating. 

But no way was it a day just for the children, the 
old enjoyed it just as much, if not more. 




The Grind Stone 

The grind stone was and still is needed today. Of 
course, it has seen stages of change. It began with 
the grindstone that had a crank on the side and 
was turned by hand. It was a two man job to get 
the sickles sharpened on a grind stone. One man 
turned the crank and the other held the sickle 
that was sharpened. Then in time the grindstone 
came that had a pedal attached to it and was 
operated as a bicycle type grinder. Now sickle 
sharpening was a wee bit easier but still, skill was 
required to get the job done. Imagine what a task 
if the ^fckles of today were sharpened by the old 
grindstones. It could be a long and tedious job! 

To see the grindstones set up in yards today, 
they do adorn the lawn but also could be used as 
exercise bikes without handles to grip. Did you 
ever give it a try? 



The “Riema” or the Razor Strap 

How well the families of years back remember 
that very common household item that hung in view 
for all to see. Ja, the “riema” or razor strap 
served a two fold purpose; one was for Papa’s 
weekly week-end (Sunday) shave and the other was 
for the youngsters to know that Papa meant 
business when the kids forgot the rules of the 
house. Whatever that piece of leather was used 
for, it appears that its use is outmoded today. How 
could something so practical lose its everyday 
valve? One thing for certain! Years back Papa used 
the razor strap to look respectable and the kids 
learned respect for its use. 
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Root Cellar 

Another almost “must” on the farm was the root 
cellar. The garden vegetables were well taken care 
of through the months in the root cellar that was 
built to store the produce needed in later months. 
Dairy products were likewise stored in the root 
cellar for it was really a cool place, dug down into 
the earth. There are a few left in the community, 
but just how many are still used? The modern 
refrigeration has taken the place of the cellar. 



“What’s A Drag?” 

The old pioneers used a crude farm tool for 
leveling the soil and cultivating. They called it a 
drag because it was dragged behind the horses to 
do its job. The drag required four horses. The drag 
was made up of a spike-like-teeth wedged into wood 
bars. It had four sections. It had no place to put a 
seat so you had to walk behind it all day. What a 


job! No jogging required after a day of this kind of 
work! By the time a farmer or his son had spent a 
day dragging, rest assured that he was ready to hit 
the hay when the day’s work was over. 

Would you believe the corn fields had to be 
worked with a drag? Then the field was cultivated 
with a two row horse drawn cultivator? With the 
modern technology of today we have the cultivator 
mounted to a tractor. What a comfort to sit and 
do the job, but how strenuous to keep the tractor 
going straight down the rows. 

The Watermelon Patch 

It was so much fun to go to the watermelon 
patch and come home with melons, melons and 
more melons. The threshing crews of years ago 
remember how refreshing it was to have 
watermelon on a hot summer day. 

The pioneers, it seemed, always provided so well 
for their families with garden produce and 
watermelon was one product that every family 
member enjoyed. It might have meant there was a 
lot of hoeing to be done, and water to be carried, 
but those hot summer days sure produced the best 
watermelon. It seems that children of the pioneers 
still have that special “nack” for raising that melon 
whether it is watermelon or the yellow muskmelon. 

A variety of watermelon was raised that was 
pickled and preserved in the old barrel or crock. 
The tasty pickled watermelon lasted well into the 
winter season and was a real treat. 

Pickling of melon is still done today by many but 
is done an easier way by pickling them in a jar. 
Whatever way they are preserved, they still are a 
treat. 


Watermelon patches of today may not be quite 
so large but the size of the patch has nothing to 
do with the size of the melon grown. 
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Stallions & Horses 

Stallions and horses were not a luxury on the 
Ed Eisenbarth farm—but a sheer necessity, as the 
chores were endless day in and day out, year 
round—Old dobbins had to be fed and watered 
whether they worked or not. 

Conscientious Ed curried his horses regularly and 
checked them for hints of illnesses “Vondemint”— 
a special operation procedure—a soaked piece of 
leather in turpentine cut into the chest of the horse 
to commence bleeding, “Ich bin der—Dr. Eisenbarth” 
he saved many horses from sleeping sickness. 

Special fly netting was added to the horses gear, 
or sheaths of burlap sacking—done in the family 
kitchen during the winter months when it was too 
cold for outside work. 

Wife Rachel wasn't too much in favor of this 
work shop on her kitchen floor—when Ed decided 
it was also a good time to repair harness— 
replace worn rings. Soak stiff leather in special oil 
and polish fixtures on hames and bridles. These 
were more than “The Good Old Days”, 


Ducks 

Ducks were raised by the farmers as well as 
chickens. The ducks served two purposes; one for 
their meat and the other for their downy feathers. 

One lady of our community raised ducks on her 
duck range of 14 acres. They were a chore but the 
beauty of seeing them grow up and the delicious 
meals they provided and the comfort they gave 
through their feathers was all worth the time and 
effort put into raising the ducks. 



“Porky” Beauties 

To young and old alike, the “porky” is a beauty 
at different stages in life: When pigs are in their 
first few weeks in the barnyard, when the children 
play with them and tie ribbons on them, or when 
they are off to the fair, indeed they are beauties. 

But there comes a time when they serve a far more 
valuable purpose to the people on the farm. The 
tasty hams, the roasts, or sausages are such a treat 
and the beauty of the pig is soon forgotten.

Visualizing the grain shocks in the fields years 
back brings to mind another piece of farm 
equipment used by the early farmers. The binder, 
as it was called, kicked out bundles that were 
placed neatly in a row. After the bundles were 
dropped, the family members went out and set up 
the bundles in shocks of about 10 to 15 bundles 
per shock. Shocking was done to protect the grain 
for inclement weather. These shocks were gathered 
by the threshing crew who loaded the bundles by 
pitchfork.

Road Construction

fellow who was the road boss would show the 
scraper operator where to dump the scoop of dirt. 

The “fresno” dirt scraper was a great improve¬ 
ment. It took four horses to pull it but it also 
moved more dirt. The long dumping handle that 
was on the fresno was very dangerous. 

The township roads in the area always needed 
good care especially when the means of 
transportation improved. The supervisor of the 
township had the responsibility to decide how the 
funds (little that there were) was going to be used. 

Time came when the roads were surfaced with 
gravel or scoria. Then came the time when black 
top was the greatest improvement of all and the 
easiest to keep up. 

Road construction will always be with us, if 
there aren’t new roads built the old ones must be 
repaired!

The following should prove interesting reading to 
dwellers in the Cannon Ball Valley. It is a clipping 
from the Chamberlain, SD Register, of thirty years 
ago, and relates to the herds of Buffalo that 
roamed these prairies then. “Jas. Dugan called at 
our landing last week on his way to St. Louis with 
ten tons of buffalo meat. His party consisted of 
four, who killed 2000 buffaloes, 122 black-tail deer, 
80 antelope, 65 elk in one setting. He states that 
owing to the severe winter over 20,000 buffaloes 
were killed and still, he says the country between 
the Cannon Ball and the little Missouri is full of 
them.” 


All states have passed regulations for hunting and 
game laws require hunting licenses. Here’s a copy 
of one issued to J.S. Birdsall in 1917.

Fishing 

Fishing has taken a decided upturn when the fish 
in the Heart River dam became of catching size. 

No doubt one of the best things that has happened 
to the sportsman since this country was established 
was the building of this large dam by the Bureau of 
Reclamation and the impounding of over 100,000 
acre feet of water in the lake behind the dam. 

This has brought about many changes in the 
sporting lives of the people living in this area. 
Finished in 1949 and filled by the heavy run-off the 
lake has been stocked by the Game and Fish 
Department and the natural growth of the fish has 
made this lake one of the most attractive for the 
fisherman in the state, and the record catches of 
walleye pike bring more people to the lake each 
season. Northern Pike up to 20 pounds have been 
caught in this same body of water. Trout were 
planted in 1956 but as yet few have been caught by 
the fisherman.

Winter of 1949 Was the Worst? 

AH of us have read or heard stories of horrible 
winter experiences on the prairies. 

People who have lived through them enjoyed 
speaking of the hardships, proud that they had 
beaten the weather and sad for those who hadn’t. 

That winter of 1949, the rain was falling and the 
thermometer stood at 40 degrees above zero. 
Suddenly the wind began to blow a gale out of the 
northwest, and no wind that ever swept over the 
prairies before or since came so near being a blast 
from the north pole. 

Almost instantly, the mercury dropped to 20 
degrees below zero, and the falling rain was turned 
at once to pellets and barbs of ice—the damp air 
froze so quickly that it became one neat cloud of 
flying frost. The deep slush had frozen so hard its 
weight bore the trees close to the ground.

Then, on March 30, more 
blizzards hit the area. The roof over the Tietz 
Hardware partially caved in from the weight of 
the snow. 

Worst weather in history of the area hit this 
country. Feed is short, many families out of coal, 
roads are impassable. John Roehl, Emil Zimmerman, 
Bill Ottmar and Ed Wruck made several trips into 
Eastern North Dakota after hay but, at the present, 
are snow bound several miles east of here.

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Fall—The Time of the Hunter 

Since time began, people have hunted and 
fished for food and sport. In 1910 the supply of 
animals and birds were plentiful and many people 
hunted commercially but this era was soon to come 
to a halt when the game started disappearing. 

Many hunters came home with wagon loads of deer 
and ducks, but most fair minded people only shot 
what game could be used. Ducks and some types 
of upland birds were plentiful and many young 
people became quite expert at moving targets with 
both the rifle and shotgun. 


The intervening years have been good to the 
sportsman. Pheasants have grown plentiful over 
the years and what person hasn’t been thrilled to 
see the many colored bird soaring over the fields. 
Duck season is eagerly awaited by all hunters both 
young and old. During the dry 30’s a project of the 
WPA was the building of a small dam eight miles 
south of New Leipzig and a Federal Refuge was 
established on the section of land enclosing the 
lake. Many thousands of ducks, making their way 
south for the winter, make this lake the first stop 
and due to the abundance of feed in the area, 
they still stay till the lake freezes over.

One can imagine the mixed 
feelings these young people had at the news that 
their father intended to uproot them from their 
established home in McIntosh County (60 miles 
from Ipswitch, SD), and move them to an unfamiliar 
area in the Fleak vicinity southeast of the newly 
formed community of New Leipzig. Johannes 
purchased land 10 miles south of New Leipzig and 
moved his wife and 11 children in 1911. 

Christ married Sophia Trautman and they had 
8 children: Ada, Emma, Adolph, Ervin, Herbert, 
Sophie, Walter and Lorraine. 

Jacob married Lydia Weller and they had 4 
children: Leona, Ted, Gerturde and Alvin. 

Katie married Wm. Hummel and they had 2 
children: Ella and Fred. 

Mary married John Maier and they had 5 
children: Art, Esther, Ray, Albert and Ruby. 

Christian and Sophia Bader 

Christian, son of Johannes and Christian 
(Vossler) Bader was born January 3, 1888 at 
Zeeland, ND. Sophia Trautmann, daughter of Jacob 
and Eva Trautmann, was born July 19, 1888, also of 
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Zeeland, ND. As the two grew up they became 
very well acquainted and were married at Zeeland 
on January 1, 1908. They lived at Zeeland a short 
time as Christian, in 1909, decided to make his way 
west across the Missouri to claim land.

This 
building was located across the street from the 
elevator and was known as John J. Bader & Co. 

P.V. purchased the Monarch Elevator and 
retained John as its manager. The depression years 
arrived and at this one point P.V. decided they 
would have to close their doors during the summer 
months when farmers did not sell grain. John knew 
he could not support his family with a part time 
job, so he persuaded P.V. to purchase the 
Thompson Lumber Co. (which was located west of 
the present Stern Jack & Jill). John agreed to 
manager both the elevator and lumber yard for $36 
a month. Christ Baker was hired to move the 
Thompson Lumber buildings next to the elevator. 

By 1945, the businesses had expanded to the point 
where he could no longer manage his company, 
the elevator; and lumber yard. So John resigned as 
manager of P.V. and purchased the Ewald Hotel on 
Main Street, remodeled it and moved Bader 
Implement to the present location. 

John was the holder of many offices in church, 
school and civic organizations. He served as 
chairman of the Grant County School Reorganizing 
Committee, Grant County Republican Party, and 
Grant County Red Cross. John was elected to the 
ND Legislature in 1961 and 1963. 

Julia, daughter of the Daniel Weller’s, (Dan &

It amazed me how we would glide across the snow 
while the horses legs would crunch deep holes into 
the same snow. I recall my father saying to my 
grandmother, Mathilda Beierle, “Ven ich sag ghen 
int schul, den gehen.” An experience my first year 
in rural school I shall never forget, was in the 
winter of the year. Nature was calling, and I was 
reluctant to go outside to the outhouse. Just then, 
my teacher called me to come to the front of the 
class to read, and as I obediently did do, I wet my 
underpants—little girls wore dresses those days— 
and it all trickled down my legs to a puddle on the 
wooden floor below! My world was small those 
days; I remember being surprised my first year in 
college to discover that not everyone was German 
and Lutheran! My brother and sister and I got into 
scraps like kids do, but we were careful not to do 
so in view of our father. I can’t recall ever making 
a fuss around the table. If we needed correction, 
my father kept us in line with a simple raising of 
one eyebrow! These days, when parents experience 
difficulty disciplining their children, I am more and 
more grateful for parents who gave me good doses 
of loving, firm discipline, and a lifestyle that 
demanded responsibility.”

Jacob and Christina were born in Leipzig, 
Besarabia, Russia. Jacob on September 27, 1875 
and Christina on March 16, 1879 and they were 
married there on December 10, 1897. 

They came from a background of strong, capable 
and industrious people of German decent. Their 
forebearers immigrated from Germany to Russia by 
the invitation and enticing of Catherine the Great, 
a German Princess, who had married the Russian 
Czar, Peter the III. When she took over the 
throne in 1762, Catherine wanted that part of the 
country settled with her own people. She promised 
them religious freedom, exemption from military 
service and no taxes for 30 years and a land 
grant, also continuance of their language and 
culture. 

A Century or more later, when Prince Nicholas II 
became Emperor, everything changed and men were 
drawn into the army. That is when many started 
immigrating to America. 

Jacob and Christina came to the United States 
on the 20th of May, 1899 arriving at Port Baltimore 
on the Vessel Marrien. They applied for citizenship 
on January 21, 1903 and were given a certificate of 
naturalization #88371 on the 6th of November 1908. 

They were North Dakota pioneers who worked 
hard and selflessly to raise their family. Devoted 
Christians, bringing up their family in a moral 
climate, family worship was a daily routine. Times 
were hard, but there was always food on the 
table and they always asked for God’s blessing 
before the meal and never forgot to thank Him for 
providing. 

They came by rail to North Dakota and stayed 
with a Sam Hintz family near the Heart River (if 
memory serves me correctly, Mrs. Sam Hintz 
(Sophia) was mothers Aunt). From there father 
would go horseback to Glen Ullin and work on the 


railroad all week and ride home for the weekend. 

He earned enough to keep the family going and 
take up a quarter of land one mile north of New 
Leipzig. While they were building the sod house 
and barn, they stayed with a family near Elgin. 

The sod house had three rooms, kitchen, 
bedroom and coal and wood shed. It was nice and 
cozy with a mud floor and mother worked so hard 
to keep it level and clean. Later, they built on a 
cellar and a room on the top. 

In 1$10 the railroad came through New Leipzig 
and then some of Old Leipzig was moved to the 
present location of New Leipzig. Also, in August 
that same year following a worship service in the 
Hertz Brothers Store, a group organized the 
Evangelical Lutheran Immanuel Congregation. One 
month later, the corner stone for the new church 
was laid. The church was dedicated in November 
1913 and Rev. R. Rink was first pastor. Our parents 
were charter members of the new congregation. 

There were eleven children born to them, Rosalia 
was born in Russia and died on the way to North 
Dakota. She was about nine months old when she 
died and is buried by the Stone Church North of 
Elgin. Then came Emma who was born while they 
lived with Hintz’s at the Heart River. Then came 
Henry, Fredrick, Rosina, Salome, Hulda, Julianna, 
Arthur, Theodore and Gertrude. Mother Christian 
passed away February 5, 1929 at the young age 
of 49 years. What a loss, she was really missed. 
Gertrude was only 8 years old and that spring 
Arthur was confirmed. 

Five years later, our Father married again to 
Louisa Radke from Hazen. She had eight 
children and brought the three youngest with her, 
Ida, Emma and Edna. Father and Louisa had the 
privilege of celebrating their 25th wedding 
anniversary. I also remember all the children and 
friends coming together to celebrate Jacob’s 80th 
birthday. Rev. Heupel spoke at the gathering. 

They finally built a home in New Leipzig and 
lived their final years there. Father passed away on 
Sept. 30, 1959 at the Elgin Hospital at the age of 84 
years. Louisa lived in the home for 2 more years 
and then decided to live with the children. She took 
ill while visiting in Hazen and was hospitalized and 
passed away there on April 1, 1963. 

Arthur Bierwagon Family 

Art and Ida Bierwagon met each other when 
Art’s father Jacob Bierwagon married Louise Radke, 
Ida’s mother. The romance grew and they were 
married in 1934. They lived with the Jacob 
Bierwagon’s for several months, then rented the 
Wardinski farm 1 mile south of New Leipzig. Later, 
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Bz7l and Jackie (Bierwagon) Boorman , Steven Nutche

Carlson ranch, where; they lived until they had an 
auction sale in March 1917. They then moved into 
Elgin. Mrs. M.C. Carlson passed away in June 1932 
and he passed away March 29, 1947. The Carlson’s 
had three children, Vera, Ellen, and Arthur, all of 
whom have passed away. Having supper with Chief 
Sitting Bull the evening before the great Indian 
chief was killed was a great experience for Martin 
C. Carlson. Mr. Carlson was employed as a 
carpenter for the Fort Yates government at the 
Grant River, putting finishing touches to a chapel, 
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when the three carpenters were notified by Major 
McCoughlin, then superintendent of the Fort Yates 
Indian Agency, to pack up and come in to the 
agency at once. At this time, the three men were 
having their evening meal, and the Indian Chief 
Sitting Bull’s Camp was nearby. Sometime Sitting 
Bull forgot his dislike for the white people, so he 
shared their food with them that evening. It was 
early the next morning that Sitting Bull met his 
death. The men believed they served Sitting Bull his 
last meal on December 14, 1890.

He wore 
a peg leg until he grew enough to be fitted with 
an artifical leg—hence the name “Peg” was 
Edmund’s nickname. Edmund attended 6 years of 
school in New Leipzig and then later left for 
St. Paul, MN to finish his schooling there. The 
reason for this was because NL offered only 2 
years of high school and there were only 4 high 


school students at that time. When Edmund finished 
his high school and college, he continued on at the 
University of Minnesota and to law school. Upon 
finishing his law school, he returned to New Leipzig 
in 1926 to carry on his practice here. 

In 1928 Edmund Dubs, the son of Rudolph Dubs 
Sr., married Clara Schoen, Scranton, ND and to 
this union were blessed two daughters, Phyllis 
of Marquette, Mich, and Shirley of Pueblo, Colo. 

The family has grown to 4 grandchildren and 
1 great-grandchild. 

The Dubs’ lived in New Leipzig where their 
daughters grew up and also received their education 
through high school. Edmund worked in New 
Leipzig until 1961, when Edmund and Clara moved 
to Billings, MT. In the winter months they live at 
their home in Mesa, AZ. Edmund died on Feb. 6, 
1985 at the age of 82. 

Family of Otto Dubs 



Otto was a young lad of 13 years when he came 
to the United States with his parents in 1910, who 
had come from the Crimea area of southern 
Russia. He received his education in New Leipzig 
and began working in his father’s meat market 
where he received his experience with meat first 
hand. He was also very active in church work. He 
was a life long member of the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church and, in later years, Trinity at Mott. As a 
member, he sang in choir, taught Sunday School 
and served on the District Committees. Otto was 
also very active in the community.

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The William Eastman Story 

William Eastman came to North Dakota in 1905 
and filed on a homestead in southwestern Morton 
county. That fall he built a shack on the land and 
early the following spring, he came to Glen Ullen by 
train with his household goods and stock. A month 
later, Mrs. Eastman and the four children arrived. 

In the meantime, he built a cook car located at 
the Curiew Lumber Yard. That was to be their 
home for some time, while they waited for a steam 
outfit to arrive. 

In due time, the engine and plows came in by 
freight; however, by this time spring rains had set in 
and it rained 28 days that May. They had to come 
and go from the lumber yard by boat. 

When they finally got started for the homestead, 
there were ranchers who wanted breaking done, so 
it was September before they arrived at their 
destination. It was late that night, but early the 
following morning, the men with four outfits started 
back to Glen Ullin for winter supplies, leaving Mrs. 
Eastman and the children alone in what appeared to 
be a vast empty space, as far as one could see. In 
five days they were back from Glen Ullin and that 
was the last trip to town until the following spring. 

Later that winter, the Eastman’s home became 
a stopping place for many of the people who were 
settling farther south and west of their place. 

Word got around that their horses had died early 
in the winter from penumonia, so there was 
plenty of good shelter for travelers’ horses, 
and though their shack had only two small rooms, 
there was room for as many people as came their 
way. A number of these settlers were bachelors 
who soon found their way to the Eastman home 
to enjoy a meal cooked by a woman. 

The second winter, Mr. Eastman and a neighbor, 
Tom Tidd, opened a coal mine about six or seven 
miles from home and mined coal for their own use. 
They traveled back and forth with one horse and 
a stone boat and brought sacks of coal home 
each night. This mine is open today and is known 
as the Coffin Butte Mine. 

In 1910, the Fleak post office was moved from 
18 miles northeast of Eastman to their community. 


The first schoolhouse was built and Lorin township 
was organized. Children had their first chance to 
attend school. By now, many more homesteads 
were settled and neighbors were much closer. 

In the years that followed some crops were good 
and some were not so good. Each spring was a 
fresh challenge and never once did Eastmans wish 
they hadn’t come to North Dakota to settle and 
make it their home. 

In 1910, the railroad came through nine miles 
north of their place. Towns sprang up around the 
area. Elgin was to the northeast, New Leipzig was 
nine miles north and Bentley was to the northwest. 

In those first years, there were prairie fires that 
traveled unchecked for many miles. One morning, 
Mrs. Eastman went to empty, the ashes, accidently 
she started a fire that burned to the Missouri 
River east of them. 

There was no doctor, so when one of the 
children came down with small pox, nothing could 
be done but wait it out, praying for the best. 

On May 14, 1911, a baby boy came to make his 
home with the Eastmans. By then, Dr. Hamilton 
was located at Bentley and Dr. Lorenzen was at 
New Leipzig. This baby was named Almond and the 
four older children were Roscoe, Laurayne, Mildred 
and Leona. 

Rattlesnakes were not uncommon and the 
coyotes howled every night. Blizzards also make 
history in those years. 

These are some of the highlights of the early 
days, when Mr. William Eastman, father of Mrs. 
Bryan Buchanan of Bentley, came to North Dakota. 

Postscript—The following item concerning William 
Eastman was found in The Bentley Bulletin , 1910. 

Will Eastman of Fleak was a business visitor in 
town Tuesday. Will said he found horse-flesh a 
little too slow for his style of business, so has 
just recently invested in an International touring 
car. Mr. Eastman has a 160 acre homestead 
adjoining the town of Fleak, with good buildings, 
a fine well and land all broken and well cultivated. 

A standing offer of $5,000 does not seem to tempt 
him into selling. So why shouldn’t a farmer sport 
an automobile? 







Jacob and Mary Edinger 



Jacob Edinger was born February 12, 1880 at 
Kataline, Romania to Paul and Margaret (nee 
Gaisner) Edinger. Jacob came to the United States 
with his parents in 1886. The family lives in Foster 
and Wells County in North Dakota, Jacob grew up 
with six brothers and one sister. They were 
John, Christ, Joe, Alfred, Frank, Paul and Lena. 

Jacob married Mary Kandt on March 30, 1905 
(picture taken in 1905, Mary was born December 
20, 1884 to the parents of Martin and Fredericka 
Mehrer Kandt. The Kandt’s lived at Keif, ND. Mary 
grew up with a family of six sisters and three 
brothers. They were Dora, Sophia, Elizabeth, 

Carrie, Anna, Emelia, John, Gust, and Andrew. 

Jacob and Mary homesteaded NW of New 
Leipzig in 1907. They raised a family of five 
children; Freda Edinger Albrus, Emelia Edinger 
Sprecher, Margaret Edinger Marking, Thomas 
Edinger, and Paul Edinger, In 1952, the Jacob 
EdingeFs moved into New Leipzig. Jacob passed 
away December 31, 1954, Mary Edinger moved to 
Bismarck to the Baptist Home in July of 1955. 

She made her home there until she passed away 
on August 4, 1964. There is only one child living 
of the Jacob Edinger family, Mrs. Margaret Marking, 
Bismarck. Emelia passed away April 7, 1923, 
Thomas, August 2, 1937, Paul, February 8, 1977, 
and Freda on February 16, 1984. 


Eisenbarth Family 



Mr. and Mrs. Johan Handel were natives of 
Friedendahl, South Russia, Friedendahl (legth noch) 
dem Sch Schwartze Mehr). 

Johan and R osina were born in 1803 and were 
blessed with two daughters. 

Life in Russia was quite different from our life 
today. There were few comforts of any kind. Life 
was full of danger from Siberia and Tartar's 
(a tribe of people). 

The early communist government sought to 
weaken the families as their legal rights. The 
government launched a program to encourage larger 
families. Medals and aid were given to those who 
had the largest number of children. 

Daughter Rosina married a village young man, 
William Eisenbarth. To them 4 children were born: 
Rosina (Eisenbarth) Liedtke, Edward Eisenbarth, 
Magdelina (Eisenbarth) Gruszie, and William 
Eisenbarth. 

Rosina and William were in the butcher shop 
business and were also farmers. Times were hard. 
Living in danger of war prompted the family to 
sell all their belongings which were accumulated by 
hard work. They gathered enough courage to move 
onward to the United States of America in 1906. 

Rosina did not want to leave her beloved family 
but she had no choice. Beseeching God for help 
and protection, the family obtained an exit visa and 
moved onward to board the 2200 passenger ship to 
New York, a trip of 21 days. Adult fare was $175, 
with children under 12 traveling at half fare. 
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Edward and Rachel Eisenbarth 



William & Rosirta (Handel) Eisenbarth , 50th wedding 
anniversary , Jan. 1939. 

They arrived at their destination with much fear. 
They traveled westward to live with some Russian 
friends, the Martin Koepplins. They made their 
home there for 14 days, then father William 
established a homestead 12 miles south of New 
Leipzig. He completed a sod house and brought his 
family to their new home. It took a lot of will 
power and determination, and lots of grit to settle 
in a wild country. 

William and Rosina lived on this farm for many 
years until the youngest son William needed a 
home to provide for his family. The farm was sold 
to Bill and the grandparents moved to Elgin, ND. 

Another courtship started when Edward was out 
looking for a housekeeper after he moved to a little 
old farm near the Eisenbarth homestead. He knew 
what he was looking for as he came with the 
bicycle or a saddle horse to see Rachel Boettcher 
who worked as a cook at the Flaig Hotel in 
New Leipzig. 

Ed and Rachel were married November 19, 1914 
at Fleak Church south of New Leipzig. Their first 
home was rented from Bobby Baker. Later they 
bought a house from Christ Bader and moved near 
the Carlson farm. They later moved to the Rieger 
place. 



Rachel Boettcher was born June 28, 1892, in 
Kulm, Russia, to John and Rosina (Kusunky) 
Boettcher. Rachel attended a Russian school about 
twice a month in Cow cass, Russia, between the 
age of 8 to 10 years. At 18, she left Russia and 
went to Brahmen, Germany, where she and her 
brother boarded a ship, the Prince Albert, to 
America. They were at sea for 14 days. Not 
knowing another language besides German and 
some Russian was a real handicap. 

Rachel met her parents in Alberta, Canada, and 
worked there in a hotel for one year before she 
set out to join her sister Mathilda Beierle on a 
farm south of New Leipzig. Here she worked at 
different places for four years. Some, she recalled, 
were the Flaig Hotel, Rausches, Eastman s, and 
Wrucks. She accumulated $160 with which she set 
up housekeeping when married. 

But first things first—“A wedding picture” was a 
must—taken by a local N.L. photographer—then on 
their way with horse and buggy to the little farm. 

They worked long hours—early to bed and for 
sure early to rise—in the spring. They believed that 
the “Early Bird gets the Worm”. Ed was active in 
Lorin Township in community affairs. He was also 
foreman when the Biological dam was built 12 miles 
south of N.L., a W.P.A. project constructed with 
man and horse labor. 

Bringing up six childen during the depression 
years was a task by itself. Richard (deceased), Bill 
Eisenbarth, Arthur (deceased), Irma (Eisenbarth) 
Birdsall, Otto Eisenbarth, Edna (Eisenbarth) Gaugler 
and Henry Eisenbarth. 










Mother Rachel was a jolly, ambitious, loving 
person who many times said, “There must be an 
easier way.” 

Somewhere in the cold, crisp, still dark morning 
never was the Eisenbarth farm home without the 
sound of a rooster crowing. The sound filtered 
into the frosty 2 story home. 

Mother Rachel crawled out from under a double 
tier of feather ticks, pulled her long beige colored 
stockings over her long johns and bolted for the 
kitchen. 

She lit the kerosine lamp, noisily shook the ashes 
off the grate in the cook stove and the living room 
belly stove heater, dug kindling wood and cobs 
out of the coal pail, and started the fire. 

It took a while for the thin layer of ice in the 
water bucket and graniteware basin to form into 
water. 

Rachel made a dash into the forehouse to bundle 
herself for the frigid outdoors to milk the old boss 
so she would have milk for the family breakfast. 
When the bell on the cream separator was heard, 
everyone scrambled out of their warm cozy beds. 
The bare feet on the icy floor urged one to crawl 
back into bed for a few more minutes. 

At any rate, those were the “Good Old Days.” 
There isn’t much to go by, no back issues to read 
up on. Who can possibly envision life with only 


the “States on Zigeer” for a daily newspaper? 

We read the funny paper on Sundays which we 
received from our loving neighbor Martin Carlsons. 

As time went on there was enough money saved 
up from the sale of cream and eggs to purchase a 
radio that was operated by a charged battery. 

A make shift charger, driven on a windy day, was 
the only way the battery could be charged, an all 
day operation. They could consider themselves lucky 
if the charge lasted long enough for “Amos and 
Andy Show,” and possibly the weather and national 
news if the 15 minute show did not pull down the 
power. Mother Rachel was lucky too, to get a few 
previews of Judy and Jane. Then they would hook 
up to the charger to provide energy for the next 
day. 

It was a dull, drudgerous period. You can get 
arguments either way, of course. Yes the “Good 
Old Days,” without that great mixed blessing called 
television, power steering, transistors, electric 
blankets, etc. 

In either case Great Grandfather Johan predicted 
the world would come to an end in his days. 
Grandfather William predicted: “Die velt comt zu 
end.” Father Edward said the same. Now we say 
1985 has to change or the world will come to an 
end.

Richard Fiedler grew up in the Emery, SD area 
on the family farm. He graduated from the rural 
schools there and attended and graduated from 
trade school in Mechanics and Steam-Engineering, 
which was his natural talent and love. 

Richard Fiedler and his family migrated to ND in 
1906 when Richard brought one of the first steam 
threshing rigs to the New Leipzig area. Richard also 
operated a garage in the village of New Leipzig ND 
in the early years. It was in New Leipzig that one 
of his daughters, Irene, was born.

Richard Fiedler served as school board member 
of Walker Township and served on the Ebeneezer 
Baptist Church Board of rural New Leipzig that was 
often referred to as “The Kallis Church”. Richard 
helped organize the New Leipzig Baptist Church 
and helped with moving the original church building 
to the village of New Leipzig.

Adam Giese came to this country from Russia 
in 1890 when he was 16 years old. (His family had 
been one of the many German families who had 
moved to Russia during the 1800’s expecting it to 
be a land of opportunity. By 1900 many had 
emigrated to the United States.) Adam made his 
way to Hebron, ND where he farmed. He married 
Sophia Tietz there. 

In 1904, Adam bought the first parcels of land 
which would later be known as the “Giese Ranch”, 
4 1 / 2 miles southwest of New Leipzig, on the 
Cannonball River from Frank DeLaBarre. The old 
stonehouse bore the date of 1904 on the outside 
and probably was built by Adam himself. 

Over the years Adam kept buying additional land 
until at the time of his death in 1917. He owned 
over 3200 acres. He went into sheep ranching 
primarily, running about 3000 head. A sheep herder 
was hired to care for them. He lived in a small 
house on wheels which was moved to various 
locations where the sheep were feeding, always on 
guard against coyotes. 

The Giese ranch of course also had cattle, hogs, 
and chickens. Adam raised pure-bred horses, as 
well as breaking land for crops for feed and sale. 
Coal on the land provided heat for the Giese’s 
as well as the surrounding farmers and ranchers. 
Chunks of ice cut from the Cannonball were 
stored in the ice house for summer use. Ice cream 
was a favorite treat. A smokehouse preserved 
meats. Sometimes wool from the sheep was 
carded, spun, dyed, woven and made into clothing 



for the family. It was a self-sufficient operation. 

A one-room schoolhouse stood on the Giese land 







and the teacher traditionally lived at the ranch. 
Adam was a charter member of the Lutheran 
Church. 

Adam Giese died of a heart attack when he 
was 41, while he was building the Giese house in 
New Leipzig. The ranch was a monument to his, 
and Sophia’s hard work and determination. 

During the 1920s and 30’s some member of the 
family has lived at the ranch and managed it. 
William and Emma (Giese) Kosta lived there about 
1926-1929. Arthur and Emily (Volk) Giese managed 
the ranch during the terrible Thirties. Sophia Giese 


died in 1941. Emil Giese, a son, and State’s 
Attorney for Grant County, together with Ed 
Danelenko, a New Leipzig banker, bought the ranch 
from the Giese heirs. They operated it until 1956 
when it was sold to Ray Swindler. 

About 1950 a serious flood of the Cannonball 
devastated the old stonehouse and other buildings. 
They have been relocated to higher ground. 

Adam and Sophia Giese had nine children. Only 
two remain today: Elsie (Mrs. Adam) Hoerner of 
Sacramento, California and Edna (Mrs. Arlie) Dahl 
of Stockton, California. 


Emil A. and Cherry Giese 


Emil A. Giese was born to Adam and Sophia 
Giese in Leipzig Township on Feb. 9, 1908. His 
parents moved from there to a ranch south of 
New Leipzig. He attended rural grade school and 
graduated from New Leipzig High school, after 
which he attended the University of North Dakota 
and was graduated from Law School in 1932. He 
was appointed States Attorney of Grant County 
and remained in such position, except for two of 
those years—for approximately 20 or more years. In

On January 14, 1947, on a cold 
blizzard day and in spite of blocked roads, with the 
help of Vern Davenport and Clarence Baesler in 
their vehicles, Reno was able to get mother to the 
Elgin Hospital in time for their daughter, Judi to be 
born. 

Reno quite often mentioned that some day he 
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would like to be Sheriff. In the 1960 election year 
he was a candidate and his dream became a reality 
and took office in January 1961. With Larry a 
teenager by then and with hired help no major 
changes were made in the farming operation. It 
was understood that Larry wanted to be the third 
generation on the Grade farm. 

Time and progress brought about a number of 
changes. Sheriffs terms increased from two to four 
year terms. In the mid-sixty’s a Sheriff’s 
residence and jail was built adjacent to the court 
house. In the family too, inevitable changes 
occurred, the death of his father in 1963 and his 
mother in 1979. Judi married Franklin Annette in 
1966 and Reno became Grandpa for the first time 
in 1968. Judi, Frank and their four children 
live at Maple Grove, Minn. The tornado which 
struck the farm on June 29, 1975 destroyed eleven 
of the buildings, including the home of Larry and 
Nancy (Vaa) just six weeks after their marriage. 

A new farmstead has been started near ND #49 
a mile east from where Grandpa Emanuel 
homesteaded. 

After 17% years as Grant County Sheriff, Reno 
resigned in May 1978 to accept a job as a security 
guard at Antelope Valley Power Plant being built 
near Beulah, ND, a job he wasn’t happy with and 
they moved back to New Leipzig, and he was hired 
to be Deputy sheriff and once again enjoyed the 
law enforcement work. He used to say, “it gets in 
your blood”. In 1981 he suffered a severe heart 
attack from which he never fully recovered. His 
grandson, Ryan Reno was born on June 6, 1982 to 
Larry and Nancy and on August 1, 1982 death 
came instantly due to another heart attack. 

The newest addition to the family tree is Bethany 
Joy born February 2, 1984 to Larry and Nancy 
Grade.

Christoph Hintz was born December 13, 1864 in 
Tarutino, Bessarabia, South Russia, to Michael and 
Carolina (Buchholz) Hintz. His parents were 
married there December 20, 1863. Around 1878, the 
Michael Hintz family and other Bessarabians moved 
to Kronental (Nemetski Changinsk), North Caucaus, 
South Russia in order to obtain cheaper land. This 
area opened when the railroads connected this 
part of South Russia to the older settlements. 
Kronental was located on the Chagin Sala River. 

Christoph was the oldest in the family. His other 
brothers and sisters were Ferdinand, born February 
23, 1867 and died February 4, 1875; Juliana was 
born July 9, 1869. She married and had no children 
and remained in Kronental; Samuel, was born July 
15, 1871. He came to Texas in 1908 and later went 
to Lodi, California. He had several children and a 
son Jakob by his first wife. Michael was born 
March 30, 1875 and married Katharina Will. He 
came on the same ship as his brother, Christoph, 
to California; Johann was born October 4, 1877 and 
little else is known of him; Gottfried was born 
December 12, 1879 and nothing else is known of 
him; Adolph was born in Kronental and starved to 
death. Wilhelm and Minnie also were born in 
Kronental. Minnie married a Priess and had three 
children by 1907. They did not come to America. 

Christoph Hintz married a widow of Johann 
Eslinger, Louisa (Nikolaus) Eslinger on October 4, 
1887. Louisa had a child Johann from her first 
marriage. 

Louisa Nikolaus (later changed to Nicklaus in 
America) was born April 2, 1862 in Leipzig, 
Bessarabia to Johann and Katharina (Weber) 
Nikolaus. Louisa’s mother died August 4, 1866 and 
her father took her and her brothers, Christian and 
Heinrich back to Rohrback in the Beresan District, 
Kherson Province where the family had come from 
and lived until around 1843 when they migrated to 
Leipzig. There Johann, Louisa’s father, married 
Katharina Weikum December 16, 1866 and a year 
later moved back to Leipzig. In 1882, Johann 
Nikolaus died and Louisa and Christian went by 
cart out on their own. Louisa hired out in a village 
they came too, and Christian went on to Kronental 
in North Caucaus where many of their friends and 
relatives were. Louisa married Johann Eslinger in 
1884. He died soon after their marriage leaving her 
with a son. She then joined her brother, Christian, 
in Kronental and there met Christoph Hintz. 

Many young men were being drafted by the 
Russian Army to fight in the Russo-Japanese War. 
Most families like the Hintzs were not anxious to 
have their sons serving in the military thousands of 



miles away in an army that they felt little allegiance. 
So, in the spring of 1907, Christoph and Michael 
Hintz left Kronental for America. They left behind 
their parents and many friends and relatives. 
Christoph rented his land to his sister, Juliana and 
her husband. Michael Hintz kept in touch with 
family up until 1924, and family traditions say that 
he had all his possessions taken away by the 
communists and for warmth, covered himself with 
Russian thistles. All he had to eat was corn cobs. 
Finally he froze to death. 

Christoph and Michael Hintz’s family sailed from 
Bremen, Germany and arrived at the port of 
Baltimore, Maryland, April 18, 1907, on the SS 
Weimar. Christoph stated that he was going to join 
his wife’s uncle, Gottfried Nicklaus, in New Leipzig, 
North Dakota. Michael said they were joining his 
wife’s mother, Christina Will, in Kulm, North 
Dakota. Johann Eslinger had been adopted by 
Christoph Hintz and had gone by the name of 
Hintz. However, his wife Regina was detained by 
the immigration for glaucoma and so after waiting 
several days they reentered customs under the name 
of Johann Eslinger which is the name he went by 
from then on. Christoph Hintz went by train to 
Chicago and then on to Glen Ullin, North Dakota. 
They homesteaded on Section 24, Township 136 
N, Range 90 W. According to his homestead file he 
built his house July 15, 1907. His stepson, Johann 
















Eslinger and his son-in-law Christian Roth were his 
witnesses when he filed his final papers after 
proving his claim. 

They attended the Lutheran church in Russia, but 
in America they belonged to the Johannestal 
Congregational Church. 

Their children: Johann Eslinger was born August 
28, 1886, married 1905 to Regina Hertzel who died 
November 13, 1927 and so he married Elizabeth 
Zimbelman, widow of John Zimmerle, April 18, 

1928, and died June 17, 1959 in Elgin, North 
Dakota; Minnie was born July 30, 1888 and died 
March 23, 1890; Julianne was born August 27, 1890, 
married Christian Roth February 3, 1909 and died 
June 24, 1974 in Elgin, North Dakota; Maria “Mary” 
was born October 27, 1892, first married November 
28, 1911 to Jakob Sauter of Carson, who died 
November 7, 1959 in Bismarck, North Dakota 
second married Henry Schweitz July 18, 1960 and 
he died August 1, 1979; she died March 24, 1984 in 
Mott, North Dakota. Gottfried was born October

Everything was gone before they returned 
home. 

Ferdinand married Johanna Leidtke at Emery, 
South Dakota in the Plum Creek Church, on 
January 29, 1908. He brought his bride to North 
Dakota to homestead with him. He was 
instrumental in establishing the first church in the 
community—the Fleak Lutheran Church. He held 
several offices in the church, and was also a school 
board member for many years. Johanna died in 
1930. In 1935, he married Margaret Rieger. They 
farmed until 1944, when they retired and moved 
into New Leipzig. He also served on the city board 
for some years. Johanna died in 1930. He died 
November 22, 1964. Margaret died January 3, 1962.

During their lifetime they 
saw farming change from man and horsepower to 
mechanical power, as well as changes in 
communications, some of which were undreamed of 
during their early years. They were not over¬ 
whelmed with it though, and quickly adjusted to 
it. They were buried in a cemetery south of Lodi, 
Calif, where many of their old North Dakota friends 
and relatives are also buried.

Later, when 
New Leipzig and Mott had flour mills, a load of 
wheat would be taken to the mill, and flour taken 
home and stored for family use. Peddlers would 
stop at homesteads occasionally and sell clothes, 
dried fruit, etc. Both Jake and Katherine’s fathers 
were farmers, tilling the soil with hand plows and 
horses. The seed was then sown by hand. Wheat 
yielded about 8 or 9 bushels an acre which was 
considered a good crop. Before a church was 
built, they would have church services in the area 
homes. There were wonderful revival meetings 
in those days. A country church (Baptist) was built 
in 1910. One form of entertainment was Sunday 
school picnics, baseball games, fishing, horse 
racing, etc. The local towns, New Leipzig, Bentley, 
and Burt would have fantastic Fourth of July 
Celebrations. A popular German paper, published 
in Bismarck and read by the settlers was “Der 
Staats Anzeiger”. Katherine Okken was born 
Jan. 18, 1908 in Iowa, to Enock and Grace Okken. 
Jake Kallis was born in Alexandria, S. Dak. on 
Oct. 9, 1903 to Gottfried and Louise Kallis. His 
mother passed away in 1961 and his father passed 
away in 1962.

Fred Kurle was born in Bergdorf, South Russia, 
September 23, 1886 to Johan and Eva Maier Kurle. 
Mrs. Ottilia Kurle was born to Christian and 
Christina Anhorn Vossler in Postal, Bessarabia, 
South Russia on December 4, 1887. They came to 
America in 1893 and 1894, respectively, and settled 
in west central McIntosh County, North Dakota 
where they were married on March 24, 1908.

They experienced the hardships of pioneer life 
establishing a home on the prairie with limited 
means and a long distance from town. In those 
days, many of the hardships were shared by the 
friendly neighbors by exchanging labor and helping 
out with or sharing farm equipment and machinery. 
Prairie fires were a common threat and they did 
not always happen when the men folks were at 
home. 

Fred Kurle was one of the organizers of Lorin 
Township and served intermittently on the township 
and school boards and as school district clerk for 
some 20 years. He also served on the board of the 
Farmers Elevator (Bentley) for 27 years and on 
the board of a shipping association (New Leipzig). 
He held several offices in his church, which after 
two denominational mergers, is now the Zoar 
United Methodist Church 5 l / 2 miles southwest of 
the former Kurle farm. 

In 1932, Mr. Kurle was asked by neighbors and 
friends to run for the office of county commissioner 
from the 3rd district of Grant County and served 
for twelve years from 1933 to 1944, inclusive. 

In 1946, Mr. and Mrs. Kurle retired from 
farming and moved into Carson. He then became 
very busy as an agent for casualty insurance and 
continued that activity until 1969 when he entered 
the Missouri Slope Lutheran Home, Bismarck, 
where he was a resident for over ten years. 

Mrs. Kurle died on June 10, 1955; Mr. Kurle, 
at age 93, on November 7, 1979.

Ed and Henry owned and operated the New 
Leipzig Electric Light Plant which supplied the town 
with its first lights and electrical power. The 
generator was powered by a large gasoline engine. 
Ed was also a fine machinist who turned out many 
precision parts and tools on his lathe. Henry was 
the electrician and did a lot of wiring in the town 
in those early years and he had charge of the 
lighting and hand driven projector for the silent 
movies he showed every week in the “Opera 
House” which was the second floor of the Hertz 
Bros. Hardware Store. It was a spacious room used 
for all types of meetings with a stage on one end 
for the movie screen where the school presented 


many programs and plays. After the two story 
frame schoolhouse burned down, on the hill located 
on the same spot where the schoolhouse stands 
today, it was partitioned off with curtains for 
classrooms until the new schoolhouse, the front 
part of the present building, was completed. A 
classroom was also improvised in a room in the 
rear of the First National Bank building. Here also 
in the “Opera House” Union Sunday classes were 
held where he and his sisters and brothers attended 
and Henry Lewis was one of the teachers. Other 
Sunday school teachers then were Rev. Fred 
Kordewich, Mrs. Henry Bellman and Mrs. Ben 
Frasch. 

The Ed Lewis’s had one daughter, Marian, who 
graduated from the N.L.H.S. and married a class¬ 
mate Irvin Newman, son of Christ Neuman. The 
couple moved to Fargo where Irvin was transferred 
by the Insurance Firm. 

The Henry Lewis’s also had one daughter, 

Ethel. She married a classmate also, a Mr. Leer, 
after graduating from the NLHS and they moved 
out West. 

Henry passed away sometime before Ed. Ed 
continued to live alone in New Leipzig for sometime 
after losing his wife, still working in his machine 
shop until he retired and lived with his daughter 
Marian in Fargo where he passed away.

They lived in California for two years but had 
difficulty getting accustomed to the wet winters 
there and returned to North Dakota, built a home 
in Elgin, and lived there the rest of their days. 
Frederick Liedtke, Sr. passed away in 1961 and 
Karolina Liedtke continued to live in the home until 
she died in 1969.

The newly married couple, at that time, farmed 
near Rosina’s original homestead until Philipp’s 
death in 1961. Then Rosina moved to Dickinson to 
live with a daughter.

Nora passed away February 14, 1984.

Sharing with you our family history, we’ll go back 
to how it began. The day before we were to be 
married, we found we needed to buy last minute 
things which were not available in our local towns. 
So, in spite of the fact that it was raining cats and 
dogs, we went to Bismarck. With roads the way 
they were in those days and the rain coming down 
harder all the time, even though we left early, we 
didn’t get to Bismarck until many stores were 
already closed or closing. One happened to stay 
open to accommodate us and we were able to buy 
what we needed, except, alas, flowers! But when 
the florist heard about our predicament, he opened 
his shop in the evening just for us. Then the 
hectic drive home again with the rain coming down, 
heavier all the time with many close calls of sliding 
off the road and umpteen times of getting stuck, 
we finally found what was the worst thing that 
could happen, did happen, a flat tire and the road 
so soft the jack wouldn’t work.

Someone else helped with a tractor— 
another place we were pulled with a truck. 

Someone brought Bill dry socks! Finally, we made it 
to the farm, but we still had a long road ahead of 
us as the wedding was to be at Bentley at 7 P.M. 
With the help of different relatives, we got there 
about 10:30 P.M., but we still weren’t at the church. 
There was the frenzy of getting cleaned up and 
dressed in our own wedding clothes and this was 
no easy task because of the strain we had been 
under and over 40 hours without sleep. We hardly 
knew what we were doing. So many beautiful, 
patient people stayed at the church waiting for us. 
There were some who said that although our 
wedding date was May 17th, that it was actually 
past 12 midnight when we said our vows and we 
were pronounced man and wife. So, even though 
the certificate says one thing, and the clocks may 
have said another, we still joke about whether it’s 
legal or not, the knot that was tied that night has 
held over 42 years. 

Bill and I (Nelda) have lived on the same farm 
Bill’s dad homesteaded. We raised two sons, Steve, 
who after he did his hitch in the army has trucked

Theodore Lorenzen Family 


Theodore Lorenzen homesteaded the NW ] 4 
section 28 in Lorin Township in the spring of 1906. 
The homestead is now the farm home of Harry and 
Grace Hochhalter. In 1906, the post-office address 
was Fleak, located in the northeast corner of 
Loren Township. Mail was brought to Fleak by 
courier from Lemmon, South Dakota. Lumber and 
supplies for the homestead were hauled from 
Lemmon by team and wagon, a two day round trip. 

Theodore was the son of Jacob and Annie 
Lorenzen of Tetenbull, Germany, born December 8, 
1870. The Jacob Lorenzen family, including four 
sons and two daughters, left Tetenbull for Council 
Bluffs Iowa in February 1886. The family settled 
in Iowa, with the exception of Theodore who was 
lured by the frontier. He became familiar with 
Dakota Territory while working with a telegraph line 
crew in the 1890’s. 

Some homesteaders brought wives with them, 
however, many of the pioneers were bachelors. 
There were few single women eligible for marriage 
in the territory. ‘Lonely hearts’ columns in 
newspapers became a method of finding a mate. 
Theodore Lorenzen became acquainted with Hatti 
Marek of Owatonna, Minnesota, in that manner. 
They were married March 25, 1913 at McIntosh, 
South Dakota. Their honeymoon was a trip across 
the prairie by horse and buggy from McIntosh to 
the homestead in Loren Township. 

In preparation for bringing his bride home, 
Theodore had built a two room wood-framed 
tar paper shanty. The sod house in which he lived 
from 1906 to 1912 became a chicken coop. There 


was a second sod building used as a tool shed, 
one end of that was used as a smoke house for 
curing meat. 

In addition to Theodore and Hatti, the Lorenzen 
family consisted of Robert, Anna, Esther and Grace. 
Robert was born in the tar paper shanty in 1917. 

His sisters were born in a new house, the present 
house on the farm which was built in 1918. 

All births took place with the assistance of a 
neighborhood midwife. Doctor Hamilton of New 
Leipzig looked in on the mother and the new born 
baby a day or so later. 

The Lorenzen farm was expanded to a half 
section of land in 1926 when the homestead of 
Leonard Hermann (NEJ4, section 28) was acquired. 
(Mr. and Mrs. Hermann moved on to Woodland, 
California in the early 1920’s. Their decendants still 
reside in Woodland.) 
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John and Nettie McLean 


John H. McLean was born November 6, 1875 
at Ubet, WI, died May 25, 1941. In the summer of 
1898, he went to the State of Washington where he 
was employed and where he enlisted. This was at 
the time of the Spanish-American War in Co. B of 
Battalion of Washington Volunteers which was 
ready to sail for the Philippines when peace was 
declared. He returned to Wisconsin. John H. lost 
his left arm above the elbow in 1900 in a corn 
shredder. On Nov. 6, 1901, he married Susanetta 
Rogers. They ran a dairy farm out of St. Croix 
Falls, WI. John served as County Treasurer of 
Polk County, WI for four years and later was Clerk 
of Court in the same country for four more years. 

In 1919, John McLean and family came to Grant 
Co., ND first locating on the Carlson place south 
of Elgin, ND. He later moved to Minor Country 
on the Ray Sanborn place, where he farmed and 
raised cattle until his health started to go bad. 

Then they moved to Leith, ND. 

John and Susanette had 7 children: 

John E. McLean, born Aug. 28, 1902 at Balsom 
Lake, WI; died Sept. 19, 1967 at Spokane, WA. 

Gladys N. McLean, born Sept. 10, 1906, lives at 
Mandan, ND. 




Percy McLean, born Oct. 15, 1904, lives at 
Carson, ND. 

Orin McLean, born Oct. 8, 1908, died Oct. 19, 
1914. 

Gertrude McLean, born July 30, 1912, died July 
14, 1943 from severe burns from an exploding 
incubator lamp. 

Lucille Hope McLean (Griffin) born Aug. 31, 1916 
lives in Mott, ND and is retired. 

Ora Rogers McLean, born Jan. 30, 1919, lives at 
Deer Park, WA.

Magstadt in 1909 south of Bentley on the Gottlieb 
Magstadt homestead. This homestead was the home 
for the 7 children of Gottlieb Magstadt’s. 

Emma M. Rub was born to Charley and 
Magadena (Lang) Rub at Wishek, ND in 1908. A 
year later, the Charley Rub family moved to the 
Rub homestead, 7 miles south of NL. Here Emma 
grew up with her 2 brothers and a sister. 

Alvin and Emma attended the Evangelical Church 
which was a school and it also happened to be the 
place where Alvin and Emma met. Alvin and Emma 
were married on Nov. 15, 1931 at the Zoar 
Evangelical Church where they became members. 
This church was moved from west Mott. They were 
married by Rev. Carl Back, and this bride and 
groom were the first couple married in this church 
at its new location. 

Alvin always kept a favorite saying in his mind 
as a young man, which as we all know, is so true. 
“So Schon ist die Jugend, sie kommt nicht mehr.” 
(translated—“Youth it is so beautiful, ne’er to 
return”) 

After the marriage of the Magstadt’s, the families 
of the couple had a reception at the Rub home. 
After which followed the picture taking at Lawfer 
Studio, Leith, ND. Then, lo and behold to top the 
honeymoon plans, (which of course were forgotten), 
the newly wed couple ended up picking turkeys at

Alvin and Emma were farmers, and even after 
they moved to New Leipzig, Alvin still carried on 
farming even though he lived in town. 

The Magstadts were blessed with a son, Danny. 
Danny married, Arlet Eisenbarth and they live in 
Huron, SD with their two sons. 

Emma after V/ 2 years of a lingering illness, 
passed away on June 25, 1981. Alvin still lives in 
New Leipzig enjoying his retirement. 


John and Rose Magstadt 


John was born to Gottlieb and Pauline Magstadt 
on November 13, 1900. He came with his parents 
from Lesterville, South Dakota in 1907, where they 
homesteaded 10 miles south of Bentley, ND. 

Rosalia (Rose) was born to Wm. and Theresa 
Wiege on November 29, 1901 at Gronde, Russia. 
Her family came from Russia in 1907 to Hebron 
where they spent the winter with friends of the 
Wiege’s. In the spring of 1908, they moved south of 
New Leipzig near the Carl Rub and Fred Kurle 
Farms in Grant County. Later they moved south¬ 
west, in Hettinger County. 

John and Rose met at some young people 
gatherings that were held in the community. They 
were married on November 25, 1922 at Roses’ 
parents home. They lived with John’s parents for 
about 2 years, then built their farm about 1 mile 
west of Gottlieb’s place where they farmed until 
1963. In the spring of 1964, they moved to New 
Leipzig where they built a new home and retired 
from farming. Their three children graduated from 


NLHS—Victor (1943), Luella (1945), Marlys (1954). 

John tells of the trip which brought them to this 
area. His father came out the year before and 
proved up the homestead. They were passengers on 
the Milwaukee Railroad train to Lemmon. All their 
freight was shipped to Glen Ullin and then hauled 
from there by horse and wagon. Gottlieb had 
built a small shack for a home and a small shed 
for the horses and etc. and plowed a fire guard 
around the place. 

The prairie was a vast sea of tall grass and John 
vividly remembers a prairie fire that came through 
their place shortly after coming here. His father was 
gone, but his mother and two sisters were at the 
homestead. The fire had started in the Badlands 
and burned to the Missouri River. They could see 
the smoke well in advance and prepared for it. 

With water from a nearby creek they wet down the 
buildings and hay stacks, and tramped the grass 
down into the creek to slow down the fire. As the 
fire approached, mother Magstadt gathered the 
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children into the shack and prayed for safety. The 
fireguard and drenching of property had spared 
their lives and homestead. It was an unforgettable 
scene, as smoke could be seen for days after the 
fire passed. 

The second year they homesteaded in Dakota, 
they were blessed with a very nice crop of grain. 

It was hindered and stacked, waiting for the 
threshing rig to come. There were few threshing 
outfits in those days. In early October, the threshing 
crew came, but so did a big snow storm. Threshing 
was postponed until spring and the farmers were 
very doubtful. But in the spring the grain was still 
good, little damage was done by the snow and ice. 

Education in the early days depended on the 
weather. Since the children went to school 4 miles 
from home, there were only three months of school 
due to the deep snow. 

Rose remembered the early days of community 
living, where neighbor helped neighbor, how 
members of the family would work out to earn a 
pair of shoes or material for a dress. Sometimes 
you worked for several months for a pair of shoes. 

John remembers the improvement transportation 
has seen over the years, of his single top buggy 
pulled by Flory, a model T Ford with a stubborn 
crank, to a new 1927 Chevy which led the way to 
better made cars. 

Farming also has seen changes over the years, 
John started farming with horse drawn equipment, 
changing to the Emerson steel wheeled tractor, 
followed by the popping John Deere; improving to 
the rubber tired Oliver and International. And, 
hailed as his best was the John Deere diesel. 

During the depression years of the 1930’s, life 
was many times pretty miserable and uncertain. 
Thistles were put up for hay, grasshoppers were so 
thick that the sun was shadowed. Torches were lit 
at night to burn the hoppers off the foundation of 
the homes. They ate everything in their path and 
there were no crops. At that time, John worked 
for WP.A, to support the family. 

In 1972, John and Rose celebrated their 50th 
wedding anniversary on the 25th of November with 
friends and relatives, grateful for love and friendship 
which has always abounded in their home. 

Rose and John have 10 grandchildren and 8 
great-grandchildren. 

Rose died on May 8, 1975. John is living in the 
apartment house south of the Congregational 
Church in New Leipzig.

John O. Michelson was born at Sutton, Nebraska 
on April 8, 1875. He married Sophia Kreutz from 
Sweet Brair, ND. She was born Nov. 5, 1876. Their 
first-born were twins Garford and Gladys born on 
July 30, 1900 at Glen Ullin. Gladys passed away 
at an early age on July 19, 1909 and is buried in 
the Glen Ullin Cemetery. Garford lived in Old 
Leipzig and New Leipzig and for a short period 
with the rest of the family on a small farm about a 
quarter of a mile east of Flasher on the north side 
of the Highway where the Farmers' Union Bulk 
Station now stands. Here the family ran a small 
dairy farm and sold milk and cream to customers in 
Flasher. This was after the Flour Mill was sold in 
New Leipzig. Then, from Flasher they moved to 
Minneapolis where the family had relatives and all 
could go to school and find work. Garford passed 
away in Minneapolis on Feb. 10, 1948 and is buried 
in Crystal Lake Cemetery. Maynard, a second son, 
was born Jan. 9, 1904 and passed away on July 29, 
1964 and buried in Crystal Lake Cemetery.

Martin Edward was born to Sever Michelson and 
Barbara Tollefson in Mt. Horeb, Wisconsin on 
May 2, 1871.

He and his brother John started a flour mill in 
the town of Old Leipzig. In the same year on 
September 26, 1905, a son Loyal Edward was born. 
At this time the Mill produced many kinds of flour. 

A second son Melvin was born September 6, 


1906. A third son, Quentin Theodore, named after 
Teddy Roosevelt, was born September 24, 1907. 
Selma Audrey, the first girl was born July 30, 1910. 

In 1910, the Northern Pacific Railroad decided to 
build a branch line out of Mandan about 6 miles 
south of Old Leipzig. Martin and John Michelson 
then moved their houses and families along with 
the flour Mill to New Leipzig, then using gasoline 
engines to run the Mill instead of steam. 

Garnett Bertha was born February 5, 1913 and 
another son Monroe was born on October 11, 1914. 
Fredrick Sever was born November 26, 1916 and 
passed away July 16, 1917.

James Ogle came from Erskillan, Ireland in 1800. 
He had 6 children and one son was James who 
married Jenett Dixon of New York. They are the 
parents of Marcellus Effington Ogle. Marcellus 
married Mathilda Blake. They had 10 children, one 
was William Ogle, my father. They lived in Dudley, 
Ohio. Bill left home at age 16 and went to Iowa 
and homesteaded for his sister and brother-in-law, 
the Smith’s. The spring of 1883 he left Iowa on his 
way to North Dakota with little cash and by saddle 
horse. On the trip he stopped overnight at a place 
where this man owned a wind up music box that 
weighs about 40 lbs. and plays 10 different songs. 
When he got ready to leave the next morning the 
man offered to trade the music box for the horse 
and saddle so my father traded with him and 
continued on his way walking to North Dakota (I 
still have it and it plays beautifully). They were still 
hunting buffalo in ’83 and Bill was offered a chance 
to fire a buffalo gun at a target 1 mile away. He hit 
it but was knocked down and received a bloody 
nose. When he arrived in N. Dak. he got a job 
hauling water with a team of oxen on the night shift 
to mix dobe blocks for the State Capitol at 
Bismarck. Later he purchased the ferry boat on the 
Missouri river and operated it for some time. There 
was no bridge between Bismarck and Mandan and 
the ferry cable was somehow anchored to the 
railroad bridge and the river was 1 mile wide. He 
hauled early settlers and even Indians across. One 
time the cable had to be repaired and no one was 
allowed to use the railroad bridge so he had to 
swim to the other side and he said he would not 
have went back except his clothes were on the 
other side. He shot eagles and traded feathers to 
the Indians and also the fishing was real good. 

There was plenty of antelope. My father then 
bought a six horse team and two freight wagons 
and hauled supplies to Fort Yates from Mandan to 
supply the army as they were fighting with Chief 
Sitting Bull. One night they were camped for 
overnight with a large group of travelers and 2 
easterners were riding along (he called them 
greenhorns) so some wild stories were told around 
the campfire that evening about how the Indians 
would sneak in at night and scalp people in their 
sleep. Then after everyone was asleep a couple of 
the men saddled up and chased 20 head of horses 
through the camp yelling like Indians. The next 


morning the two greenhorns were gone and never 
seen again. Years later I was visiting with Agust 
Bycile and he told of camping with my father and 
said he could be the first one hitched up and out 
on the road and thought it was quite an 
accomplishment but the way it was done, my father 
would strip of his harness leaving the tugs hooked 
then the six horses were led to their places and a 
nose bag of oats placed on their heads so all he did 
was pull the harness over the rumps. By the time 
the horses had eaten they were on the road and 
didn’t have to be in someone’s dust. 

About 1908 my father Bill Ogle moved to the 
Pretty Rock area in Krentz township and hired 
McGinty to help him homestead. The sod house in 
one of the pictures was used for several years. It 
had a dug out place in a back room into the hill 
where food was stored and they didn’t need to go 
out of the house to get to it. Also they dug their 
own coal near the house and also had a good sring 
nearby. They could have all the antelope they 
needed, also the jack rabbits were very good. A few 
years later a new home and barn were built costing 
$1,000. 1 don’t have the date my parents were 
married. It must of been about 1910 to 1912. My 
sister was born July 25, 1914 and died Jan. 23, 

1977 in Kent, Wash. 1 was born Sept. 5, 1916. As 
near that I can remember they had a Mrs. 

Goodman who was a midwife and she was from 
Pretty Rock and we were born at home. 

My father told many stories. One was about the 
prairie fire and he was plowing with six horses on 
the gallop trying to put it out. Somehow he hit a 
rock and was hurt quite bad in the plow so later 
got blood poisoning in his ankle and nearly died. 
Also was lame the rest of his life. He died in June, 
1938 and is buried in Elgin Cemetery. I left out a 
little between the days of the ferry boat and 
homesteading. He worked in hay fields in Montana, 
then later worked for Jack Ferguson on a large 
ranch near Medora. When he moved to Pretty 
Rock he brought some horses he had bought from 
Jack. Years later he owned 120 head of horses and 
1600 acres of land. My father always said that 
North Dakota was he healthiest place in the world. 

I will say it does have the most changeable weather 
of any place I know. We always used 40 tons of 
coal to keep warm every year. My wife Irene and I 
are in good health. We have 4 children and 5 
grandchildren.

Rudolph Oelke and Helen Lemke were married

The new Mr. & Mrs. Rudolph Lemke lived in 
Geek, ND and later returned back to the New 
Leipzig area (residing south of New Leipzig which 
is now the Miles Michelson farm). Rudolph drove 
school bus—first with horses and then the first 
model T Ford. Being the family lived in the 
Delabarre District, the Oelke children walked to 
school, but the children in the district to the north 
rode the Oelke bus. The children were the children 
of Fred Edingers, Joe Utters, John Martins, Jake 
Edingers, and Elsie Sprecher. Mrs. Oelke was 
the first woman bus driver. The Oekle’s moved 
West in 1935. 
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William Ogle 



The history of William Ogle can be traced back 
to 1800. The great grandfather of William was 
James Ogle who came from Erskillan, Ireland. 
James had six children, one of whom was James 
Jr. James Jr. married Jenett Dixon of New York. 
They had a son Marcellus Effington Ogle who 
married Mattilda Blake. Marcellus and Mattilda had 
10 children, one who was William Ogle. The family 


lived in Dudley, Ohio. At the age of 16, William left 
home and went to Iowa and homesteaded for his 
sister and brother-in-law, the Smiths. In the spring 
of 1883, William left Iowa for his way to North 
Dakota with little cash and a saddle horse. On the 
trip he stopped overnight at a place where the man 
of the household owned a wind-up music box that 
weighed about 40 lbs., and played 10 different 
songs. In the morning, when William was ready to 
leave, the man offered to trade the horse and 
saddle for the music box. William traded. On his 
way to North Dakota on foot, was the route 
William chose! (William's son Tom still has the 
music box and it plays beautifully.) 

William continued his trip westward and soon 
learned, in the prairie country in 1883, they were 
still hunting buffalo. William was offered a chance 
to fire a buffalo gun at a target of 1 mile in 
distance. To William’s surprise, he hit the buffalo 
but he got knocked down and received a bloody 
nose. 

Finally William arrived in North Dakota where 
he got a job hauling water with a team of oxen, 
working on the night shift to mix adobe blocks for 
the state capitol at Bismarck, Later, William 
purchased the ferryboat on the Missouri and 
operated it for sometime, as there was no bridge 
between Bismarck and Mandan. A ferry cable 
anchored to the railroad bridge was used to get 
the boat across the 1 mile river. William had the 
opportunity to haul early settlers and Indians 
across the Missouri. One time the cable needed 
repair and no one was allowed to use the railroad 
bridge so William had to swim to the other side 
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to do the repair work. William was determined not 
to swim back, except that his clothes were on the 
other side of the river. 

William shot eagles and traded feathers with the 
Indians. He also learned that fishing was good and 
that there was always plenty of antelope around. 
Soon William earned enough to buy a six horse 
team and two freight wagons. With this equipment, 
Willim hauled supplies to Fort Yates from Mandan 
to supply the army as they were fighting with Chief 
Sitting Bull. One night, as a group of travelers were 
camping out, two easterners came along (so-called 
greenhorns) and the people of the camp that night 
were telling some wild stories how the Indians 
sneak up at night and scalp people in their sleep. 
After everyone was asleep, two men of the group 
saddled up their horses and chased 20 heads of 
horses through the camp yelling like Indians. Would 
you believe that the next morning the two so-called 
greenhorns were no where to be seen! 

Tom Ogle, the son of William, had an opportunity 
years later to visit with August Bicycle, who told 
of camping with William and said William would be 
the first one hitched up and out on the road before 
anyone else and that was quite an accomplishment! 
How was it done? William would strip off the 
harness leaving the tugs hooked, then he led the 


six horses to their places and placed an oats 
nose-bag on their heads, and pronto, all he had to 
do was pull the harness over the horses’ rumps 
and by time the horses had eaten the oats, they 
were well on the road and William and the horses 
never had to eat someone elses dust. 

In 1908, William (Bill) Ogle moved to the Pretty 
Rock area (Kreutz township) and he hired McGinty 
to help him homestead. A sodhouse was built, a 
spring nearby, and coal, too. So, what more could 
a early settler ask for. In 1911, William married. 

In a few years, things got better and a new home 
and barn were built for $1000. A daughter was born 
on July 25, 1914 (She passed away at Kent, WA on 
January 23, 1977). A son, Tom was born 
September 5, 1916. Tom and his wife Irene have 4 
children and 5 grandchildren. 

William had many more interesting experiences in 
his lifetime that could be shared. But one thing is 
known for sure, his life was most interesting. 

One experience yet to be shared is the time there 
was a prairie fire, and William was plowing with six 
horses on the gallop, trying to put the fire out. 
Somehow, William hit a rock and was badly hurt 
by the plow. Later, he got blood poison in his 
ankle and nearly died, but his life was spared and 
he lived on with a lame leg. William died in June, 
1938 and is buried in the Elgin cemetery.

Farming was the chief occupation of the family. 
Elmer Parr operated the Coffin Butte Coal Mine 
for several years.

The following children were born: Elmer Dean, 

Eldon, Keith, Arline, William, and Angeline. Russell 
Paar married Pearl Polk in 1910. The following 
children were born: Zada, Zelma, Carroll, Roscoe, 
Ronald, Gayle and Gene. Radia Paar married Elzy 
Ward in 1912. The following children were born: 
Beulah, Elmer, Maxine, Billy and Bobby. In 1918, 
the Elzy Ward family moved to Nebraska.

Drought, derpession and hard times in general 
caused the family members to leave North Dakota 
and head for greener pastures out west. 

It was on a visit back to North Dakota when, I, 
Trafton met Esther Schuldheisz who was teaching 
the Pretty Rock school in 1939. We were married in 



1940, Earl Russell, Albert Clarence and Wanda 
Marie were born. 

The A.C. and Mary Elizabeth Parr family are the 
ancestors of more than 30 grandchildren—more 
than 50 great-grandchildren—5 great-great- 
grandchildren and 3 great-great-great grandchildren. 

Trafton and Winnie are the only surviving 
members of the original A.C. Parr family and both 
reside in Roseburg, Oregon.

“I am a direct decendant of a family that I think 
can claim a little part of the sod house heritage 
during the prairie settlement era of North Dakota. 
My parents came to North Dakota from Illinois and 
located in the Pretty Rock Valley, a post office was 
established and named Pretty Rock, it was an all 
sod building 12 x 20. The floor was minus boards 
but an old time rag rug made an attractive 
covering. I came to North Dakota in 1907 at the 


age of 16. Roy and I were married in that sod room 
in 1912 and our first home was a little sod house 
12 x 14. It was located about 2/ 2 miles from where 
I now live.” 

The above was written by May Parr some years 
ago. May’s parents were the R.C. Breckenridges. 
They were postmasters at Pretty Rock and also had 
a store and farmed. May taught school, she went to 
Mott and took the teachers exams. It was no easy 
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trip from her to do. She and another young girl 
went by horse and buggy, stopping south of Bentley 
to eat lunch and rest the horse, but the horse ran 
away leaving the two girls on the prairie. They 
walked to Treichel farm and one of the Treichel 
boys took them to Mott, arriving in time for the 
exams. 



Roy and his parents came from Iowa in 1907. 
Their homestead joined the Breckenridges and they 
also served a time in the Postoffice and also had 
a country store. May and Roy had three children: 
Roberta Petrie of Int. Falls, Minn.; Nelda Brunstrom, 
Davenport, Iowa; and Marlin who is deceased. Roy 
passed away in 1963, May then lived alone on the 
farm until she went to live with Roberta. She 
became a resident in a nursing home at Bardette, 
Minn, and died Dec. 16, 1984.

1924. 

He married Freda Stelter, the daughter of August 
and Elizabeth Stelter on June 30, 1942.

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Peter and Karolina Pflugrath 



Peter and Karolina (Littau) Pflugrath Family—1923 Peter, Bill, Karolina, Sally.

Both Peter and Karolina were born in the 
Caucasus region of Russia. They were married in 
1896 and had 7 children before they left for 
America on October 16, 1905. The children who 
came over were: Michael age 6, Jack age 3, 

Gottlieb age 2 and baby John at 9 months; three 
children had died in infancy in Russia. 

After a horrendous trip on the SS Barcelona 
and many delays at Ellis Island, Chicago and 
Minneapolis, they finally arrived at Kulm, ND on 
November 5, 1905 with only $5.00 in cash, no job 
and no home. 

Peter’s brother Jacob had come to Kulm in 
1899 and had written glowing letters of the 
opportunities in America. His sister and family, the 
John Flegels had also arrived at Kulm that year. 

After a couple days in the home of Jacob and his 
wife Catherine, Grandma Phlugrath went to stay 
with her daughter. A drafty grainery was provided 
for Peter, Karoline and the boys. 

Peter got a job at $30 a month, Karolina worked 
for a sack of flour, some potatoes and milk. 

(And they talk of stress these days.) Baby John 
died in December. 

In September, 1906 another son, Martin was born. 
He too died within a few months. 

Land agents were advertising land for home¬ 


steading in western, North Dakota. So, in the 
spring of 1907, Peter and some of the others who 
had come over in the same ship found land in what 
was then Morton County in the Fleak Community. 
The Seidlers, William Hintz, Fred Hintz and 
Gottfried Beierle families were among this group. 

Peter and Karoline homesteaded a strip along the 
north edge of section 6-132-90, and found another 
for Grandmother Pflugrath in section 18 just a mile 
to the south. 

Through sheer frugality they had saved enough 
from Peter’s meager wages to acquire a wagon, a 
team of horses, a cow and some chickens. They 
moved their few belongings by train from Kulm to 
Glen Ullin, and then by wagon to the homestead in 
April of 1907. They lived in with the Michael Wolf 
family a few weeks until they could erect a 
shelter from the wind on the barren prairie. 

Karolina almost single-handedly built the sod 
house from the sod that Peter plowed up and 
hauled on a “rutsch”. But by the fall of 1907, the 
2-room sod house was complete. The first few acres 
had been planted by broadcasting the seed by hand 
from a bag carried on Peter’s shoulders. The 
ground was new and fertile so enough wheat has 
harvested (with the help of neighbors Wolf, 
Ackermann, Lang and Heuple) to buy some 
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necessities, and grind into flour. 

The garden produced potatoes, pumpkin, 
cucumbers and watermelon, so they could pickle 
some, and make “Blachinda” with the pumpkin as 
well as pumpkin soup. The chicken laid eggs, the 
sow had little ones and even a new calf was born 
that summer. They felt rich. 

In order to prove up on the homestead that had 
to physically live there a part of each year. 
Grandmother was afraid to stay alone, so every 
evening one or usually two of the boys had to 
trudge that mile to grandmother’s shack and back 
again in the moring. In the winter she lived with the 
family. 

In July 1908, Ida was born. She was the first of 
their children born in this country to stay alive. 

One of her first memories is sweeping the dirt 
floor with a child’s broom after sprinkling with 
water to keep the dust down. 

In the winter of 1908-1909 the Karl Wiest family 
lived in with the Pflugraths. Baby Ida and the Wiest 
baby were suspended in makeshift swings from the 
ceiling above the parents’ beds. There were 2 
double beds with a long plank table in between. 

The Pflugrath boys slept on feather beds at the 
foot of their parents’ bed; the Wrests at the foot 
of theirs. Grandma slept on a cot at the opposite 
end of the room. 

In the spring of 1909, the Wiests built their own 
sod house on their claim farther south and west. 

The Pflugrath family continued to grow and 
Emanuel was born in November 1909; Frieda in 
May 1911 and Martha in July 1912. By then, they 
had prospered enough to have Sam Wagner build 
them a 4 bedroom frame house. Martha was the 
first to be born in the practically finished wood 
house. Most of the lumber was hauled by team 
from Glen Ullin or Lemmon. Although by then the 
railroad came to New Leipzig. Peter helped with 
the grading for the new rail line. 

Sally was born in February 1914. Prospects for a 
good year were in sight. Then the government 
began testing for glanders disease in horses. 
Although the whole herd of horses were healthy 
and frisky, they judged them infected. One by one 
they were led to an old celler hole and shot so 
they would topple into the pit. It would have been 
enough to break the spirit of almost anyone, but 
the Pflugrath had weathered so many adversities 
they were able to rise about this also. 

That same fall Grandma Pflugrath died at the age 
of 76. 

William was born in April 1915. 

Life went on. Lest it sound although there were 
no good times among these hardships and griefs, 
the Lord had been good. Peter was active in 



church and community and school affairs. The sing 
fests at home were many. Peter would remove the 
receivers from the party line telephones to hear the 
quartet of Peter as bass, Mike Wolf, tenor; Sophia 
Wolf as alto; and Karolina as soprano. He was a 
self taught organ and accordian player, and real 
romancer aloud with a great deal of expression. 
Neighbors seemed to enjoy listening to him. Most 
Sundays after church were spent at the Pflugrath 
home. As the neighborhood grew, baseball games 
were held in the pasture. The mode of travel was 
mostly horse back or buggy. 

But another tragedy struck in 1917. While they 
were on their first vacation ever on a trip to 
Canada with the George Zimmermans of Hettinger, 
their daughter Martha died. Mike was away 
working, Blondia Ackerman had been left in charge 
of the 5 younger children, ages 2-9, Jack and 
Gottlieb 14 and 15 were left in charge of caring for 
the livestock. Peter’s sister Julia, Mrs. John Flegel 
was there as a back-up in case of emergency. It 
was she, along with Blondia who had to make all 
arrangements. There was no way of contacting the 
parents. The body was kept in the cellar for a 
week, but had to be buried before their return as 
it was in July. They arrived home the day after the 
funeral. It was a traumatic time for all. 

Luckily, World War I Armistice was signed just 
before Peter and Mike were called to serve. 

Peter always said he would retire at age 50, so 
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in 1924 they left the farm and bought a house in 
New Leipzig. He really did not retire though. He 
bought cream for Beatrice Creamery, and had a 
shoe store repair shop, In 1932 they sold the farm. 

They lived in New Leipzig until after their son 
Bill was killed at Guadal Canal in November 1942. 
They then lived in Bismarck a short time and in 
Lodi, California for a year. He seemed to have a 
premonition of his death and wanted to die in 
North Dakota. They came back in May of 1945 and 
he died June 28, 1945. He was buried in the Fleak 
Cemetery where he was a charter member of 
German Lutheran St. Paul’s Church (Fleak, Morton 
County, North Dakota) incorporated 26th of March 
1914. It was really organized May 16, 1909. 

Karolina continued to live in Bismarck until 1954 
when she went to California to visit the 3 sons 
and families who were living there. In 1958 she 
returned to New Leipzig and bought the small 
house across the street from the Catholic church. 
She lived there until she was 92 years of age always 
staying busy with her garden, rug making and 
quilt making. In 1971, she went to live with her 
daughter Ida in Rapid City where she died in 1973 
of a massive stroke. Her little house was given to 
the Lutheran Church which she attended whenever 
she could. She often said “Es ist gut gegagen” 
meaning “All went well”. 

She lived to the ripe age of 94 and is also buried 
at the Fleak Cemetery beside Peter and daughter 
Martha and Grandma Susanna (Beierle) Pflugrath. 
The childen are all very grateful for her faith, 


integrity and strength of character. 

As of April 1984 six are still alive: 

Mike and Katherine (Volk) Pflugrath in 
Carpinteria, CA. They have 4 children, 19 grand¬ 
children, 3 great-grandchildren. 

Jack and Ethel (Meyers) Pflugrath are in 
Lancaster, CA. They have 1 son and 2 grand¬ 
children. 

Gottlieb died January 28, 1984. His widow Hulda 
(Krueger) Pflugrath lives in Newport News, Virginia. 
They have 3 children and 6 grandchildren. 

Ida’s husband George Streigel died in an accident 
March 5, 1968. She and her son Bill live in Rapid 
City where he attends Black Hills Workshop and 
Training Center. At the present time he is 
assembling “Toroids” for Control Data Corporation. 
Son Tom and his wife Suzie (Zacher) Striegel have 
2 children and live in Rapid City. 

Emanuel and his family all live in California. 

They have 4 children and 6 grandchildren. 

Frieda married Goodwin V. Erickson. They have 
2 sons and 4 children and live in Bozeman, 
Montana. 

Sally married Faye Bell of Elgin, and then Earl 
Swanson of Morris, Minnesota. She has 3 children 
and 7 grandchildren. At the present time she 
lives in Rapid City. 

They all must live quite a number of years to 
equal their mother’s longevity, but all have 
surpassed their father’s age. Their father’s 
philosophy was “Do right and hurt no one”. 


Dat Ky Phuong 


The Dat Ky Phuong family came to New Leipzig, 
in August of 1980 as a Vietnamese Refugee family 
under the sponsorship of the members of Immanuel 
Lutheran Church. They lived and worked in New 
Leipzig for almost 3 months when they decided to 
join some of their relatives out in California. They 
had mixed feelings about leaving the New Leipzig 
community because of all the friends they had made 
here, but the warmer California climate, better job 
opportunities and family ties were the deciding 
factors in their decision to move. They are 
presently living in Santa Ana, Calif. The father Dat, 
being a naturally talented artist, has a job in 
advertising design. The mother Phuong works on a 
computer assembly line. Their children Vi (boy) and 
Man (girl) are both going to school and doing well. 
They have a good command of the English 
language now but also go to Chinese school on 
Saturday and Sunday so they don’t forget their 
heritage.

Harry Barnes Provolt and wife Aline and children 
Eleanor, Victor and Eugene arrived in New Leipzig 
April 1912, from Gladstone, North Dakota where 
Mr. Provolt worked in real estate. 

Mr. J.S. Birdsall offered him a job in New Leipzig 
to manage the Birdsall elevator, lumber yard and 
sundry other jobs as selling coal; Lyon’s Best 
and Climax flour from Russell-Miller Company in 
Minneapolis, Minn., farm machinery and Viele brand 
buggies. 

The only living quarters, at this time, was a 
converted chicken coop in which the family lived 
for 6 years. 

In 1915, Mr. Provolt and A.S. Hatch started an 
Independent Telephone Co. The office was in the 
back of the post office. The telephone company 
outgrew its space, so in the spring of 1918, Mr. 
Provolt bought the home of Mike Nutz, in which he 
moved his family and the telephone company. 

Another child, Alta Fay, came to gladden the 
home in 1924. 

Mr. Provolt died in 1926, and Mrs. Provolt in 
1940. 

Victor, the eldest son, took over the managing of 
the telephone company with 24 hour service until 
1951 when Bell Telephone Company took over. 

Eleanor, the eldest daughter, married Lyle 
McFadgen in 1930. Eleanor managed the Corvlitz 
Co. Hospital in Longview for many years and Lyle 
was in partnership in the Longview Agency Real 
Estate. Lyle passed away in 1968 and Eleanor still 
lives in Longview.

Adam Rieger was born in a German settlement 
in South Russia to Wilhelm arid Margarela (Schlatt) 
Rieger. He received schooling in grade school, 
high school, and 2 yrs. of college, all in that area 
of Russia. As an adventurous young man of 17 
years, he took off by himself to look for the “Land 
of Golden Opportunity,” He came to America in 
1909, and came to the New Leipzig area. He 
notified his parents and they soon followed, 
bringing the remaining children with them. They 
settled in the Fleak, N, Dak, area, just south of 
New Leipzig, where they homesteaded. In 1914 
Adam decided to farm on his own, and then 
married Mathilda Schroeder in 1915, They soon 
moved into the village of New Leipzig, where Adam 
and his brother-in-law, William Schroeder, ran a 
machine shop for 2 years. Adam then went to work 
for Will Brothers Hardware store, struggling to 
make ends meet, he began to run a Cream Station. 
In the fall of 1922, he took over as manager of the 
Birdsall Elevator, a position he was to hold until 
retiring in 1949 after 27 years. 

As a pioneer of this community, he took a serious 
part in any position and office he held, trying in 
every way to make it a community to be proud of. 
He acted in various capacities such as Town 
Marshall, City Trustee, Chairman of the Village 
Board, Commercial Club, and at the time of his 
death was again Chairman of the Board. He also 
held positions on the School Board for many years. 

Adam and Mathilda were charter members of the 
Congregational Church of New Leipzig. Adam was 
a devoted worker in the church, acting as Head 
Deacon, Sunday School Superintendent, etc, Adam 
passed away on May 11, 1950 at the age of 58 
yea rs. 

Mathilda was born in South Russia also, and 


came to the United States at the age of 3, with 
her parents Wilhelm and Elizabeth Schroeder, 
Although she was only 3, she had vivid memories 
of the ride over that large body of water on that 
ship. They arrived in the United States in 1899, 
and first settled in the Kulm, N, Dak. area. After 
3 years they homesteaded 16 miles north of New 
Leipzig, in the Hear! River area. Mathilda remained 
on this farm with her parents until her marriage to 
Adam Rieger in 1915. As their little family grew to 
6, she tried to do her share to keep the family 
fed and clothed. She worked very hard running a 
home dairy, milking several cows each morning 
and night. The children learned that each must help 
with the dairy business. There were endless bottles 
to wash, cows to take to a pasture each morning 
and evening, and milk deliveries to be made. Their 
motto was very similar to the mailman's, and 
there were many days you could see little Rieger 
kids out in 30 degrees below zero, making their 
rounds, and plowing through snow banks taller than 
they were, It kept them healthy however, and they 
rarely picked up the regular childhood diseases. 
(Which wasn't so good, cause you never got to 
miss school like the other kids!) After Adam 
passed away, Mathilda moved to Missoula and lived 
there until she passed away at the age of 84 in 
August, 1980.

Ernestine—who married Carl Heinrich and lived 
at Mott, N r Dak, He passed away in 1980—they 
had 7 children, 6 living.

1909. 

Margaret Hochhalter, daughter of Frederick and 
Beatha Moss Hochhalter born April 26, 1897 in So. 
Russia. She came to the United States with her 
parents in 1900. They homesteaded south of New 
Leipzig in 1907. They lived in Meno and Tripp, 
South Dakota from 1900 to 1907. 

The change of rulers in Russia made the good life 
of the German settlers unbearable, due to the 
economic depression, compulsory military service 
and heavy taxation. This was the deciding factor 
for them to leave Russia and come to the United 
States. 
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August Rieger married Margaret Hochhalter 
March 4, 1915 at New Leipzig. They farmed 12 
miles south of New Leipzig. August died April 19, 
1931 of a cerebral hemmorage.Margaret continued 
farming with her children until she married 
Ferdinand Hochhalter, October 9, 1935. 

August and Margaret had six children all born in 
Grant County, Lorin Township. They are as follows: 

Lydia—born April 2, 1916. Married Eddy Enzi— 
they farmed south and north of New Leipzig for 
several years.

His Grandfather on 
his mother’s side was Robert Tarzwell, who 
married Susannah Wheeler, her mother was Lady 
Somers, who was a first cousin to Queen Victoria, 
and a 4th cousin to King George VI, who was the 
father of Queen Elizabeth. The Great Grandfather 
George Tarzwell, was a Chaplin in Wellington’s 
Army.

There 
were many joys and sorrows in those early years. 
There were 4 children born to this family. Emma 
(Mrs. Alvin Magstadt), Adolph, Oscar and Leona. 
The first tragedy was when Oscar was killed in a 


Jeffery is the son of Duane and Marlys (Magstadt) 
Rub, met and married Jana, the daughter of Arnold 
and Donna (Bauer) Osadchy of Max, ND. They are 
living on the Charley Rub farm. On April 1, 1985, 
it became known as the “four generation farm” 
handed down through the Carl Rub family for the 
past 75 years. 

The farmstead received tornado damage several 
years ago and needed complete repair. Jeff, taking 
after his great-grandfather Carl, as a handyman, was 
able to make the necessary repairs. Again, history 
repeats itself with the economic crisis as it is,

automobile accident which brother Adolph was 
driving. The accident happened 1 mile from home. 

Oscar was 12 years old and shortly after his 
death, his little sister Leona became extremely 
lonely. So her father Carl, built a doll house for 
her. This playhouse still remains on the farm and 
his daughter, granddaughter and great-granddaughters, 
and now his great-great-granddaughter have played 
in this dollhouse along with many other little friends. 


The next tragedy the family endured was when 
Leona became ill and died of a ruptured appendix 
at the age of 11 years. The drought and depression 
of the 30’s came along and it meant working very 
hard to keep the family farm. 

Carl and Magalena lived on the farm until 1943. 
When they moved to Bentley, his son Adolph and 
Margaret moved to the farm. 


Henry Ruff Family 


Henry Ruff was born April 11, 1916 to Wilhelm 
and Katherine Ruff. He was raised in the Newburg 
area near Willa, N. Dak. He had four brothers and 
four sisters and 3 half brothers. Henry remembers 
well, the hardships through the 30’s, a large family 
and a small farm. They rented some land in 
addition to their own unit of land to support the 
family. In 1934, Henry joined the CCC’s to help the 
family living. He was paid $30 a month of which $25 
was sent home and he kept $5. 

Henry married Lydia Heupel in 1944. To this 
marriage eight children were born: Claudia, 
Arbadeile, Clyde, Evelyn, Loretta, Karen and 
Clayton. They farmed Henry’s folks place until 1948 
when they moved on Edmund Dubs farm and later 
in 1956 bought the former Henry Dickhaut farm. 
After spending much money and time to fix it to 
their liking they lost the house in a fire. They lost 


everything but the old piano, violin and guitar which 
was out in the entry at the time. They then bought 
an old house northeast of Mott which they moved 
to the farm and again rebuilt. During this period 
they lived in a grainery which they also had to 
make liveable. After a series of illness, Lydia 
passed away in Sept, of 1966. Henry was widower 
for four years with five children still at home. 

In August 1970, Henry married Ethelyn Bauman 
from Kabekona Valley, Minnesota.

He was the first janitor of 
the N*L. School about 1907, and was janitor for 
many years.

On November 17, 1901, Daniel married 
Julianna Kundt, the daughter of Gottlieb Kundt’s 
of Taruntino. Julianna was born on October 13, 
1883, and she also grew up in the Taruntino area. 

In 1902, the family left south Russia and settled 
in Nebraska.

Emanuel and Elizabeth homesteaded north of 
New Leipzig, North Dakota. Church was held in a 
school house north of Jacob Bierwagen’s. Members 
would bring in wagon and buggie seats for extra 
seating; this was convenient during rainy and 
snowy weather. 

Emanuel and Elizabeth helped move supplies from 
Hertz store in Old Leipzig to New Leipzig after 
the railroad had come through. Buildings were 
also moved. 

They later moved southeast about seven miles 
next to the Giese Ranch and remained there until 
they moved into Elgin in 1954. They lived in Elgin 
for fifteen years. Elizabeth spent her last years in 
Missoula, Montana. 

Emanuel and Elizabeth were charter members of 
the Immanuel Lutheran church and remained 
members until their death. Seven children were 
baptized and confirmed at this church. Herbert, 
Otto, Ernest, Hildegande, Esther, Rueben and 
Harold. Ernest passed away in 1974 and Esther 
passed away in 1982. Herbert, Otto, Hildegarde 
and Rueben are all presently living in Missoula, 
Montana. Harold is living in Bakersfield, California. 
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John and Emilie Tietz Family 


John and Karoline (Jeschke) Tietz Sr. and family 
lived in Petersthal, Besserabia, South Russia where 
people were dissatisfied with conditions, mostly 
political, and decided to migrate t" nie United 
States. Friends already in North Dakota had sent 
glowing reports of the vast virgin land available 
through the Homestead Act, and the family made 
preparations for the long trip over. 

Emilie Treichel was born February 22, 1880 to 
Jake and Julia (Buchholz) Treichel. Winters were 
long and severe in the old country, and Emilie 
tragically lost her grandfather Ludwig Treichel and 
Father Jake on the Russian steppes in a sudden 
blizzard while making a trip for winter supplies. 
Being poor, widow Julia sent Emilie to work for 
relatives at the age of ten. After confirmation she 
was hired out for all kinds of chores. John Tietz 
Jr. was born on January 23, 1879, and married 
Emilie in Petersthal in March 1899 and made plans 
to bring his bride to the U.S. 

John and Karoline Tietz Sr. came to America in 
1899, with their six children: John and Emilie Tietz 
Jr.; Sophie (Mrs. Dan Giese); Emanuel (Elizabeth 
Ganthner); Daniel (Rosie Ganthner); Mike (Mary 
Goldman); William (Erma Ganthner). 

After arriving in Hebron, North Dakota, John and 
Emilie spent their winter working as farm hands for 
Christian Hintz, who came over some years earlier. 
In the spring they moved 13 miles north of New 
Leipzig to make a homestead adjoining the parents. 
Hebron and Glen Ullin were a day’s journey and 
money for building material was not available. 


Shelter was built from rocks, mud, sod and clay. 
The floor of this two-room house was made of 
packed clay and clean sand was sprinkled over it 
after sweeping. 

Hardly had the Tietzs’ begun their life in this 
new world when death came suddenly to John Sr. 
in 1901, and he was laid to rest in a hill side 
cemetery. 

Most farmers and ranchers had many fears and 
one was the dreaded prairie fires. Sections of land 
were burned, also buildings, livestock stampeded on 
the open range and it often took days to round 
them up. And the winter brought the fear of snow 
blizzards and cold. 

As a rule, the men in the area planned their trips 
to Glen Ullin and a number of them would leave 
early in the morning, wagons loaded with produce 
or grain and feed and hay for the horses. Supplies 
were bought and weather permitting, the men slept 
in the wagons and started home early the next 
morning. The women looked forward to spring and 
late fall when they could make the shopping trip for 
clothing, material and staples of food. What a relief 
it was when the little village of Leipzig was started 
less than 10 miles to the southeast. 

John Tietz Jr. died May 15 y 1945—Emilie Tietz 
died November 26, 1957.

Joseph E. Utter was born August 13, 1889, 
near Marinette, Wisconsin. Son of David and 
Elizabeth Utter, he was one of 12 children. Joe, 
brother Ben and sister Rebecca came to North 
Dakota to homestead. All their belongings, food, 
machinery, furniture, farm animals and personal 
items were loaded into one boxcar, their home for 
several months. The trip was made on the Northern 
Pacific railroad. Joe and Ben helped build the road 
bed, as the railroad progressed, so did the 3 Utters. 
Their destination was Richardton. Joe proved a 
claim in Berry Township. In 1917 Joe purchased 
the John Kallis farm, in Weller Township. 

Joe married Helen Kuk. Parents of Helen were 
David and Pauline Kuk. She was born in Scotland, 
South Dakota, October 4, 1893. The Kuk family 
lived in Odessa, when the couple were married. 

The area north of New Leipzig was a consolidated 
school district, very soon after the school was built. 
The Utter farm was on the farthest point from the 
school, this involved long hours on the school bus 
for the children. During the winter an enclosed sled 
was used for transportation, until the automobile 
was improved and could traverse the snowdrifts. 
Families along the route were Utter, Wruck, 
Sprecher, Schram, Edinger, Friez and Sandau. 

Joe Utter served on the school board for 18 years. 

Joe was known far and wide for training and 
trading horses to work and to ride. During the 
30’s he shipped wild horses from Montana. 

Seven children were born, one infant, David died. 
The children are: Arvin, New England, North 
Dakota - 8 children, Evelyn Smyth (deceased) - 1 
daughter, Dorothy Matz, Minnetonka, Minnesota - 
3 children. Dorothy married Raymond Matz, son of 
the Baptist minister, Rev. Julius Matz of New 
Leipzig. Hazel Grenier, Delmar, New York 
(widowed) - 2 children. Harold married Bernice 
Moos of Elgin. Harold is the only family member 
residing in Grant County, on a farm south of 
New Leipzig. Harold served in the army during 
World War II, in the European theatre, under 
the command of General Patton. Harold was 
awarded the LEGION OF MERIT, for valor. To 
this union was born 4 sons.

A whole settlement of Finns homesteaded and 
made their homes for a number of years south and 
east of New Leipzig on both sides of the 
Cannonball River, in what was then Morton County 
in Delabarre Township 133 Range 90. Of them 
Peter Ivarie came the earliest in 1900 from Home 
City, Minn. Other families who came later were 
those of John Kyt, M. Iverson, August Koski, 

Henry Kytonen, Charles Kyt; Oscar, Isaac, Caleb 
and Jack (John) Ivarie, Gus Iverson, father to the 
Ivarie Brothers with change of name, John Ivarie, 
John E. Maki, Paul Maki, T. Knutinen, John 
Lindula, Henry Ruana, Waino W. Wolden, L.J. 
Stierna, Thomas Saari, J.E. Rastamaa. The last 
three names mentioned here lived in the Hoerauf 
Township 133-89 and also the following families: 



Waino Waldon, Sailor in Finnish Navy. 


August Mikainen, Eli Sakrison, W. Maki, Eli 
Stierna, Sylvester Kyt, M. Matson, F.C. Lorenzen. 
Charles Hyving lived in Weller Township in which 
New Leipzig is located. His farm was north of 
New Leipzig which could be the Fred Schock place 
and Waino Wolden lived in the immediate vicinity 
also before moving to a location just north of the 
Lyle Michelson Mobile Home next to a spring 
below the south side of a large hill to the north. 
Then they moved right next to Highway 49 on the 
north side of the Cannonball River. The Delabarre 
Rural school set just above the place on top of the 
river’s banks but overlooking the beautiful green 
Cannonball Valley with its large banks and sand 
hills. Waino Wolden was a sailor in the Finnish 
Navy before he came to America. He homesteaded 
here in Grant Co. in 1906. He was a house painter 
by trade and painted many of the grain elevators in 
the country while swinging or standing on a plank 
suspended from the top windows by ropes. He and 
his wife Limpi had three children: Eugene, Lillian 
and Stella. The girls live in San Francisco and 
Eugene in Ore. Mrs. Wolden passed away some 
years ago in California and Waino died enroute to 
New Orleans when he was working on a tanker or 
freighter after he left ND. He had never quite 
forgotten the call of the sea and his early years 
as a sailor. 

Henry Kytonen came in 1904 from Hecla, SD, 
also the Charley Hyvings and the Isaac Walli 
families. Also Mr. & Mrs. Henry Kuoppala from 
Hecla who homesteaded and lived on the place now 
owned by Burton Wruck for many years. Henry 
Ruana came from Home City, Minn, in 1906 and 
homesteaded about 5 miles south of New Leipzig 
next to Hiway 49 which is now the vacant place on 
the creek north of the Adolph Rub farm or across 
the road and below the hill from the new home of 
Larry Grade. Henry Ruana had 7 children, 3 boys 
and 4 girls. Son Gust was a clerk in one of the 
stores in Old Leipzig before coming to New Leipzig 
where he was a cashier in one of the banks for a 
number of years. His brother Rudolph farmed near 
New Leipzig and was recognized for the fine steel 







hand made hunting and carving knives he could 
make out of old steel files, some of which contained 
the best kind of Swedish Steel made. He married 
Helemi Heilman, and moved to Montana. 

J T J T Ivarie or John Jacob Ivarie came to Grant 
Co. in 1906 and also homesteaded south of New 
Leipzig on the Art Heupel farm. He was born at 
Cokato, Minn, on Aug. 19, 1878, He married Sophia 
Carolina Stierna on Nov, 6, 1899 at Ellendale, ND, 
then settled at Savo, SD where their first three 
children were born, Sophia was bom in Norway 
on Dec. 3, 1877, After leaving Savo they moved to 
Urness Township in Minn, where Hazel and Hilda 
were born before coming to New Leipzig before the 
railroads came through. Here the rest of their 
children were born without any doctor but with 
the assist of a mid-wife. Their children are: Nancy, 
Frances, Bernard, Hilda, Hazel, Theodore, Ella, 
Wilbert and Olive (Mrs. Almore Hertz) of New 
Leipzig. 

Mr, & Mrs. Ivarie sold their homestead in 1940 
after all the children were grown and had moved 
to places in Oregon and Washington. They too 
then joined their children out west, partially retiring 
on a small acreage near Brush Prairie, Wash, 
where they raised chickens and Jack continued to 
do carpenter work. J.J, passed away out there on 
Mar, 18, 1954 and Sophia on Feb. 28, 1963. 

J.J/s father John Peter (nee Iverson) Ivarie lived 
alone near his son Jack, just about a half mile NW 
of Jack's place in a little shack (Art Heupel place) 
for a number of years. He was born in Korplombola, 
Norbattis, Sweden on Feb. 17, 1846. 

The Finns, The Sauna and Health 

To these early hearty Finnish pioneers we owe 
the “SAUNA” or Finnish Steam Bath. To take them 
almost became a regular ritual in many Finnish 
homes. It required a separate little bath-house large 
enough for a coal heating range and a bench or 
chair or two. Rocks were piled into the oven and 
often some laid on the top of the stove over the 
area not to the lids through which the fire had to 
be built and replenished with wood or coal Some 
built and designed their own style of fireplace of 
rocks to serve the purpose. After the little bath¬ 
house was heated up and the rocks very hot the 
bather in the nude would get inside with a container 
of water and sprinkle water on the rocks to 
produce steam to cause one to perspire profusely. 
Then to aid the opening of the pores the bather 
would switch his body with a small bundle of 
buck brush or reeds until his skin turned red with 
blood surging through all parts of the body. The 
more water sprinkled on the hot rocks the more 
steam is produced and the more perspiration 


varying according to how much the individual can 
stand. The whole idea is to cleanse the pores and 
skin to allow and remove body wastes. This has 
been proven to be an effective method of reducing 
also. Then after the bather feels he has perspired 
sufficiently he takes a cold shower, and since there 
wasn’t any running water or modern plumbing 
especially in the early day saunas, the bather would 
have a bucket of cold water handy to wash off with 
a cold sponge bath. In winter some would roll in 
clean snow instead of the cold shower or sponge 
bath, then dry off with towels. A few have been 
known to break the ice and take an ice-cold dip 
after the sweat-bath to cool off when the little 
bathhouse was near a lake or stream. 

The Finns believe in the old adage that is as 
good as new yet today: “That a healthy clean 
body makes for a healthy strong mind”. And this 
is what we all would need to practice more of 
today in our homes and schools. They are also 
a people who like outdoor sports and many have 
excelled in them. Physical Culture and Physical 
Education has been of utmost importance to these 
people. In summer they love to go swimming, 
hiking, horseback riding and in winter skiing, 
skating, sliding, hunting and just plain walking to 
the neighbors or elsewhere often for just the pure 
joy of exercising and to promote their own general 
good health. 

They have always been a very friendly, 
cooperative people and helpful to their neighbors 
and fellowmem They believed in a good education 
for their children many becoming teachers and 
members of school boards. 

Like all Ethnic groups they had their own 
language and customs which has all helped to make 
America what it is today. A refuge and home for 
the poor and oppressed with opportunities for 
advancement and a better way of life.

II. $. flK BUST 
FLOAT OVER SCHOOLS 


Sue* Directors of Two Dis¬ 
trict* For Money Mis¬ 
appropriated 


Following an investigation 
buring the past three weeks of 
schools in Morton county. States 
Attorney Wm. Langer last week 
started action that may result in 
wholesale arrests when he brot 
mandamus actions against 87 
school districts on various char- 
ges. 

The North Dakota statute de¬ 
mands that each school be pro¬ 


vided, .with a flagpole and the 
/ United States flag, and that the 
flag ehall be ••flown above the 
'.school during all sessions. With 
the one exception of the Mandan 
schools, not another of 293 in 
the county comply with this. 
The writ'o'f mandamus issued 
calls upon, .each school director 
to immediately obey the law or 
else appear in court and show 
cause why it .is not done. 

In addition to this States At-' 
tomey Langer says there are 
1,716 children between the ages 
'of 8 and 16 years who are not 
in school.’ 

He has. mailed registered let¬ 
ters to the parents or guardians 
of these children and ordered 
them to' immediately place the 
children .in the nearest school. 
Unless this is done within five 


days after receipt of the regis¬ 
tered letters, arrests wiii follow. 

The state laws permit absence 
from school, on five excuses: 
sickness, work of necessity at 
hbtoe, Wtendhftce at Borne paro-' 
chlal ’ school or ftcqu i rement by 
'Borne other means of the com¬ 
mon branches of learning taught 
in the schools. If a child lives 
two and a quarter miles from 
the school, attendance is not 
compulsory, but the action then 
falls on the district board, which 
by the law is required to fur¬ 
nish transportation. As this lat¬ 
ter is the plea of some of the 
parents of the 1,716 children not 
in school, mandamus proceed¬ 
ings will be brought against the 
school officers for failure to pro¬ 
vide transportation.
